zarH:ppocrates in tha placet ver ſo mych asdrean'd of che Veneral diſeaſe, 
bur deſcribes a-moſt prievous velfiencs, according to the judgnienc of Galenand 
al interpreters, and cheevidence of the Hiſtory ic ſelf witneſſing che ſame. For that 
diſeaſe for che moſt part invaded with a Feaver, which is not 10 1n the Veneral dif- 
eaſe and was epidemical, whenas the Venetal dijcale is diſſeminated only by con- 
cagion, and no other way, and the method of cuiirg thac ditcaſe was far 
different from the.cure of the yenecal.. , . LE 
Dodonews alſo hath obſery*d upon the alleaged place of Beniveniys,char a long time 
agoe ſome men have contracted tome hurts from uncleane a1:d filthy vw cmen,as Gut 
- lrelmus Salicetws,Gordonius,and Valleſcus de Taranta, dotefſtity,the laſt of which 
lived 16 the-year 1418. but Salicetys flouriſhc inthe yeaic 1290. Gordonivs In 
* the time between them both. Nay holy writ doth icſtefy that he char tolluweth 
Harlors, ſhal have wormes and moths for his reward : but 1 donot think that choſe 
diſeaſes were the ſame with the Veneral diſeaje of this time which faſt cfalap- 
peared ar the aforeſaid time in Italy ih the C:mp of the French. Therefore . 
though Paracelſus,libe de tumorib, et xlcer. morb. Gal. cap. 3. Writes that this 
* hapned m the yeare 1478. and lib. 1. de cauſaluis Gal. cap. 3. Inihe yeare 1480. 
yethe differs from the relations of al others, ſince al agree in this,thac tÞ15 difeaſe 


diſ- was not known in Europe, before the yeare of cur Loid 1493. attkeugh it were 


endemious in the weſt Indiere long while before, and was brought by the Spante 
ards out of India into Italy. Fer when Chriftopber Columbus in the yeate 1492. 
in che month of September undeccook his fuſt voyage into the weſt Indies, and ipenc 
almoſt cwo years in that expedition, be retwit:ed into Spainin the yeate 1494, 
whoſe Souldiers being infefted with that dijcaſe in India, and ?frerwards ſervingin 
the Italian expedition, did ſow am:ongft them this diſeaſe, For as Gabriel Fa= 
lopins writes of this buſineſs de morb. Gal. ib. 1. ( Who reports his Father was 
in chat warre ) whenas che Spaniards by reaſon of the deareneis of proviſin did drive 
out the unſerviceable n:ulritude, the French did privately entertain cheir barlots, 
being allured by cheir beauty, and ſo intefted with their contagion contrafted this 
yoo 111 bom afterwards was firſt of al ſpred through their camps, & hence cthrengh= 
out Europe. 

' Yerin ſome Countries it hathand doth yet ſpred more frequently, in others cis 
more rare, to enquire into the cauſe whereof, it beivg a thing batetul we ſhal fore 
beare ; yet this Ithink is certain, that there are fewer ſick of this difeale in Germa= 
ny, than in ſome other Countries. Gabriel Fallopins makes mention de morb.

B* concerning the original of this diſeaſe we ſhal ſpeak more hereafter when we 
ſhal creat of its cauſes : now Jet us enquire into its nature, Which that ic may 
ſucceed more happily, and chat it may appeare, where lyes che coutroverſy gi wil 
ficſt propound its delcription and hiffocy our of credirable Authors which chen lived 
eſpecially Hieron'Fracaſtorius, and Anton. Penivenius, When chisditeaſe was 
firft made known, chere role puſtles of divers kinds in the genical patcs; fomoumes 
alſo che head, principally in the hairy parc, ſomcimes alſo the forehead,veckgbreaſt, 
dupgs, armes, and orner paits, and from thence did {pred over the whol body, in 
ſome indeed chey were flat and low, but rough on their ſurface,when the ſcales were 
fallen off, ofa color forawhat red, and the fleth under chem appeared callous z 5n 
others they were like co warcs, of a round figure, which prew co che magaitude of an 
acorn cuppe whoſe figure alſo chey retembled, and from chele che lighter jcales i 1- 
ling off did hang focrh a more ruddy fleſh, from web did flow forth a virulent ict;cr 
wr of a ſtrong ſme} 3 but ſome were taker with larger puſtles, which did nor fwel 
above the skin, which had thicker ſcales, from which alſo did flow a mote plete 
ful viculent macter,and che ſcales being caſt, the fleſh appeared more dark and tom 
whar livid, Some having white fcales taken off.chere reman.ed fomwhar l;ke unto a 
$kar, from which blood fomertimes flowing, did ſhew the difficult y of the cure, and 
it repielenced the likeneſs of a dry ſcabb, a diſeaſe worſe than alche cett. For 
chough ir did corrode leſs, yer for ſpreading. ic was worſe than che reſt, and was 
diffuſed inco divers places. Befides thoie excernal puſtles chere did rite others in 
incernal places, as in the mouch ,jawes, ncle, and the obſcene parts, which turned 
to malignant and creeping ulcers which eat away the parts under them, and in ſome 
eat up the Noſe, 1n others the lipps, in others conſumed the Uvula, aiid pertorated 
che palate, which cauſed their voice to be hoarie; neither did this evil tpare che 
bones, buc cauſed rottenneſs in chem, whence {ome had their skul, others other 
bones ful of holes. Neither did choſe puſtles and figns of the dileate appear crly un 
the external parts obvious to the eye, bur 1t was oblerved in ſome, that thofe puſtcs 
& filchy ulcers had poſfeft cheir very bowels. They chat had chis evil abour their up- 
per parts,had vicious diſtillations,which did ſoar mies eat their palate, ioaitmes ce 
Jaws ard confills, in fome their noſe, and in others their eyes. Furctecmore for 
che moſt part cerrain gummoitnes grew on their limbs 1n grear deformity, For ot 
tentimes they were prominenc the bigneſs of an egg, oftentimes the 11ze of a Loate, 
which being opened, there appear:da white mucilapimous mucous : tat menace © 


ous callus, happened moſt of al in the Arms and Thighs,in ſome ut was exuicerated, + * 


ſomtimes x contimued whole until ther deach. There came alſocruel parns with + 
exceeding corment, which were exaſperated towards night: but chote pains did 
ſhew themſelyes abouc that part of the bones where 1s no fleſh inthe Leggs, ſhoul» 
der=blade, abouc rhe coliar-bone,in che ſhoulders, bead, abouc the forehead and 
remples, ſomtimes alſo in the breaft bone, butnoc in che very joints, but abour 
the muſcles and nerves. In which cate. noucwithſtanding there was great vaiiecy. 
For ſome bad pains without puſtles, ſome puſtles without pain, the greateit parc 


was affected with Þoch, and cruly thoſe pains ſomtimes went betorethe pultles,

ſomrimes followed, and ſqyecimes roſe together wich them : in che incerim al parrs 
languiſhed, the body pined away, the apperite was dejected, watchings, ſadneſs, 
and continual anger, anddefire of cepole pofſeft chem ; ſometimes a {mal Feavor 
accompanied chem, bur ſeldome : cheir blood, ita Vein were opened, was mucous, 
and corgapty their uriae chick, far, and fomwhat red withour a Feavor, they wenr 
hardly ro ftool, and the excremencs were mucous and dry. The ſhedding of che 

Hair 1s frequent inthis Diſeaſe, eſpecially in che Head, abour the Temples, and 

the hinder pare, alſo of the eybrows, and of the Bead in men; oftentimes alſo Bu- 

boes break forth in che groin, theretore called Veneral and Gallical, which ſome- 

cimes vaniſh again, ſomctimes grow haid, tomrimes ſuppurace ; there riſe allo 1n 

the privities of Women knobs, and 1n men in their Arie-hole, beſides tonurimes chere 

happen chops and cletts 1a the hands aid teer, and phe chick Skin in the palme of che 

hands departs from the skin under it ; ſometimes allo the nails fal off : 

- Ac. laft there happens ſomerumes , chat in men a virulence matter flowes 
chrough their yard, 40 women through cheir privities, wh:ch flux of viru 
Matcer is commoenly called the Gall cal or vuulent cunning obthe reins, alchough 
deed ic is not ſeed, by which flux of the yaid, che inward paſlege is exulcerated, 
and certaincaruncles do grow in the urinary paſſage, whence they piſle hor, and there 
iscauſeda dropping of the urine with pait,. And thus was the face of chat diſeaſe ar its 
fictt cate web as Heron Fracaſtoriaes relates, lince thai t:me ſeems to be altered, For 
almoſt cwency yeares after its origina1 there began to appear fewer puſtles, bur niore 
gumoleties, and che puſtles becae dryer, and the paines more cruel. Six yeares 
after again there was another 'charge, for now there were very tew puſtles {een,and 
almoſt no pains, or much gencler, but.,many gumoieties, and which {eenied won=- 
decfui inal, che ſhedding of che haice made men almoſt ridiculous, tome appearing 
without beard, ſome withour haic on their eyebrowes, othe's with bald partes, 
from which change Fracaſtorius had gool hopes, ard did think th:itiheold age of 
thisdiſexte was now entring, and that ere log: would come to pais, bat ir could 
not Propigite it ſelf by conragion, becauſe the matter grew dayly ciiicker, in which 
bh fewer, and weaker ſeminaries are preduced : buc his hope: did mvch Ceceive 
him, and this diſeaſe laſt even in cheſerin:es, nay as ome think, *cis weluigh worſe 


than it was of 01d.

as the ground of his opinion, viz. that the French Dileale ought noc to be detined 

. bya quality but cachee by che name of a body,for this reaſon,becaule tc paſſ: chrrom 
one body to another, which is che propriecy ot bodies not ot qualities, and becauie 
ic coucherh ather bodies,for none buc bodies can couch, and be couthe again, as Lie® 
cr-tius hath it. Again, if it werea quality, ic were either maniteſt, or occuir, na 
maniteſt one, as he proves rightly by many Argumencs ;z but chat ic 13 #9 oc. ule 
qualiry he brings no ſpecial] Argument, but repeats the general one, becaule *us mae 
ved from place to place, and coucheth other bodies. 

This pretuppoled, afterwards Chap. 30. he aitirmes che Veneral virulency 
to be ſorwhar cor poreal interna), and truly a ſpiric ora vapor, tor chis reaton, pe- 
cauſe *cis carried,commuicaced, atzd parcicipated in a very ſhore tpace ut tine. Yet 
he holds it co be ſuch a vapor which 1s endewed wich an occulc qualicy and verrue 
from its whol ſubſtance, or the whol mode of its nature, by reaton of which qualicy 
1: cannot only infedt any humors of che body , bucalſo al parts of the body, and 
corrup. chem & turn chem cours own likeneſs: bur char chis evil conſiſts ina ſpuacus 
al tubſtance, he fuccher proves, becaule fomeare infefted noc oniy by che adt of 
Venery, bur alſo by a Kits, orthe uſe of garments : nexc of al, becauie ſome have 
felc no other hucc from chiSevil, chan only che falling of cheic hair, becaute che cuots 
of the hairs were gnawed off by the acrid vapors. Thicdly,becaule (ome only by ve- 
hemenr exerciſe have diſcuſled this virulency. Yer he denies chac vapor oc tpiric co be 
properly anexcrement, Chap. 20, whenas chat is properly an excremenc, which ce- 
duuads icom nuucuthmenc, & which is caſt off tromanocher:alchough he gragcs chere 
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that is comnlonly called an excrement, whatſoever 1s ſy erfiuous in the body, 
| whether it be a ſpirit, or humor , or fome other {ſolid body , whether it 

K be uſual, or unuſuai, whether according co nature or precernatural z furtherniore 

he holds thisvapor tobe wandrinp, thin, and viſcid, Chap. 21. and to be raiſed 
from a ſpiricuous , humorous, ſolid ſubſtance : but he proves Chap. 22. by many 
Arguments thas this vapor is contrary and preternatural by its whole ſubſtance, of 
which we ſhal (peakhereafter z andar laſt Chap. 27. he defines che Veneral vicu- 
lency, that ic 15a vapor by irs whol tubſtance inimicous co the natural faculcy, 
working by degrees. And that he might unfold his mind more clearly, and noc 
leave the Reader doubtful, ro what Kind of things precernatural chis viculency 
ought to be referred, whenas he hed ſaid before, that 1c was nerther che Diſeaſe, nor 
the cauſe, nor che Sympcome, yet it primarily hurt the aCtions ; at lengrh Chap. 28. 
he holds tha ?cis an externall error, and he endeavors to prove it by this Sylogpiſme, 
whatſoever doth primarily hurt che operation, and is not of che conſticution 
of he body, is an external error, bu che Veneral virulency doth primacily hucr 
the operett0n, and 15 not of the conſtitution ofthe body, therefore *cis an exter= 
nal errore 

Some chat they may briefly quic themſelves,and hold with al men,ſay that this diſ- 
eaſe is a heap of al evils, Diſeates and {ympromes. 

The Vene» That we may clear our telves our of this difficult controverſy, firſt ofal*is alrca- 
ral diſeaſe dy proved, and ſhal be proved more af large hereatter, char they are in the right, 
depends on who do here admit of an occult quality, anda power depending on the whole TH

by and by, fince it is nor expeld by the ficlt qualiciesz neither is that change alwaies 
with pucrefaction, whenas pucre.aCtion 1s nor induced buc by a long time, 
bur this change 15 made 1n a moment as it were 3 neither is it an aduſtion 
as Fohn Bapiſta Montanus, and fore others du hold, whenas there is not ajwaies 
a hot & dry diftemper preſeitr, neither 1s ut cuced by cooling and moiſtening things, 
and of:entin.es thece 18 a fordid purretzCtion, in which there is no exuſtion,

{o the ettects of the veneral viculency co maniteſt caules. Fob! Baptiſta Montanus 
as was {aideven now, thinks rhe effence ofthis evii confiſts in a lot and dry diftem- 
per, but the cure tels otherwiſe, whenas 'tis cured by hot and dry Medicines, as 
by the DecoRtion of Guajacum and the like:beſides,becavle there is 4 great Putre- 
racion in the Humors, which doth net proceed from a hot and dry diſtem-

Not cold Nicolaus Maſſa de Horb. Galli. Cap. 5. faith it is a coldnefs of the Liver, 

= declining to 3 little drineſs with an occult quality : but as concerning the occult 
and dry. quality he writes tzuly, burthaticis no cold diſtemper, the effe& doch teach us, 
as the Uicers, rottenneſs of the bones, and the like ; and what other diſtemper 


ſoever they alleage. Yet they produce nothing agreeable to the Diſeaſes 204

Therefore when as che action ot rhe' veneral vituſency can be referred co no ma. Bt occuW | 
nifeſt quality, We may wel ſay thac by 'chat is induced an occulc qualicy : For | 
ficſt of al every efficient caule is {aid co be a cauſe from che nacure of its efficiency,  * 
and therefore this malignant quality doth not only alter' and change che humoars, 
buc alſoche living pars 1nto its Iikenels : again, chongh the morbifick cauſe be caken 
away, and chis diſeaſe ſeem now to be overcome, yet unlets that malignant diſpo-' 
fition be deſtroyed the man recovers not his perfeR health. Forit hath been 
obſerved that the Veneral Diſeaſe hath ſomtimes grown freſh after thirty years 

aſt; which doubtleſs happened not becauſe the Vitious Humors lay fo long hid | 
in the body (for cheſe would have ſooner diſcovered themſelves by their ſigns)but i» 
becauſe that malignant diſpoſition impreſt on the body was aAually there, which ff 
afterwards, by degrees produced vitious humors, and corrupted, and ſo broke bf 
forth into a; and Trincavellivs, Lib. 11. de curand. rat. pariical. affe#. cap. 11. Ub: 
reports, that a certain Woman brought forth a Child ſick of the French Diſealſe,.. 3 
and every where ful of cruſty Ulcers, whenas ſhe her ſelf never had any fign of 
that Diſeaſe contrafted, but was alwaies wholly wel, and onthe contraty ir may 
happen, that one may have a French Ulcer, which yet, when that Malignity is | 
diftroyed, is no longer rightly ſaid to be Gallical, bur is cured by valgar Medi- 
cines as other Uleers. b 2 rn. 

Al which being thus, we conceive the the Veneral Diſeaſe, doth not only exiſt 
in the Humors, bur alſo in the living parts, and that it doth conſiſt not only in' 
the charge of the firſt qualities, but alſo there is an oggult malignant quality im- 
printed on the parts, and therefore the veneral Diſeaſe is to be referred to diſeaſes, 
and thoſe of occule qualities Which are called by Fernelius diſeaſes of the 
who! ſubſtance, but not on every part rightly explained, as we have faid before, 
the which if Capivaccius, and Saxonia had known, the one would not have de- 
fined this evil by the excrement, nor the other by the cauſe. if the ſame alſo had _—_ —___ 
been known to Aurelius Minadous, he would not have endeavoured tomain- 412 exa=, 
tain that this evil was no Diſeaſe, bur an external error. For whereas he endex- 7777141107. 0 
vors to prove that the veneral Diſeaſe is nor a Diſeaſe of che ſimilar parts, becauſe Aurelius 
itis not a diſtemper, nor anevil compoſition, nor a ſolution of nnity,. inthis proof 99/nadons 
he labors to no purpoſe, fer al this we willingly grant ; but this he ought to 2P!1707. 
prove, that there is no other kind of Diſeaſe in the (imilar parts befides the diſtem- 

r of the firſt qualities , bur that there are ſuch diſeaſes, which Fernelius calls 
of the whol ſubſtance, we more rightly, of occult qualities, is ſufficiently proved 
above, part 1. and this very Diſeaſe, as all other venenate Diſeaſes do ow that 
it can be referred to no other kind thanto malignantqualities; & this follows from 
Minadous his own ſuppoſition, and confeſfion, which he hath Cap. 20. where he 
writes, that the Veneral virulency hath power not only to infe& al Humors, but 
al parts of the body, and to corrupt and convert them co its own ſimilitude. The 
ſame Minadows if he had known theſe Diſeaſes, had not taken ſo mach pains, to | 
what kind of preternatural things the veneral virulency ought to be referred. .For 
firft ofal there was no need of excluding from the number of cauſes, thoſe vitious 
Humors, which are found in the bodies fick of the veneral Diſeaſe, and have po- 
wer to alter and change the Humors themſelves and parts of the body..

20. he writes, Thar 
at vapor or ſpirit, which he cals the veneral virulency, 1 endewed with an ccculc 
qualiry and vertue, depending on its whole ſubſtance, by which it is able nor only 
co infect any humors of the body, bur al irs parcs, and ro coiruptand convert them 
to its own fimilitude, For what fimilicude 1s thai I pray, co which the Veneral 
viculency converts not only che humors, bur alſo che parts of the body, unleſs it be 
chat occulc quality wich which chat vapor is endewed ? | 
Whereas laſt ofal, Cap. 38. he refers the Veneral virulency co external error, be- 
cauſe ic primarily hucts the operation, .avd 1snot of the conſtirucion of the body. 
But before denied it to be either the diſeaſe, or cauſe of the diſeaſe, or ſymp:ome, 
in vain doth he multiply things, preternatural ; for there are noc more precernatu- 
ral things, than the diſeaſe, cauſe, and iymprome; and the Veneral viculency, as 
he deſcribes it, doth wholy belong co che cauies ewo manner of waies, tor eitheric 
inducech the like diſpoſition into the parts ot the body, or it raiferh other diſeaſes 
while it eats and exulcerares the parts. But whenas he faith the Veneral diſeaſe 
taken for the cauſe, isa vapor or a ſpirit, that is righely co be underſtood ; fer in 
deed ic can no way be denied, thar ic 15a humor alſo, whenas in copulation *cis rub= 
bed againſt che body, and ſticks im the cloaths : yer ſuch is its nature, asrs allo 
of other contagious humors, chat though it be refolved into vapors and the leaſt 
bodies, yet every one of them contains ics whole ef[ence, and hath power co af 
fe& others: and this thing may be declared by musk, caſtor, and the like. For 
thoſe things, though they be bodies, and humorous too, yer are ſuch, thac though 
they be reſolvedinto the leaſt bodies, nevertheleſs they retain their ful ſtrength. 
After the ſame manner it is in the Veneral diſeaſe, and other contagious diſeaſes, in 
which though the malignant and centagious humor, te refolved into the leaſt bo- 
dies, yet every one of them obtaines the ſame eſſence, and vertue, and power to in- 
fe&t others. Bur whereas he thinks thac humor and vapor isnot tobe called the 
cauſe, bur an exterpal error, in chat alſo he is miſtaken : tor an excerna] error be- 
longs unto the cauſes, from whence the Sympromes ariſing from an external ercor, 
are called the ſymprtomes of the cauſe 3 where this alio is to be obſerved, that Phy- 
ſitians do not vouchſafe the name of the cauſe co the nexc cauſe only, bucalio to 
cheantecedent, which do not yet effect the diſeate : therefore there 1s bad nouriſh= 
ment by reaſon of vitious humcrs, although they have not yer imprinted a diſtem- 
, and vitious diſpoſition on the parts : but whereas he denies the Veneral viru- 
Ay conſidered as a vapor to be the cauſe, becauſe it hurts the ations nct by the 
mediation of a dijeale , bur nexc of a}, and imediacely, he preſuppoſeth thac 
which 1s not yer granted, and fo begs the queſtion : for this ſpiric or vapcr hurts 
the very conftirution of che ſimilar parc, and imprinceth on it a malignant qualicy 3 
che which he himſelf cannocdeny, whiles Cap.

by ics whole ſubſtance, and occult propriety : bur be further deſcribes che enmiry 
againſt che natural faculty, thatic1s by its nature deftructivero the natural 1piric, 
char the Veneral virulency hath unſpezkable qualities, bindering che generation of 
che natural ſpirits, and choſe not manifeſt, buc occulc. But whenas there is requi= 
red toa natural action , che ſoul, che temperament, and che innate hear, or the 
implanted ſpirit, and che influent heat, he tuccher concludes rightly, that che {oul 
is not hurt, as that which can no wates fuffer,nor the maniteſt cemperament, as was 
proved hicherco, bur chiefly che implanced fpiric or the 1nnace heac: al which whenas 
they are ſo rightly ſpoke, and che Veneral viculeney is an enemy tothe implanced 
ſpicir, and truely not by manifeſt qualicies, bur by its form, by its ſpecitick fa- 
culty, by an occulc propriety, by which it indeavours to change not only che hu- 
mors, bur alſo che living parts, and che 1implanced heat in chem inco irs own fimi- 
licude, cercainly che i1ke malignanc qualicy,is induced into the parts : which vicious

But that al chis may be made clearer, we muſt enquire what 13 the tubject corhis 
diſeaſe, concerning which phyſitians do differ. Some haverhought che privicies are

Holds that every Veneral ole by con 
pax 15 not contagious, and that which is old and confirmed is for the moſt part leſs ta - X 4 > 
contdgious, than that which is new, and of a middleage, and chac which diſcovers Pb ether FR 
it ſelf by knobs, is not contagious; and he endeavors co prove ic, firſt of al by reaſon, hates 
becauſe the concagion is placed in a hor and movable excrement, bur when nothing _ 
breachs forth from the parc affected, which can be communicaced co another, the 
diſeaſe then is not contagious, and therefore becauſe in the knobs there is no ſuch ex= 
crement contained,or if it be concained,ic 1s not carried co the pgenirals,therefore thac 
diſeaſe fhal not be contagious 3 next of al by experience, for he writes char a certain 
noble man of Padua, who had uſed Guajzacum almoſt cwenty times,and was thrice 
anointed with quick(t]ver, yec could never be cured, and chough he lay with Vic- 
ins yet he never infected chem : and out of Antonizs Muſa he relates of one, who 
ada wife poſleſt with the Veneral diſeaſe abour her breaſt, yer he never contraſted 
the diſcale. 

Bur here we cannot affent to Saxtona, but we hold that every Veneral diſeaſe is 
in its manner contagious z buc whereas he objeds againſt us experience, it doth 
no follow, that if one fick of che Veneral diſeaſe doth not actually infect another, : 
chat cheKiſeaſe it ſelfis nor contagious z for that an effe&t may follow, chere is ne= 
ceſſary both an agent,and a diſpolirion required in the patient. Hence we ſee chac 
many do converſe with thoſe ſick of che Plague, and ace noc infected, yec we muſt 
not conclude from thence,chac chac Plague was not contagious:& Gabriel Fallopius 
de morb. Galli. Gap. 22. makes mention of ewelve Schollars, char had 
rodo with one whore, yer ofal chem, three only were infected. And Saxonis 
himſelf affords an anſwer co chis argument, while he wrices, That chis diſeaſe 
is not contagious if noching breach torch from che parc affected, which may be 
communicaced co another, che which may happen in che knobs and callolicies 3 
or if any thing do breath forch,and be nor 4 mapeng by another.

Bur whereas he ceacherh rhac che invererate 
Veneral diſeaſe is leſs contagious, than the new, or middle aged it may in its man- 
ner be granced 3 andfrom chat very thing we may collect, that che Veneral diſeaſe 
is not. only the cauſe, bur alſo che diſeaſe, For when as this diieaie 15 communicated 
by the cauſe or contagion, it may come co paſs, that the cauſe may be for the moſt 
part taken away, which doubtleſs bappned in him who foofren uled che decoction 
of Gizajacuny and was thrice anointed ; and ſuch men indeed, it the diſezſe be 
ft) upon them, bur che corrupt humors being for che moſt part empried by {weacers 
and wr tians,they are not fo conragtous,as thoſe, who were lacely intected wich this 
out of whom thoſe malignant humors have nor yer been empried, | 

Therefore we conclude, though for cerraine reatons, thoſe who are ſick cf this 

diſeatedo not alwaies inte orhers z yer at chis day there is no man taken with this 
evil, bur who hath been infected by conragion from another, and 1o chis evil ac this 
day is propagated only by contagion.

theneives wichout any contagion, have {uffred this diſeaſe. Befides F racaſtiorius 
chinks it impoſſible, chat in ſo (mala ctxme, contagion which of it telf is flow, noc 
is nor eafily received, could ſpread ic ſelf oy:r to many lands, being fi:ft brought by 
one fleer of the Spaniards, when ic s plain chat exther at the tame cime, or very 
neere ic was (een in Spain and France, in Italy and Germany, andalmoft al Scythia; 
which it tbe {o, chereis no reaton, why we thould nor grant chiz diſcate co have 
been ficſt of al epidemical: yer chis makes me doubrful becauſe thac ro German 

Phyfirian, nor of the neighboring places, hath raken nocice, char this diſeate was 

knorwen in Germany abour chat crime. In which it appeared in 7taly, when norwich-' 
ſtanding they have moſt diligently deſccibed,che Engliſh lweatung difealezthe dilcale

Bur what was the caule of that epidemous dueale, if it were ſuch a cne, thoſe

they differ. Sonie were of opinion, That this dileaſe had irs original, from che great 
mundation of Erber,and other Rivers, which hapned in thetime ot Adrian che lixt 
' Pope of Bome : for the Summer following they think by chat corruption at:d filch 
| lefcby the waters, theayre was intefted with purrefation, and thence this dileate 
did proceed, Buc truly chis evil catinot be imputed tothart inundation of waters 
luice chac happned chietly at Rome, bur chis diteale ficſt appeared at Naples : be- 
ſides, thoſe inundations of waters are wont. rather to cauſe peſtilent ditcAes, and 
there has often happned ſuch inundations before, yer ſuch a diſeaſe was gever caul'd by 
chem before.

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new and unuſual fſicknefſes, when time ſhal bring chem 3 as there was the thing cut 
amongſt the Ancients, which afcerwards was ſeen no more. This ſame diſeaſe wil 
dye and beexringuiſhc, and by and by agam wil be renewed, and ſeen again by our 
Nephews, even as in former Ages, it 1s to be beleeved, it was ſeen by our Ance- 
ſtcors, for which chere are no ſmal ſigns yer evidenc. A certain Barber a friend of

ſifted of quickſilver and tulphur. Happy man it he had not conſulted wirh thote phy= 
ſicians, being like to be very rich with an incredible paine z bur he obeyed them, nor 
durft not make tryal of his medicine, which at laft he did cry, and finding it co be 
excellenc good, he was very {orcy, thac he kad uſed ic coo late,the profic being now 
carriedaway by others, Thus far Fracaftorius. | 
Buc he refers che c2uſe of chis diſeaſe newly ſprung up, tothe conjunftion of 
Saturn?, Mars, ad Fipiter, which hapned ac that crime. Others bold chac tn 
the yeare,1483.In th= Ides of October at ewo of the clock ater noon, That there was a 
conjun&ion made of Mars, Fupiter, the Sun, and Mercury in Libra inthe eight 
houte, which is the houſe of Sickneis,and chac Fzpiter was burnc; and turrhermore 
the ſame yeare on the Calends of November 1n the ſame houſe and figne, there was 
a conjunion inade of Mars and Venus, alſoof Fupiter and Venus. Others as 
Nicolaus Maſſa de morb.Galic.cap.6.reter that diteale cothe conjunfion of Saturn 
Mars, and Venus, which happened in Scorpio abour theriſe of this diſeaſe. Bur 
as it is not impoſſible, toc cercain configurations of the Scars ca induce certain diſea= 
fes, ſono man is able eafily rorender the ſpecifick cauſe of chis diſeate,if ic were epi= 
demious.Truly al che effects of the Stars are good and benigne, and noching evil in ic 
ſelf doch proceed from chemzyer by acciuenc it may come co paſs,whiles they alter che 
ayre & the bodies of men afcer chis or that manner,thac chey may produce evil difea= 
ſes, whenas in cheir way they are Auchors of che generation and corruption of nacural 
chings, bur chat chey could produce thas diſeaſe 1n ſpecie, I think is noc yer explain= 
ed; and Fracaftorins had hopes indeed, that this dileale was in its 014 ape in his 
rime, and char ina lictle while after 1c would ceaſe in che alleaged place; as allo in his 
Syphilzs, in thele Verſes. 
For when the Fates ſhal pleaſe again, you'l ſee 
Erelong, that in darknight *twil buried be, 
Bur his hopes hath deceived him, whenas now it hath laſted above a hundceg 
and forty yeares,and hath bated nothing of ics cruelcy, as moſt are of opinion, 
Ochers on the contrary think chis diſeale was nor epidemious, bur ſporadical and 
contagious z and firſt of al chis perſwades many, becaulſeic hach laſted even unco 
cheſe rimes, whenas epidemious diſeaſes, which have deen raifed by che influx of 
che Scars, have ceaſed a little while after. And therefore they donor think chis 
diſeaſe ought to be accounted tor epidemical, whenas ic hath already laſted above 
140. years; unleſs perhapschis reaſon may be given for the continuance of this 
diſeaſe, gbecauſe che 1nfe@ion of chisdiſeaſe isnor thunned, as chat of che peſt ilence, 
For ifche Plague begin co ſpread any where,al people, as much as chey ace able, 
and *cis poſlible for them, do fly from the converſation of the ſick, and reject al in- 
fe&ted houlehold ſtuff; nay in Italy,if che Plague begin co ſpcead in Germany, or 
ocher neighbouring Gouncries,they ſtop up al publique waies, and deny al ftcan=- 
gers that ace ſuſpected,any admirrance into Italy ; But many men knowingly and 
willingly have to do with ſuſpected Harlors,and publique S:ews ful of infefted 
whores are Coleraced ; therefore if che ſame diligence and curioficy, which is uſed 
in ſome places in the time of che peſtilence to exclude che infected and ſuſpeted per= 
{ons,from the ſoctery of others,were made ule of co reſtrain that rambling whoring,

For he in his book written in the Icaltan Tongue, which is entituled, Capricci Medis 
cinali di M. Leonardo Fioravanti, Libri tre, writes thus of the original of 
this difeaſe, both amongſt che.Indians,avd n che French Army at Naples, ib. 1 Cap. 
26. When faich he, there was War berween the French and Spaniard at Naples, and 
there, was great want of proviſion, elpectally ot fleſh, thoteevil imployed merchants 
who brought victuals co the Camp, had | mn prepared che Carkaflcs of dead 
ſouldiers uo divers kinds of imeaces and diſhes, and fold chem every where abouc 
to the army, which fleſh, whanas chey had ear of it a long time 1pnorantly, moſt of 
them were taken with chis diſeaſe, and became tul of:;puftles and paines, and many 
allo had cheir hair tal off ; and he wrices, .thac he knowes the buſineſs was ſo, from 
one Pajchalis Gibilotius,a Neapolitan, av old man, of ninecy eighr yeares of ape, 
who hath cold hum, chac at that time when Fohn the Son of Renatus, Duke Ande- 
gavenſis waged war againft Alphonſus King of Naples, abour che yeare 1456, thac 
he hath often heard from his tather, who was ſuch a Merchanc mm che Army of King 
Alphonſus, that in wanc afd icarcity of victuals che Souldiers on both fides by eat- 
ing of mans fleſh, which they ted on for a lotng time, contracted this diſeaſe, and 
the fame Froravanti, adds, thar he might be the more certain of chis buſineſs, 
he bredupa Sow in his houle, and added co al her meat ſomewhat of hops fleth, and 


. that within few dayes her briftles and hairs fel off, and fhe became tul of puſtles ; 


chen, chat te fed adop for two mouths only with dogs fleth, which atcerwards be- 
came ful of pains and puſtles, and loſt his hair, From which experinents he con- 
cludes, that every livi g creature if ic be nourifhe with the fleſh of its own ſpecies 
wil be taken with this difeale, which at this day 1s called the French : and he chinks 


this is the very caule, that this drleale is epidemious mn the Indies, becaute there are + 


choſe man-earers, which do feed on mans fleth. 

Bur cruly 1 do wonder that fo many Italians and French, who have writ of this 
diſeaſe have made no mention of this cauſe, neither does che relation of chat old 
Neapolitan ſeem to fic with the tune. For char dileate was not known in the year 
1456. at which time Fobn the Son of Renatrs, Duke Andegavenfis, waged War 
againſt Alphonſus King of Naples, buc in the War which Charles the eighc King of 
France, waged with Alpbonſus King of Naples about the yeare 7493 or 94. then 
$a Ge ic be, chat 1f a creature nourifhe with the Heſh of choſe of irs own kind, be ta- 

en wich puſtles and pains, and tuffer che falling off of che hair, yer che queſtion 
ſtil would be, whecher chat difeaſe bethe very Veneral diſeaſe, and ſuch as may 
be cransfered by contagion to others, andeſpecially by Venery. For the effence of 
che vencral dileale doth nor conliſt in puſtles, and che failling of che hair, but in an 
occulc malignicy, by which allo its ulcevs do differ from other ulcers. Yer it is 
eaſy for aly one to make cryal, of that which Fioravanti experienced. And ifthe 
| buſineſs 
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buſineſs ſhould be confirmed by experience, thac if an anumal nourithe with the fleth 
of its kind, do concrad chis diſeaſe, thence a ceaton may be rendered, why chis 
diſeale is endemious to the people of India, to wit,becauſe irs inhabicants do feed on 
mens fleſh : alchough here we meet wich a doubt, tor althe people of Indza are noc 
men-earers,and therefore we muſt enquire out of che Hiſtories of the Indzes, whe- 
cher this diſeaſe beendemious amongſt che men=eaters only, or amongſt che other 
people of che Indzes allo.

Aurelius Minadous de Virut. Vener. Cap. 30. propounds a peculiar opinioo, _ Aurehus 
& holds that chis virulency did firſt break forth from che molt filchy wambs,of moſt Minadous. 
impure Harlots, and for this cauſe, becauſe no body rhac hath lived cleanly,or that 
hath converſed with a cleane woman, 15 taken with this evil : bur he chinks this evil 
proceeded firſt, when women were made very unclean, when chey had received a 
various miXxcure of ſeeds. For as ſaith he one ſort of meat,1is the caute of health ina 
good ſtomach, bur variety of meats doth oppreſs the ſtomach, and breeds an acid 
and nidorous crudity, andevery where heaps up excrements; ſo one ſeed only is 
familier and wholſome for one womb, and cauſech fruwtulneis, on the contiary che 
mulcicude and variety of ſeeds, doth ſo affect che womb, char by its corcuption ic 
produceth bad,nay the worſt of exccements, and frum thac ſordid fubſtance there is 
a corruprion hard co beexplained, or putrefacion which doth generace {uch vene- 
nate excremenes. Buc when as he mighceaſily underſtand, thac thote cambli 
luſts were in ute not only in che war at Naples, bur long before when chere was pub- 
lique Brothel Houles at Rome, and yer chere was no ſuch diſeaſe raiſed ; he would 
have his opinion to be underſtood not of any women, bur only of the Indian. For 
chey by the mediation of che Heaven, Air, Warers, and choſe places, by cheir pe- 
culiar form of feeding did contract this poylon, which afterwards by Columbus, 
and the Spaniſh Army was diſſeminated 1n France, and hence chrough the whole 
world.

eichec becauſe chey ſack che infected and corrupted milk, of which I tpake before; 
or becauſe che breaſt; and nibbles of che Nurſe are exulcerated : on che contrary, 
Nucſes may be infected from infected infancs, eſpecially if chey be ccoubled with 
Malignanc puſtles, or ſome Ulcer in the mouth 3; for che Nepples of cheir breaſts 
whiles chey are ſuckc by che Infancy gcow hot, and their pores are more opened, 
whereupon they eatiec receive in chat viculences es wn 

But no body is eaſily infected by the breath, as was ſaid before, and without 
danger we may be converſant in the ſame chamber with choſe that are infeRed ; 
neither are thoſe Chyrurgions and Phyſitians which cure the veneral Diſeaſe, and 
dayly converſe with che fick,any way infeRed ; and if this Diſeaſe were contagious 
by breathing and at a diſtance, the whol world would ere now have been French, 
and the Diſeaſe would be more than Epidemious, as one writes; yet if any one 
ſleep in bed with one infeed, that he do receive his breath very neer, I wil nor 
promiſe him free from this evil; whenas I know, Wives that have been infeted 
by their Husbands fick of the Phthiſick, and afterwards died of it. 

This contagion after *cis received into the body, ſtaies not in thoſe parts in 
which it was firſt received, but after the manner of other poyſons, penetrates into 
the innermoſt parts of the body : and truely ofcentimes diſcovers it ſelf preſently, 
within a few daies, ſomtimes lies hid a long while. And Fernel:;;s writes, de : 
abdit. rer. Cauſ. Lib. 2, c. 14. That it doth ſomcimes returne and revive after thir- _—. | 
ty years paſt, and for ſo long ſpacethe fewel of the diſeaſe does lie hid as dormant, 77%? the Do”. 
and nevertheleſs they who chin k themſelves free from al hure, and that they are ©/* 
perfedly ſound, docorcupt thoſe with whom they lie, and beget an Iſſue poſſeſt 
with that Diſeaſe. The ſame is witneſſed by Fohn Philippus Ingraſſias. And 
Hercules Saxonia de lue Vener. cap. 11. relates that he cured an llluſtriflimo,who 
had knobs of the French Diſeaſe came out upon him, five and twenty years after 
he had taken the Diſeaſe. 

Bur what parts chis viculency doth principally affaultr, we ſaid formerl 
Authors did diſagree, where we treated of its ſubjeA; many indeed do hold,that J/hat parts 
this virulency is chiefly an adverſary co che Membranes, becauſe the pains do are chiefly 
moſt of al ariſe abour the Perioftia, and external parts, where are many Mem- affetted. 
branes, inche head, Legs, Arms, breaſt-bone, and in them the perioſtium being 
eaten off, are raiſed knobs. But not only the Membranous parts are affected, buc 
others alſo,as the Buboes, Tumors, Ulcers in divers parts, rottenneſs of the bones, 
falling of the hair, runniog of the Reins do teſtefie. And therefore we muſt en- 
quire for a more common ſubje&, which we ſaid above was the Liver, and the 
ſimilar parts dedicated to nutrition, and that have conſent with the liver ; for af. 
ter the comagion hath pierced as far as the Liver (though in the interimit may 
cortupt the parts neer unto that, by which the Contagion was received) and hath 
imprinted a Malignant diſpoſition on that, Sanguitcationis hurc, and a Malig- 
nant qualicy is imprinted on that blood, which is generated in the Liver, and 4 
with the blood are generated Malignant Humors, which whenas they are trouble- 
ſome to Nature,” they ace thruſt forth to che Circumference of the body, and (6.

part which receives the contagion 1s affeRed and burt, hence through that, the 
evil creeps into the Veins,and by them penetrates to the Liver,which when it hath 
put onan evil diſpoſition, and contraQed a Malignant Diſeaſe, it generates viti- 
ous blood, containing in it the Seeds of the veneral Diſeaſe, which whenas ir is an 
enemy to the body, by the expulfive faculty *tis driven from the more noble parts 
to the Circumference of the body. And from thence the nouriſhment in the whol 
body is hurt, from whence are raiſed ſpots, Tumors, and divers bunchings cut, 
Ulcers, falling of the hair, pains,and other evils. 

The defini- At length out of al thoſe things which have been ſaid hitherto of the Nature 
tion of the and cauſes of the veneral diſeaſe, we make this definition of this Diſeaſe. The 
weneral diſ- veneralevil is an occult Diſeaſe, and peculiarly Malignant, taken by infeQion, 
eaſe. and is infeious, chiefly an enemy to the Liver and nutritive faculty, and there- 

fore nutrition being hurt in the whol body, it raiſeth divers Diſeaſes and Symp- 


comes. 


CHAP; V. 
Of the Differences of it. 


The Differ Y ſome indeed there are reckoned up very many Differences of this Diſeaſe, 
and by Braſſavola, 234. but many of them unprofitable ; the moſt neceſla- 
ry and profitable are theſe. 

Firſt of al, as concerning the very eſſence of the Diſeaſe whenas 
that is unknown, from that of it ſelf, we can raife no difference : yet be- 
cauſe its aRivity depends on that eſſence and occult quality, theſe differences are 
fetcht from thence, becauſe the aRivity of this diſeaſe is ſomtimes greater, ſom- 
times leſs. And Phyſitians have obſerved, that ſomtimes after unwholſome Co- 
pulation, the French Symptoms have preſently come upon men, but ſomewhat 
centle, anda little while after have ceaſed again, without the adminiſtration of 
any remedy ; but ſomtimes moſt grievous Symptoms have preſenly come on them, 
and the evil hath been rebellious, and could by no means or very diffcultly be 

At its firſt cured. Andthe writers of this diſeaſe report, That this Diſeaſe when it firſt ap- 
riſe this diſ- peared, had far more grievous Symptomes, than now it hath : but what was the 
 eaſewas Cauſe of this buſineſs, is not ſo clear. That might happen firſt of al, from the 
more grie= diſpoſition of the bodies that were infeQed. For whenas itappeared firſt in the 
VOUS. Camps at Naples, and chere was a great ſcarcity of proviſion, and a famine, 

doubtleſs in thoſe bodies alſo, there was proviſion of evil Humors for Diſeaſes, on 
which when this contagion fel, there ir took ſtrength and increaſed : beſides this 
might make ſomwhat to that buſineſs, that in the beginning, the cure of this Diſ- 
eaſe was not ſufficiently known, whence it came to paſs, that this malignity al- 
waies grew worſe. This happens alſo inthe Plague, of which the more there die, 
the poyſon alwaies grows the more vehement. For the malignity is fermented as 
itwere, andexalted in the bodies of the ſick, unleſs it be oppoſed and overcome 
by Alexipharmacal means.

Thirdly, the third Difference is taken from the Diſeaſes and Symptoms ſaper- 
venient, that this Diſeafe 1s ſomtimes with Buboes, ſomtimes with runmog of 
the Reins, ſomtimes with falling of the hair, ſomtimes with pains of the joynts, 
ſomtimes wich other Symptomes; neither do the Sympromes which follow it, and 
ſhal afterwards be reckoned up amongſt the ſigns, alwaies appear the ſame in al 
people: and Euftachius Rudi writes, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult. Cap. 9. That he 
hath obſerved a thouſand times, that many yourg men have on the ſame day co- 
pulated wich one and the ſame whore, and yet notwithſtanding one hath been 
taken with the runnirs of the Reins, another with a Bubo. another with 
rotrenneſs, another with pain in the Head, another with falling of 
the hair, and another with another different precernatural affe&t; which 
doubtleſs happens, by reaſon of the various indiſpoſition of bodies, and weakneſs 
of parts, and variety of Humors, For weak parts do more eaſily receive vitious 
: Humors, than the ſtrong. And one body is more clean, another more foul, and 
abounds with theſe, or thoſe Humors, which when they are corrupted by the 
venenate Humor, do cauſe theſe or thoſe Diſeaſes and Sympromes : therefore if 
we ſhould number up the Differences according to the variety of Diſeaſes, and 
Sympromes, which are ſomtimes joyned together and complic:tca, ſomumes 
Fewer, ſomtimes more, we might make very many indeed, of which as was faid 
even now, *Braſſauvola reckons up 234. more Nicely than prob335bly. 

Fourthly, the fourth D-fference 1s trom the time, that this Dit- ale is ſomrimes 
: new, ſomtimes invererate, one iv the beginning,unother in cþe auginent, another 
in the ſtite. and another in the declination. 

Out of which, and eſpecially from the Difference of cm-, and the variery of 
Diſeaſes, and Symptoumes that accompany this Diſeaſe, Fulranus Palmaris, Deorees of 
doth commodiouſly conſt:tute four dergees of chi: Diſeate, de Iue Vener. Lib. x. 4 wo gl 
caþÞ. 4. The Firſt and lighteſt degree is, when only the h2'rs of rhe Head and "yy = 
beard do by little and httle fal off, without any other hurt of the body. The Jeaſe. 
Second degree is worſe, when the whol Skin is ſpread over with many ſpots not 
bunching out, and thoſe ſomtimes ſmal, like to a lentil ſpeck ; ſomrimes much 
broader, and both, ſomtimes red, ſomtimes yellow. The Third degree is yet 
more grievous, when nor only ſports but true puſtles and bunches break forth, 
firſt of al indeed abourtthe forehead, and Temples, and behind the Ears, then 
every where in the Head, and at length in the reſt of the body, The Fourth 
degree is, when now the Diſeaſe beirg inveterate, it aſſaults and corrupts the ſo- 
lid parts, the bones, Ligaments, Membranes, and Nerves, Jn which there are 
colleRed many thick, glutinous, and maligne Excrements, which when they reſt 
about the tendons, orthe Perioſtia, and prick and pul the Membranes from the 
bones, there are wont to be cauſed implacable pains, growing worſe rewards the 
| nighe, from which Excrements alſo by degrees do grow hard knobs, with far 
4 greater torment which are equally hard as the bones. Which if they be fixtin 
| the bones, they do ſo enlarge ard diſtend them, that the bones oftentimes become 
of a monſtrous bulk and figure : moreover that malignity and Acr'::.ony doth 
by degrees eat away, and with rottenneſs conſume the bones, and for the moſt part 
not hurting the Skin that lies over them; and Palmanys writes there, thac he 
hath ſeen many in whom the Pericranium, and the Skul under it, bath been found 
wholly eaten away with putrefation, and conſumed with rottenneſs as far as the 
dura mater, the Skin of the Head not being hurt at al, without any Feaver, and 
EB 2 wichous 
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without vomiting, of which one or two have been ſeen living withour a Skul.

The diag> eaſes, fon the Veneral, chere is nor onefign, by which the Diteaſe may be known, 
noftick fagns y er a concourſe of tigns, may do the ſame. Yer whac that concourte is in the Venera] 
of the Cauſe. Dileale, 13 not eaſie todefine: whenas 1n this Diſeaſe there is a greac Accumulati- 


on of Symproms and Diteales, and cherefore this Dileale bach affinicy with other 
Diteaſ*s. Which ching doth cauſe, as was ſaid before, that many when chey ſaw 
almoſt che ſame concourſe of ſigns,in chat Epidermous difeaſe, which" Hippocrates 
propouunds, che 3. Epid. they thought the Veneial Diteaſe was deſcribed there, 
and other: referred it co the Elephantiaſts, bur che reaſon why 1t 1s hard co define the 
concourſe of ſigns in this Diſeaſ*, ischis, becauſe the Liver and nucricive faculcy of 
che whol body is chiefly buir. For when th« hearc or brains hurc, their huce atr= 
ons dÞ eefily appear, being ſuch as are fimple, and reftrained to few parrs. - Buc

con{ider the precedent cauſes, thoſe chings which are prefenc, and what things are 
helpful, what kurctul, or the Remedies, nexcher can this Diſeaſe he undiico= 
vered, | 

As concerning the cauſes, firſt of al if the parents be, or have been ſick of this diſ= 
eaſe, and iome tigns in the intant prefent themſelves, which argue che Vereral diſ- 
eaſe, there is ſcarce any reaſon to doubr of the Diſeaſe, In like manner ?cis, if an in- 
fanchave fucked a nurſe ſick of this diſeaſe, 

But if any one born of found Parents, and nouricht by the milk of a found Nurſe, 
yet have d:ieafes and ſome Symptoms, which give tuſpir1on of this Diſeaſe, we muſt 
diligently enquire, whether he hach had to do with inicfted perſons ; which if he 
conteſs, che caſe is plain, and there need no turther doubt of che ſpecies of the Niſ- 
eaſe; but if, as it ofcen fals out, one co preſerve his Honor and repuration, deny 
that he hath aCted any ſuch ching,chen we muſt enquire into the condirion and courle 
of che life paſt,of che busband oc wife, it the party be married. For from theſe things 
ſomes we have no flight conjectures of the infection, bur if chere be nogrpund 
for {uch a conjecture,we mult turcher erquire,whercher he hath ſlept in tie ſame bed 
wich one infected with chat Diſeaſe,or hatch uſed his garments. bur if out of al thele 
there can be had no firme conjecture of this Diſcaſe, the preſent ſtate of che parienc 
is diligently'to be contidered, which 1ndeed 1s one in the beginning of the Diſeale, 
another m the increaſe, and another when ?cis myeterace 53 whence allo the ſigns of 
th:s Diſea.e, beginning, encreafing, invetcrate, are wont commonly to be delive- 
red; And truely co know this Diſeafe when cis Inveterate, is not very difficult, as 
{hal 
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ſhil be ſaid by and by : but whiles it yet lies, and isinthe firſtblade, thento 
know it, is not ſo eaſie. For as plants and trees when they are at ful growth, are 

known by the vulgar, but to know them ar their firſt appearance, is the part only 


of an artiſt and good herbariſt. So alſo this Diſeaſe, when it diſcovers it ſelf by 
4 diverie Diſeaſes, and Sy mpromes, 'tis known even by the vulgar, but when it lirks 
in obſcurity, 'tis not Giſcovered but by experienced Phyſitians. 


Yet there are ſome ſigns, which may diſcoverthis Diſeaſe, even at the firſt be- The ſons 
ginning ; the firſt is, chatthey who are taken with this Diſeaſe do preſently (with- of the vene= 
out the appearance of any (1gns of a Feaver imminent) perceive a kind of weati- r.4/ diſeaſe 
neſs and heavineſs in their whol body,and ſomtimes a drowſineſs after ſleep. There ;1 its begin= 
| is a vehement and wandering pain, which is felr ſomtimes in the Head, ſomtimes i 
k in the Muſcles, ſomtimes about the joynts, and this pain is more troubleſome to-= 
5 wards night than at other times of the day. The freſh color of the Face is chan- 
4 ged ſtrangely, and ſome write,that there is a Livid circle appears under their Eyes, 
Ag fach as we uſually ſee in VVomen that have their Courſes: there is added to theſe 
31{adneſs, fear, and thoſe that before were merry and jeſting, become ſad and 
penſive without any cauſe. All which fgns are of greater force if the ſigns of the 
Veneral Diſeaſe did go before, and vaniſh withour any convenient, and ſufficient 
means. And truely if this evil be contracted by Copulation, and hath nor yet 
plainly poſſeſt the Liver, bur ſticks yer inthe Privities, then chiefly this Veneral 
Diſeaſe at its beginning, diſcovers it ſelf by the running of the Reins, Ulcers in the 
Privities, and buboes, for when that Mal:gnant vapor, is firſt of al communicated 
to the Teſticles and genital veſſels, the ſeed is corrupted, and the generation of 
ſeed is depraved inthe genital veſſels :. whence inſtead of good ſeed there is ge- 
nerated a ſtinking and corrupt Humor, which doth irritate Nature ro expulſion. 
From whence alſo the Gonorrhza, although improperly ſo called, is eaſily di- 
Kinguiſhed from that running of che Reins which is not French, becauſe this galli-' 
cal is joyned with a great heat, and pain, ſomtires alſo with an Inflamation of the 
Tefticles, and Veſlels reſembling a varix; the matter which is caſt forth is far 
7 different from ſeed, viz. Yellow, green, Acrid, corroding the glans ; neither doth 
6 it yeild ro thoſe Remedies, with which a crue Gonorrhea is cured. Next of all 
p there appeare puſtles in the Privities about the bigneſs of a grain of Millet, and 
ſomtimes they compals the whol Ring, which when they are broken, there re- 
main white Ulcers which in proceſs of the Diſeaſe grow deep and callous, of di- 
vers colors, and with pain joyned with them. Thirdly, alſo Buboesſhow forth 
themſelves in this Diſeaſe z for though ſomrimes the Buboes do precede an Eryſi- 
pelas or a Roſe, yet then there went before thoſe cauſes which do effeR a Roſe, as 
fear, frights, anger, and the bubo is extended towards the Thighs, as it were by 2 
red line, and a little after the Eryſipelas breaking forth, it yaniſheth ; but if the 
Bubo be Veneral, *tis not extended according to the longitude of the Thigh, but 
rather obliquely, and imitates the ſituation of the ſpermatick Veſſels. For in 
unwholſome Copulation the ſeminal veſſels are eafily firſt of al infeted, which 
whenas they have their Original from the Vena Cava not far from the Liver it 
ſelf, that virulency is eaſily communicated to the Liver,which being affeRed drives 
it back again by the ſame waies from it ſelf, from whence are cauſed both the Bu- 
boes, and the running of the Reins. And thus theſe two Diſeaſes are for the moſt 
part complicated, and being Joyned are a ſure fign of the veneral Diſeaſe, and one 
failing, the other is of force ; bur if this evil be contracted without whoriſh Co- 
pulation, and if by kiſſing, there are Ulcers raiſed about the mouth, if by giving 
ſuck to an infeRed infant, there are inflamations abour the breaſts, puſtles, and 
clefts; if from Garments and common lying cogether, there are puſtles every 
where raiſed in the Skin. 
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The fgens Bui rfcheevii do now increaſe,and grow more grievous and the virulency it lelf be 
of this dif- «Feady comn:uicored co the Liver, and chence che nutrition in the whol body be 
eaſe increa= devraved, Oreaiesand !ympromes of al kinds, fuch as were reckoned vp before,cap.

enough detect chis evil. Fur there 1s ſcarce another diteaieqiD which there is a cor;- 
courle of al thete, nay there are many of them ſo proper to the Vensral dileate, that 
they are found in no otner diſeaſe atter thar manner. How the buboes which are - 
ſeen in the beginning,and {. mecimes in the 1ncreafe of this diteaſe,way be drſtinguiſhe 7 
from other buboes, was {aid even now ; theveueral puſtles are ſome of chem cruſty, 1 
others withour a cruſt, che cruſty are chiefly the ſigns ot this dileete, and tomerimes 
they are eminent, that if che head and forehead chey reſemble the hurns ofa Ram, 
under which {omrimes 1s contained nzatter, Sontimes none, and. they appeare in 
the face, head, beard, whol body, bur eſpecially abour the provicies aud hips, 
And Fallopins writes that thete kinds of Veiiera! rumors, may Le Gifhiipuifhed

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Liſt of al, if chis evil be inveterace, diſeaſes and ſympromes of al kinds may hap= 
pen, callous, fiſtulous, and cancerous ulcers, knobs in divers parts of the body, Signs of an 
rottennelſs of che bones 1n the Leggs, Acmes, eſpecially in the Skul, the bone of inveterate 
che Palate and Nole, a HeCtick Feaver, Conſumption, Prhiſfick, evil habic of the Pox. 
body, Falling-ſickneſs, falling of their teerh, Deafneſs, Blindneſs. Vidus Vidu= 
us, lib. 2. de curat, membrat. cap. 18. reports that he ſaw at Barciconia a Span= 
niſh Souldier, who by the French Pox ſuffered a corttenneſs of Skul, and atcer- 
wards fel into an epilepſy, thac filch diſtilling from his rotten skul, and pricking 
che membranes of his brain, from which notwithſtanding he was freed by caureri- 

Zing his Skul wich a hor Icon 3 and Foreftzs lib. 7. Obſervat. 9. in ſchol. relates 
7 ofone infected with che French Pox, chough he ſeemed co be wel cured, yer was 
afflicted with a long and continual paine of his head, which could be cured by no re- 
me dies, til ar laſt his Skul being opened, there was tound under it,upon the dura ma= 
cerſo.nwhat black like a wevi), which worm? when it was taken away, that pain cea= 
ſed,nor returned no more. And Fobannes Schenckius ex D. Georg. Garneci ob= 
ſervat. relates of one ſick of che French Pox, that was il cured, who was taken with 
a preac inflamacion in his palace, in the ſive=like bone, in his uvula, andal che neigh- 
bouring parts, which pretently curned co a Gangrene, and that toa cancer,that every 
day he voided {omwhar, of thoſe corrupt and putretied parts, and the uvula, and 
next parts, being firſt ofal caft forth, ac laſt he ſpic chcough his mouth his very 
brain with a moſt noyſome ſtink. And Felix Platerus, lib. 1. obſervat. makes 
mention of an Abbot who by the French Pox was made blind, deaf, and dumb, 
who could no otherwiſe underſtand and perceive the meaning of others, bur if chey 
with cheir finger or a peice of wood drew letters, exprefling tome tentence upon his 
bare arme, from al which ſingly perceived he madea word, and from many words 
a ſentence : God the juſt Judg doth ſomcimes punith wandring luſt, wich fo grie- 
vous and horrid a puniſhment. ; 

As concerning the differences of this virulency, alchough ics formal effence be un- Signs of 

known, yer there is a certain difference, Agcording co its manner of adting and the differen- 
ics vehemency, which is known from its effe&s;for ſomtimes more,tomtimes fewer ; CES» 
ſomcimes che conragion and active power is great, ſometimes leſs : and Evuſtacbins 
Rudius reports de morb. occult. lib, 5. cap. 10s that he knew ſome whores 
inte&ed with {o powerful a French Poyton, chat al who had co do with them were 
not only preſently infected wich che ſame evil, buc were wholly poſſeft with moſt 
grievous {ymptomes, which could not be removed nor mitigated, by any remedies, 
4 or arty nay ſome of chem not long after died. But we know the vehemency of chis 
by evil, if as was ſaid even now, ſome be preſently infefted, if the pain be moſt cruel, 
if the eroſion pierce to the bones, if many purridand ſtinking excrements proceed 
every where from the body. For by how much the evils are che more, and more 
grievous, by ſo much che power of chis virulency is che greater. 


CHAP. / IL 3 
Of Prognoſticks. 


Ur that we may know, what hopes there 1s concerning the event of chis diſeale, 
we muſt enquire whecher che diſeaſe is like ro be ſhort, or long, whether eaſy 
; or hard co be cured, and ac laſt what end it ſhal have. 
: Bur ficſt of al concerning this diſeaſe, cis wont to be queſtioned amongſt ſome 
: Phyſicians in general, whecher ic hal once havean end? Fracaftorizes indeed did Whether 
b hope for it,as was ſaid before,and choughe,char even in his time this diſeaſe grew aged #55 diſeaſe 
: and thac a lictle while after ic would wholly die, chiefly for chis reaſon, becauſe heal ceaſe, 
choughe it was epidemious, and cook its ot iginal from the Scarrs, which impreſſions 
of heaven do not laſt alwaies, bur in proceſs of time are changed, and becauſe he 
law 
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ſaw chis diſeaſe did grow'more mild. For as Fl. Palmarimgs writes of this ſubject 
lib. 1. delue Vener. Cap. 5.it was reported, that this diteaſe aries firft rife was 
ſo filchy, char chat which reigns now is ſcarce thought ro be of che tame kind; for 
chere were innumerable ulcers, rough and ſtanding our, in the hgare and bulk of an 
acorn, a filchy humor flowing from them, and ſuch a ſtink exbaling that his noſe 
that ic reached , was beleeved pretencly to be infected. The colour of the puſtles 
was between black and green, as much rormenting the ſick with the tight of them, as 
with cheir pain. Therefore al people did ſhun che {ighr ot chem,a nd io abſtain trom 
couching them, as in nodiſeaſe betides. Bur Fracaſtorins his hopes deceived him, 
for as yet we donor ſee this diſeate grow old, much lets ceaſe, and chough the tilchi= 
neſs ofthe ulcers and puſftles be more tolerable, yer 11 pains and corments it 1s 
grown more cruel, as the ſame Palmarins writes. It is more hkely, that as long 
as thoſe copularions and converſings with infefted people, and wandering lufts ſhal 
induce, fo long alſo this ditcaſe wil laſt, and be propagared by contagion. For 
ſuch is tbe nacure of this poyſon that it doth not jJuddenly kila man, inthe interim 
thoſe who are fick of chat diſeaſe, are inte ious thole waies, of which we ſpake be- 
fore, Whenastheretore there ate every where wany, whoare polured with char 
diſeaſe, and ochers converſe with them, chere is yet no hopes that thus diſeate ſhould 
ceaſeere long, whenas the efte& doth rot ceate, unleſs the cauicke taken away. 
Neither 1s that reaſon firm enough, which fame who are of a contrary opinion do 
alledp; for they ſay whenas this diſeaſe i£a contagion pieternatiral and violent, it 
muſt neceflarily have an end, whenas thole thirgs which are pierernatural ard vio- 
lent have noc perpetual cautes, and therefore muſt needs ceate to be ; bur the ans 
ſwer is caſte ; aothing indeed thac 1s preternatural and violenr, 3s of it {elf perperual, 
yerifche cauſe be perpetual, that aWomay be perpetual. Therefore rchough as the 
plague is ſometimes extirguiſhed, fo this difeaſe allo might be, if the iame diligence 
were uſed, which 1s in preverting and curing the plague, as was 123d before : yer 
becauſe there are alwaies men, whoare fick of this diteale, and can intect others, 
and others do not abſtain from cheir ſociety, even this diſeate ſhal continue fo long, 
as that contagionſhal laft. And therefore Euftachius Radius rightly of this tub- 
get, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult. Cap. 11. writes, if there were one prince of the 
whol world, or one conſpiracy of many of them againſt this duteaſe, by the help 
of phyfitians this diteaſe might be wholly routed out; vize if they whoare ſick of 
this dileate, weieal commutred ro phyſicians to becured, in the interim were rema=» 
ved from the foctety of other n:en, and the tame were dore with the injected with 
chis diſeale,as Is wont to be with thole infelted with the plague or leprofte,there were 
hopes this drfeale nught be exrirpaced; & for this caule roo,becaule the Veneral diſ- 
eaſe 1s not contagious at a diſtance as the plague is, but for the moſt part 15 communi= 
caced by copulation,fomcimes þy kifling and garments, But here 1s no diligence uſed, 
and as the ſame Budizy ſaith, Theeves, robbers, and murderers, and other wicked 
perions are ſharply puniſhed, bur publique whores ful of chis diſeale,and who daily 
deſtroy more than a thouiand men, & polute whol Families and Cues, are cheriſh, 
{moothed up with tlaceries, and kepc gallancly. Burt leavirg theſe, ler us ice what 
may be torerold of every parctcular diteaſed parienc. 

t. The Veneral diſeaſe for themoft part of ic {eif, is a diſeaſe of long continu 
ance, tor this realon, Becauſe the liver principally, and the nutritive taculty is 
intected mn it. Bur Galenreaches rightly, 5. x lo. affett. Cap. 2. Fhat of dit> 
eaſes of the heart al people die moſt ipeedily, of affects of the brain more ſlowly, 
bur the life is longer protracted when the narnral ations are hurt 3 arid though the 
venera|dileaſe be allo malignanc, and is not undelervedly reckoned amongſt poy= 


. ſorsinitskind, yer its power inacting is far ſlower , than that of other poy tons :

yec the vehemency or weakneſs of chis poyſon in this or that body, and chediſpo- 
{t;zon of che body,. may wake tomewhar to the lereth or ſhorcrels ot this diteale ; 
for if the:poyſon be more vehement, the "difeaſeis the more dangerous, as ſhal be 
faid by and by : itallo the body before did abound with vitious humors, the evil is 
increaſed, 
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increaſed, and made longer : and indeed ſometimes the ſtubbornneſs of this diſeaſe 
is ſuch,that though it ſeem ſomerimies to be wholly extinR, yer it hath beep obſerved 
char it hath ſomerimes grown freſh againe atcer many, nay, thirty years, as was taid 
before. 

2. But whether this diſeaſe wil be hard or eafieto cure in any patient, muſt be 
judged from che greatneſs of the diſeaſe, and ftrengrh of the patient, as in ocker 
 diſcaſes. Firſt of al, as concerning the nacure of the diſeaſe ir felt, though this diſcale 
be far more gentle, chan other venenate diſeaſes, yer becaule it is not ot che number 
of themwhich depend on maniteft diftempers, but malionanc and corragious, wc may 
infect al che humors in the whole body, nay x may pollute al the Similar parcs, aud 
hence ir is hard co be cured. 

3. Yerthis diſeale when tis new is eaſter to cure, than when cis invecerate; for 
inthac new malignant qualicy, it only affedts thoſe parrs, by which *cis propagated 
and for the moſt part che privities, bur in che invecerare diteaſe, thac very malig- 
nant qualicy is imprinted alſo on che liver, and from che liver again is cormunica= 
ced to the blood, and by che blood co al fimilar parts; for ir is falle, as appeares 
out of thoſe things which have been formerly ſaid of che nature of this diſeate, tha 
the liver here is hurt in ſanguification, by no diſeaſe, but only by reat{on of an evi! 
object, which ax. with the blood and other humocs, does pollute them, deprave 
and make chem vicious, and converc them into its own nature: indeed *ris not tobe 
denied, chat vitious humors alſo do corrupt che good, 1n che unterumn trom good 
chyle alſo in a liver evil dilpoied is generated bad blood, which appears ever tcom 
this, chac chrough every parc che nurrition a lictle white afcer is ntected through che 
whol body, which could not be, unleſs the liver were hurt. 

4, Epriph. Ferdinandus writes, Hiſt. 17. That be hath learned by experieace, 
and char other phyſitians have oblerved che ſame, char choſe who being orice cured 
are again infeCted with this diſeaſe, are either never, or wich a great deal oi dithcul- 
ty recovered. 

5. Alchough the nature of this virulency doth nor confift in any manifeſt dittem- 
per, yer if it light ona body hot and dry, and eſpecially endewed with a hor dit- 
temper of the liver, ?cis more difficulcly cuced. For wienas pock-wood, Sariapa®s 
rilla, and the like, are hoc anddry, that hor and dry diſtemper is increaſed, and fo, 
though this very diſeaſe be not increaſed, yer another damage is brought upon the 
body, and whenas thoſe proper medicines cannot fafely be adminiftred , unleſs 
the body before were very wel purged, by chele means cis heared and dryed the 
MOrCs 

6. For che ſame cauſe, a hot and dry ſeaſon of the yeare, as chac of the ſum- 
mer 1s, 15not ſo fic for the cure of chis diſeaſe, whenas the ſtrengch 1s then Exhau- 
ſted. 

7. Ifa!o the ſtrenpth be feeble, chat ic cannotundergoe thoſe ſtrong medicines 
which are neceflacy, or ifthe ſick, our of cuſtom or peevithueis, wil nor adimit of 
neceſſary medicaments, *cis made hard co cure. 

8, Ifalſoareaver, or conſumprion, or ocher grievous ſympcom, or dileate be joy- 
n2d, which may hinder the cure, che diteafe cannot eaſily becemoved, as was faid 
even now , of a hot diftemper of the liver, and of che whol body. 

9. Itchereappeare in che joyncs, callous, Schiccous, and hard rumors, and choſe 
commonly called gurnmoſtcies, cheevil is hard co becured, and is not rooted our, 
by moſt powerful remedies: for ſuch cumors never appear, unleſs che evil be 
invecerate, and hach taken deep root, moſt of which are fixc un che bones under 
them. 

10. Buboes in che groins if they be hard, and arenor eafily ſuppurated, and thoſe 
which ſomcimes break forch, ſomerimes vanith, are hard of cure, becaule chey tignifie 
a ſtubborn matter, and a weakeneſs of nacure in expelling ic : buc it chey be ealily 
{uppurated, and che ſtcength be firm, and eſpecially che liver ftroug, they are ar- 
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ouments ofa more benigne Diſeaſe and matter 3 and ftuch Buboes, if chey be kepe 
open along while, may bring pertect health. ; 

11» Aroughnels of the jaws which is attended wich hoarſneſs, or an obſcure, or 
no voice, do ſhew the evil co be antient and ſtubborn, and which wil ſcatcebe 
cured. 

12» Ulcers that are new in the Yard are eaſily Cured, bur in the Arſehole, or 
abour ic, made difficulcly, for they ſhew the evi] is now invererace : and ſuch Ulcers 
are continually moiſtned by the Excrements, and Medicines cannot conveniently 
enough be applied co chem, 

13. Ulcers allo in the zoynts andother parts are moſt hard to cure, becauſe they 
ſignifie an evil now inveterate, and which hath invaded the whole body. 

14, Ulcers in the mouth and jaws arenot ealily cured, becauſe alfochey argue 
the evil co be ancienc, neicher can convenient Medicines be applied co them, and chey 
are continually moiſtned, by che Excrements falling from the brain. 

I 5. If the bones otche noſe be eaten, and cheze be alio a ſlow Feaver, it ſigni- 
fies an evil incucable, whenas now che difeale 1s communicated co the brain it telf, or 
its Membranes, 

16. Bunchings cut in this diſeaſe, eſpecially che broader, are not eaſily cured, 
and they argue an evil hard to be cured. 

17. Theco)our of che Skin depraved, and the falling of the hair, if convenienc 
means be applied, are not very hard to cure, 

18. Pains eſpecially in the Head, and upon the Shins, are ofrentimes very ſtub- 
born, chat they yeild cono Remedies, or ar leaſt nor under a long time. 

19. Vercigoes and falling ficknefſes are moſt grievous aad percinacious, for they 
ſhew chat che Veneral Viculency, hath now poſleſt the brain it felt. 

20, Diftillacions allo are laſting, becauſe they alſo happen, only when the evil 
35 inveterate, and che brain is affected ; che which are more dangerous and grievous, 
ifchey tfabon che breaſt and Lungs, and exulcerate them. 

21.- Alfoche noiſe in che Ears is for the moſt part laſting, and ſcarcely removed, 
whenas there are divers windings in che Eares, and their expuliive faculty 1s weak, 
nether can medicines penetrate chither. 

22. The cunning of the Reins allo for the moſt part is laſting, or if it be ſtopr 
prievous evils are Wont to tollow, and moſt heavy pains of the Head and 

oynts. 

J 2.3. But chiefly the Nature of che Contagion it ſelf, from which the ſick con- 
tracted the diteaſe, doth manifeſt the force and preatnels of che diſeaſe; for this 
poyſon hath fomrimes a greater, fomrimesa Jeſs aCtiviry, and Phyſicians do relate 
who have often had ſuch Pariencs in cure, that ſomrimes of ten ſtrong yonp men, 
who have had codo with the ſame Whore, not one of chem hath ſcaped, therefore 
if ic be known, from what he or the, chis evil was contracted, the Phbyfttian may the 
eaſter zudp of che event of the dileale. 

24. Ochec things being alike, this evil is eaſieſt cured, which is contracted by 
Whoriſh Copulation, bur chat 1s harder ro Cure, which the Infant hath ſucked in 
with che milk, whenas che viculency goes i110 the ſtomach with the milk,and here 
in the Liver there is generated a virulent blood, which aiſterwards runs chrough the 
whol body, and Pollutes chat. Bur the Heredirary evil 1s hardeſt of al to 
_ » andthar whichis communicated from infected Parents, with the Seed and 
blood. 

25. As forthe parrs affected, if the Liver cnly be affeted, the evil is the eaſjec 
Cured, whenas it hath a ſirorg expulſive faculty, and Medicaments caneafily pe- 
nerrate unto It : bur the Spleen, Kidneys, Womb, and excernal joynts are not ſo 
eaſily Cured, bur hardeſt of all the Brain, and che Lungs, becauſe they 
_ a weaker expullive faculty, and Medicaments do not eaſily penetrate thj= 
Tner, 

26. Fromal whick *cis eaſtly colleted, what wil be the event of the Diſeaſe, for 
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by how much the more, and more grievous diſeaſes and Symptomes are yoyned 
with che Veneral diſeaſe, by ſo much che more che ſick are indangered ; by how 
much che fewer, and lighter, by ſo much the leſs: and Choſe chiefly die, who 
to their pucrid and Malignanc Venera] Diſeaſe, have ſupervenient thoſe Feavers 
they call Gallical; for che Veneral Viculency whiles ic corruprs che Humors, 
and inducech a Malignant qualicy into them, makes the Feaver worſe, and alſo de= 
bilicates che innate heat, whence neither the Feaver, nor chat Malignant diſeaſe can 
be overcome by Nature, 

27. Very many alſodie of a waftivg of the body, anda heftick Feaver, or ra* 
cher a flow, and putrid one : for both che Veneral virulency ir ſelf, and thepains, 
wacchings,and other {ymptomes do debilicace che innate heat,hurc nutcicion, whence 
follows a waſting of the whol body, ro which is joyneda flow purrid Feaver razſed 
from che evil Humors. 

28. Sanguification alſo being hurt, ſome die of a Dropſie. 

29. Many alſodie by reaton of Cararrhee, falling down on the jaws and Lungs, 
hindering and caking away their breath ; or the Veflels of che Lungs being eaten by 
a ſharp Cacarrhe, ard fiſt of al ſpiccing of blood being raiſed, then a Phchilick, 
they dies 

h o. Somrimes the Veſlels beingeaten in ewo by the accimony of the Humors, and 
Vomiring of blood cauſed, the fick die by too greata Flux co the ſtool), or by che 
Womb. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Of Prevention. 


Henas *cis ſafer to prevent a Diſeaſe, than to cure ic, ſome Phyſicians en- 
deavur co teach, by what means one may keep himſelf clear, chough he 
have had to do with an infected Woman. Of which buſineſs Fallopius treats in 
the whol Chapter, 89.de Morb.Galli.ard he writes chac he ſhould ſeem co have done 
no: ting unleſs he ceach, how one feeinga handſome Woman, and lying with her 
though ſhe be infected, may be preſerved from che French Diſeaſe : and he cals che 
immorcal God to witneſs, that he hath made cryal of itin ren thouſand men, and 
none of chem was infected : and he propounds there ewo medicaments, by which the 
Contagion received ray preſently be drawn forth, diſſipaced,or dryed up. Hercules 
Saxonia, propounds the ſame, de le Vener. cap. 16. and does very much com- 
mend them, andas Awrelius Minadows ſpeaks of chis buſineſs, many confide thac 
being guarded with chote Medicines as with a buckler, they may enter the moſt in- 
fected whores, and freely ramble al che world over. Euftachius Rrdins, alſo 
propoſes the Iike Medicaments, Lb. 5. de morb. occult. cap. 13. But indeed 1 do not 
beletve, chat choſe things can be caught with a good conſcience, by which ſomany 
men are encouraged to Juſt, whem perhaps the fear of chis Diſeaſe might have frigh= 
red from ic 3 and therefore we wil ſay nothing of theſe Medicines ; but Aureliys 
Minadows thinks they themſelves are deceived, thar teach ſuch chings, Cap. ; 1. de 
Virulentia Venerea. Where he overthrows Fallopins foundation, who thinks chat 
chis Diſeaſe is only communicated by che leaſt puculens bodies, which if chey be 
wiped away, extracted, diſſipated, this Diſeaſe may be turned off, and he teachech 
that the Contagion doth not only enter by che external parts of the Privicies, but al- 
ſo chiefly by the internal, and runs through che Body, and chat the infefted Vapors, 
and ſpirics do paſs through che incernal porofities, and are admitred by the Veins ; 
and therefore no man can promiſe himſelt healch and ſafery from wafhing, which on= 
ly reaches to the external parts, nor from other Medicaments outwardly applied, 
neither can ſuch external Medicaments take away the Pollution conceived within, 
The ſafect way therefore co avoid this Diſeale is co abſtain from whores, and co 
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remember thac Whocemonpers and Adulcerers the Loxd wal judg, who yer is wone 
alſo ropuniſh chem in chis Life, with chat moſt filthy Dileaſe. 
Yet Ful. Galmarins, hach another way of prevention of this Dileaſe, ro wit, by 


internal Medacaments, and he writes chac he hach found our an ancidoce or a Muller, 


by che ute of which mens bodies are rendered lafe againſt this Diſeale, yer he encreacs 
and conjures al Phyſicians and Chyzrurgeons, chac they do not commanicare and 
make known chac Medicine in obedience co lufttul people, and that they make noc 
themſelves foſterers of iufts, buc to them only who mult neceffarily converſe with 
thoſe chat are ſuſpected or defiled. But he deſcribes that Antidote, Lib. 1.cap. 8. 
and this 1s, TOP 

' | Take of the Amwlet for the Pox, und of old Mithridate, by Galens deſcription, 
of each ſix drams;Conſerve of the flovoers of Bugloſi,of broom,of Roſemany,of each 
three drams ,, mix them, give one dram, or adram and an half, or iwo drams at 
the moſt, in the morning twoo hours before meat, erght or ten dates together. 

Bur: if any one tuſpet hunlelt co be infected, he admonitterh thar he earneſtly 
uſe a greacer care for prevention : therefore let him cake of che Alexipharmacal Me- 
'dicine even now deicribed, twallowing a dram, or a dram and an halt in che morning 

and before ſupper, for eigh: or cen dates rogechec, whole Verciure char it may reach 
the eaſter roche mareremate perts, when They have {wallowed it, *cis expedient 
they drink pretencly afcec i tomwhat of this Julep, by whichas its vehicle it may be 
carried into every Parce | 

Take of the water of bleſſed thiſtle, burnet, Dewilc-bit, of each two ounces, of 
Syrup of the juyce of Sorrel, of Lemmon.s,of each an ounce and an half. Make a 
Fulep for two dofes, to be drank preſently after the taking of a dram and an half 
of the Amulet, in the morning, and iwo hours before ſupper. 

But whenas al thoſe fimple Medicaments, which are 1n chat Antidote, are not 
prover co this Veneral Diſeaſe, we muſt contulc with experience, whether their ver- 
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tue be ſogreac, as Palmariys cries it up for. 


CHAP, IX. 
Of Indications, 


' 


Indications Tax Indications which are in other diſeaſes,are found allo in this 3 ro wit, That 


which is caken from che Diſeaſe, called in fpecy Curacive : Thar which che 
cauſe doch afford, Preſervatory, whether allo are referred urgent Symptomes ; and 
laſt ofal che Vical,for they deſervedly challenge a place in this diſeaſe, yer in the ex=- 
plaining of them Authors vary much, and as every one thinks of the Nature of this 
Dileaſe, fo allo he ceacherh. concerning us indication and cure, We inſiſting on 
thoſe things which we have formerly prepoted of the Nature of this Diſeate, and 
have ſtrongly proved, think chus of indicacions m this Dileaſe. 

Firſt of al, whenas this Diſeaſe 1s occulc, and Malignant, chiet enemy tothe Liver 
and nurryave faculty, therefore it affords a kind of genercial indication, bur no ſpe- 
cifical and profitable one can be had from thence, and therefore only experience, 
which hath tound out Medicines working by an occulc qualicy, hath adminiſtred 
profitable Medicines 1n this Diſeate : and unle(s the Spaniards had received from che 
Indians ſuch Medicaments, as Lignum Sanctum, Sariaparilla, China Root and che 
boldneſs of Giycurgions, andeſpectally Facob Carpus, hadnort tallenupon the uſe 
of Mercucy, eicher by chance oc by argumentation, whiles they read that Aviceny 
Meſwe, and Theodoricus, made ule of quick(ilver, in certain puſtles, and a cruſty 
Scab, pertapseven co this day the true Remedies of this Diſeale would lie hid. Buc 
though tae Remedies of this dileaſe, were not found out fo much by indication, a5 
by experience z yer a Method un curing of it is not wholly excluded, bur hath ics 
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and known diteates, than on the occulr Nature of che diteale, in which butinets not- 
withſtanding many do fail, who are tedious 1n curing of divers diſtempers, preparing 
che Humors, and directing thetr cure to theſe or thoſe diteates. Whenas yer cis 
plain by experience, thar ina hot, and 12 a dry dittemper, and 1nan exuftion of che 
Humors, as they ſpeak, and ina Gonfumprion it ſelf, we do molt happily uſe pock= 
wocd, andthe like hor and dry things, and che Malignity being overcoine, che ceſt 
do eatily vaniſh. 

Secondly, as concerning indication prefervatory, here we mult cinefly have re- Preſervas 
ſpe& unto char Maliguity aud virulency imprinced on the Humors, and char is co be zory., : 
deſtroyed by proper and Alexipharmacal Mediciness Yer if there be any other 
faulcs mn che Humors, 1t wil not be unproficable alio romend them. And whenas 
the body is either burcbened with a Plenitude, or abounds with vicious Humors, the 
malignity is che eaſter d1fieininated inco nt, and there 15 more plencttul matrer pre- 
pared for pucrefaction, id che force of che Alex:pharmacal means 18 dulled, it is 
expedient coempry enthct the {upertiuous blood, or che vicious Humors, thar the 
other Medicines afterwards may be adminiſtre more 1ately, more commodiouſly, 
and with greater benenic. 

Thirdly, che Dijeaſe and various Symptomes, which ſupervene to the principal Cyrative. 
diſeaſe, and arile trom the corruption of Humeors, ale al co be removed in their pro- 

Cr manner. 

Fouithly, the ſtrength is to be preſerved, for as no orher diſeaſe can be cured, V;tal. 
unleſs there be ſtrengch ot body, ſo nor chis 3 andalattemprs are 1n vain, unlels ac 
leaſtwiſe we have Nature willing, : 

And fo there are four things ch efly to be done 1n this diſeafe : Furſt of al, if blood Forr things 
abound, char muſt bs dinnnithe, and if any vitious Humors abound, they are to be to be done in 
prepared and e:npried, and if there be any manifeſt diſeaſes, which may bean im= the Cure of 
pedument to che proper Cure, as obſtructions and che like, they muſt firſt of all be the Venerat 
taken away, Secondly, the Malignity and virulency as wel char inherent in the diſeaje. 
humocs, asthat imprinted on che parts, and principally che Liver, ts co be deftroied 
by the proper Alexipharmaca of this Qtieate. Thirdly, che ftrength is co be pre» 
ſerved and confirmed, =nd tirft of al chiete care is cobe had of the Liver, which {ſuf 
fers in chis diteaſe. Fourthly, the dueates and Sympromes which are wont co be 
Joynedco this diteale are robe takenaway. 

Here we mult clear a controveriiegto wit, Whether this difeaſe may be cured with= gphether the 
our {wearing? Some aie of chis opin10n, T hat this Gileale may be taken awaygtiiough vo m ay be 
ſwear be not provoked : And ticſt of al they prove it chus, Becauſe this evil conſiſts perfetted 
17 a certain hidden quality which cannot be caken away bur by alteracion of the bo= 
dy, whenas contrartes are cured by contraries : bur chac alceration may be affected 
by the proper vertue ot anridores and decoctions adminiſtred, without fweating. 
Nexc of al they alledpe expertznce, by which it 15 evident,that by che caking of ſuch 
Medicaments, fome have recovered wichout {weating. Thirdly, they urge this, 
That chole chat drink che decoction of the wood are fomrunes happily emptied by 
nature, by urine, by the ſtool, and not alwaies by {weats. 

Aurelius Minadous, contends againft cheſe, de Virulen, Vener. Cap. 39. And 
firſt of al he writes that he never obſerved, chat Phyſirrans commanded che decocti- 
onto be raken without tweacing, co which al Alexipharmacal things of cheir own 
Nacure do incline men, neicher 1s the matcer 3c telt unfit tobe expeld chis way, 
being Vaporous and halituous: neither was there ever any one, who 
did chroughly and wholly overcome this diſeaſe withour che help of tome ſweating, 
elpecially it It wece jnveterate ; but why he holds chus, he brings this reaſon, That 
$1 his opinion, the eflence of chis evil doth not conſiſt in a quality, bur in the body 
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affe&ted with an evil quality : and cherefore he holds, as a quality doth indicate 
alcerationg, ſoa body indicates Evacuation, which chough Ic may be many waies, 
yer moſt commoudiouſly by ſweating : wheras this very thing is a Vaporous body, 
and is moſt rightly and eaſily diſcufled by {wear 3 and he adds this, whenas there is 
a preac quancity of Excrements abounding in thoſe bodies infected with rhis diſeaſe, 
noc 6nly in one parc, but al over the body 3 bur {wear 1san univerſal Evacuation, 
chey are moſt commodioutly emptied by ſweating : and he holds char twears do ve= 
ry much profic che Liver eſpecially. For whenas chat is the Forge of Humors, 
which are carried through the whol body, and they are purged by the benefit of 
{wear, and freed from al defilements, alloche Liver polluced may be this way clean- | 
ſed, and chough Nature ſomrimes do empty the virulenc humors by {come other parc, 3 
as by ſtool, or by Urine, and then her endeavor is not ro be hindered, bur ro be * SY 
helped forward ; yer he holds that wichour ſweating the whol body cannct be freed 7 
from char Diſeale, and he thinks thar ſwear only ca empty trom al places both in» 
ternal, and external, quickly, ſafely, and pleafantly, 

Thedecifion But neither of theſe opinions doth fully reach che Truth, and both delivers an im- 
perfect Cure. For whenas the Curaztive indicac1on fo called in general, is :wofold; 
the one preſervative, which is raken trom checaule; the ocher in {pecy called Cura- 
tive, which is taken from the Diſeate ; they who chink chis diteaſe may be cured 
wichour ſwear, becauſe ic conlifts In a cercain hidden and Malignant qualicy, chink 3 
right concerning che curative indication, whenas chat malignant quality cannor be $ 
taken away by iwearing, or other Evacuarions, but by proper Alexipharmaca, yer A 
they negle& che preſervative indication, and the cauſe : for whenas ic iscertain, % 
that in the Veneral diſeaſe, there 1s not only a vicious di polition, and Malignanr,ia 
the parts, efpecizlly the Liver, bur char al che Humors of the Eody are corrupted ; 
there is required then an Evacuation of chem, which 15 moſt commodioufly done b 
fwearinp, as M::adous rightly proves, For chough ſomching be ditculled in{ey- 
libly, yer char im{entible Ex acuation 1s not fufticient, and cis roo flow, Bur Au- 
relius *pinadou;, thinks wel concerning the taking away of che Cauſe, and the 
Evacuation of vicicus Humors, which 1s moſt rightly done by {weating ; bur he 
negle&s che diſeaie ic ſeit, or that Malignant quality, iwprinted nor only on the 
Humors, but alio on che Living parts: trom which it appears, which is diligencly 
co be takea nocice of, char the difpure of occult difeales, 1s not amongſt chote which 
Galen calls Logical, bur Goes conceive the very effence of chele diteaſes, and thar 
che ignorance ot tieocculc difeates, doth not only breed Errors 1n theory, bur allo 
in pactice. Therefore chough we do grant, that the Evacuation of Humors is wel 
ordered by ſweating, yer Alex1pharmaca ace peceſſacy alſo, againſt char mal gnanct 
ditpoſition in che parcs, eſpecially 1n the Liver, and Fernelius, whoin Palmarins 
follows,'or this very caule do add peculiar Alexipharmaca, as fhal be {aid, chac chat 
Malignanc diſpoficion may be pulled up by che Routs, For though al the vicious 
Humors be empried, and al other diteaſes and Symptomes do ceale after their emp= 
tying z yet unleſs chac Malignanc ditpoſition be caken our of the parrs,the evil grows 
freſh again, and oftentimes a long while atrer. And this I think is che caule, that 
not. only the decoction of Pockwood, Sarſapari}Ja, and the like, is piven inthe 
morning to provoke ſwear, but alſo without ſweating 15 taken as common drink; for 
rhe very ſame proper Medicines, which do deſtroy che occult cauſe ard malignity in 
the humors, and do empty the vitious hutwors by ſwear, are able alſo to Ecadicate 
che diſpoſicion imprinted in che parts. 

Laſt, of al this muſt nor be paſt over, chat the indications propoted before, are 
not neceſſary ro be oblerved 1n every French diſeate, bur only in chat, which hath 
almoſt invaded the whol body, andeſpecially hath pofleſſed che Liver. Buc if che 
evil be newthere 1s no need ether co letblood, or co pive purges, whenas the faulc 
is not yeccommunicated to the humors, bur it 1s enough co wipe off, or cal forth the 
contapion received, which allo is ſufiicient 1n the ſcabnewly concracted by contagi- 
on, where yer we jmulſt obſerve, whether thoſe puſtles, and French rottenneſs, as

chey cal it, do immediately proceed from contagion, and whoriſh copulation, for 
then exrernal medicines do ſuffice, or whether they do ariſe from che Liver now at- 
fected, for then there 15 need of evacuations and alexipharmaca, 


Chap. X. 
Of the Cure. And firſt of bleeding. 


Irft of al therefore as concernivp indication preſervative, or the removing of 
che cauſes, and bleeding ac the beginning 3 cruly the cauſe of this diſeaſe pro- 
perly and next of al is not t:ken away by letting of blood ; yetif blood do abound 
in the body ,and chat eſpecially b2 coo hor, the proper remedies of chis diſeaſe, which 
are hot and dry, cannot be fately adminiſtred unleſs che abounding blood be ficſt di- 
miniſhed. 

And cruly if the virulent matcec have no peculiar motion to any parc, the baſilick 
veine may firſt of al be opened : buc it che matter have motion co ſome particular 
parc, as cothe groin, and nature chruſt forth a bubo, bleeding is warily tobe uſed : 
for if the bubo tend ro ſuppuracion, we muſt nor let blood, and eipecially in the 
Arme, leſt nacure be croubled 10 her expullion, and the matter be recalled co the 
inward partss And ic hath been obſerved, char many from the bubo opened, and 
the macter a long while empried by it, have become pertectly ſound 3 on checontra- 
ry from unſeaſonable bleeding, che evil hach been prolonged ; cherefore in bleeding 
we muſt attend che motion of nature, and when che tumor doth not afford hopes of 
ſuppuration, a veine mult be opened in the lower parts, for ſo the the matter 1s re- 
rxaCted rowards the lower parts, and by reaſon of the efflux of hot blood, *cis after- 
wards more eaſily ſuppuzared. After the ſame mannera veine is tobe opened in che 
yard, if chere be rotcennefs in the privicies, or a running of the Reines, and wholly 
if che parts below che Liver be affected : bur it the matter ruth co the head,and chere 
cauſe moſt vehement pains, tilchy ulcers, falling of che haire, the cephalick veine in 

the Arme 15 moſt commonly opened. 

The other precepts which are propounded in genera] concerning the right admi- 
n1ftracion 1n bleeding, are here alſo tobe oblerved; which whenas they are not pro- 
per to this affect, we ſhal no furcher prcopole them here. 

' Ifche ſtrength wil nor beare bleeding, wſtead thereof the hemorhoidal veines of 
the Arſe, may be opened, or Cupping-plaſles be applied in convenient places. 


Chap. XI 
Of the preparation, and purging of vitious humors. 


Ext of al if the body be cacochymical, che vitious humers muſt be empried 
and prepared wich convenient medicaments 3 whenas 1n an impure body a- 
lexipharmacal meanes, end proper remedies of this diſeaſe, do profit little, na 


y Ins. 
chey may bring huct, and chough that diſeaſe be overcome, may render the body D fo ; I -- 


obnoxious £o other diſeaſes. For vitious humors collected about the bowels can= 
not al be diſcuſſed and ditffipated by ſwear, bur che thinner part being diſcuffed che 
chicker is lefc, and grows dry, and is taſtened in the bowels, and oftentimes con» 
tcacting an acrimony, doth weaken the ſubſtance of the veſſels: from whence that 
diſeale grows ſomcimes more ſtubborn co cure, and there arite obſtructions of the 
Liver and Spleen, and ſchirrous tumors, hy pochondriacal diſeaſes, and creeping 

Ulcers. 
Nor yer is purging only to be uled in the beginning, and before the proper cure of 
che diſeaſe, bur alſothe whol cime of the.cure, if vicious matcer be collected again, 
ris 
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*tis cobe emptied by intervals: yer if che evilbe now invererace, and ftick pruici- 
pally in cheexternalparts, the vitious matter 15 not raſhly co be recalled co the in- 
ward parts by ſtrong purgers, leaft the Liver, Scomach, and other bowels be hurc 
and weakned, bur *cis to be emptied by convenient places, where nature tends. 

Bur concerning che preparation and purging of humors, chough mary Authors 
are large enough,yet whenas choſe things which are {poke by chem, concerning an 
univerſal preparation and purging of humors, are not proper to this diſeaſe, bur 
are common to al depending on a cacochymy : it ſeems not worth our labor, rodwel 
upon rhoie generals, which are already known by the cure of many other diſeaſes, 
We ſhal only admoniſh you of cheſe things ; firſt of al when the diſeale 15 yew, we 
muſt abſerve, what vicious humors abound in che body, and eſp:cially in che ſecond 
region, and chole muſt be prepared and emptied, Bur if the evi] be now invererate, 
becaule in that for the moſt parr, chick and aduft humors are collected, che medi- 
cins ace firft ofal to be directed againſt chem. Nexc of al chis 1s co be qblerved,that we 
have reſpe6t aiſo to the Viſtemper of che bowels, and if they have contracted any 
d<iftemper, that muſt be corrected, and chey muſt beſtrengrhened with proper me- 
dicaments, Third!y, it is neceffacy, that we alwaies ad ſomwhat ro our piepara- 
tives and purgers, which doth refift che Veneral virulency by a ipecitick faculty ; 
and therefore concerning common purging medicines we wilad nothing, whenas 
they aie every where obvious and known, but this chat many phylitians do ceſtify, 
That Mechcacan,to which belongs Jallop, is given not only for us purging faculcy 
with bene:ig un this diſeaſe, bur allo becauſe *r1s an enemy to chis evil by a peculiar 
power, ſo cha: it is numbered by ſome amongſt the ancidotes of chis diſeaſe... Then 
by che Ghymiſts mercury prepared 1s cheitly commended tor che curing and purg- 
ing of chis diſeafe,of which ſhal be ſpoken hereafcer in particular.

is in the proper antidotes of this diteaſe, as trom which only pertect health 
can be hoped for ſo indeed, that though divers cther diſeaſes, ariſing from the cor- 
ruption of humors, 'be often joined with chis diteaſe ; yer it chat malignity beraken 
away, a lictle while after either chey vaniſh of their own accord, or are ealily cured, 
bur withour the help of theſe remedies, no perfect cure can be hoped for by other 
medicines, under what name icever : and chis too 1s obleryed by many thac theie 
kind of medicaments though by their manifeſt qualicies crhey feem co be advertaries 
roa hot and dry diftemper, yet thete hor and dry medicaments have been uted with 
moſt happy ſucceſs by many who were endewed wich a hot and dry diſtemper ot the 
Liver, nay of the whol body, and who had a leane habit of body, nay wee almoſt 
plainly confumprive, from which very thing appeares, that in this d:teafe, we oughc 
rather to take care of tae eccule malignity, than of the manifeſt diſtermper. And 
rherefore as{o0nas the body is m ſome tore prepared andempried, we muſt maturely 
haften tothoſe Alexipharmaca of che Veneral diteaſe. 

Buc though lome Phy licians would advance and extol che vertues of thoſe medi. 
Alexipbhar- caments which ſhal preſently be ceckoned up,whiles they hold, that the deccftion 
maca of the of Juniper wood, of the Olive tree, Box, Beech, and other trees may pertorme the 
Venera! d3ſ- fame, as the decottion of Guajacum, ſo that a moſt lender courſe of dyer beuled, 
eaſe are 76> as 1s wont to be obſerved with the decuCtion of Pock-wood : yer experience bath 
ceſſary. long fince rauphic that that 1s falſe : for though it be certain char by a moſt flender 

dier tome ſymptomes of this difeate do grow more gentle, yer unleſs proper reme= 
dics be admmiſtred, a lictle while atter che diſeaſe is {cen togrow freſh again, and 
returne 
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return more cruel : for ſuch medicines indeed wich a fender dier, may conſume the Wo 
vitious humors, butthey cannoc overcome the malignity : as therefore this diſeaſe 20 
1socculc, and isnot known bur by irs effects, ſoallo the remedies which cure this 
diteaſe, are not found our by reaſon, but only by experience. 

But what thoſe medicaments are, Phyltirians again do not fully agree. Many put jp, they 
their greateſt hopes in Quickſilver, and thirk chat che only and proper Alexiphar=,,,, 
macum of the Veneral diteafe; others dowholy reject ic, of which buſineſs ſhal be * 
{poke hereatter. Ochers, and moſt men indeed, - undertake thecure of this diſeaſe 
with che uſe of Guajacum, Sarſaparilla, China root, Saflafras wood 3 and others 
doubc of thele very things, nay ſome deny that chis diſeaſe can be overcome by che 
uſe of Guajacum only and che like, and therefore they think their vercue oughe ro 
be quickned and increaſed by che mixture of other things. Fel. Palmarins I:b. de 
le Vener. cap. 13. diſtinguitheth and thinks chac Guajacum is nor of fo grear 
force that that alone can wholy exringuiſh the root, and al che deadlinels of the vene- 
ral poyſon ; neither that it 15 {o weak, that ic can do nothing withour the help and 
- conjunGtion of other things ; he writes indeed that by the ute of chat alone, the hu- 4 

mors being conſumed, al che tympromes of che diſeaſe wil ac length be allaied, and wy 

wholly lie hid, bur yer che viculenc tainc of che difeaſe,which is already in the ſolid ig 
parts, 1s not overcome, and wholy extinguiſhed in moſt people by chat remedy z buc ff 
chat the deadlinsſs of the latent poyton be wholy excinguiſhc, and chac the cecurn of = 
the diſeaſe be prevented, he thinks other alexipharmaca ought co be admmiſtred, M 
which opinion doubtleſs he received from his Maſter Fernebues, for he wrices thar | 
he, as in lb. 1, de. lue Vener. cap. 7. did firſt dare ropromute a pertect cure of the 
French Diſeaſe withouc che ule of Quicksfilver, and chac he cook care for the Com- 
poſition of many Alexipharmaca ac his Houle, which he gave apainſt chis 
poylon with Guajacum, and ſomtumes without ic, and as he wrires in the 
alleaged Cap. 7. wo of thele medicines' which he found co be moſt | 
excellenc and efficacious, he by che addicion of other medicines bath reduced into | 55 
one, Which hicherco never failed any man. | 

But whenas theſe medicaments are compounded of common Alexpharmaca nor 
proper to this diſeaſe, we thal not propoſe chem in che firſt plece, bur hereafrer 
we ſhal ipeak ſomwharc of chem. Bur in the ficſt place, we thal treat of 
choſe chings which moſt Phylitians have hitherto uted, and which long experience 
hath now confirmed to be alexipharmaca of chis diſeate, by theule of which ic hatch 
been a long cime obſerved, thac not only the vicious humors have been empried , and 
the {ympromes defiroyed ; bur the very roots of the diſeaſe have been pulled up, that 
ic could no more returne. Of which ſort ace your pock” wood, far{aparilla, China 
root, Saflafras-wood, of which we wilnow ſpeak.

Oviedus a noble Spaniard, who writes of chings in the Indies, is wo fold; the one Guaja= 
which is commonly known, called Guazacum , the other which 1s called che ho- ,,,,- 
ly wood. For though by many theſe rwo woodsare taken for one and che fame, <F1,, holy 
yet the forementioned Author, doth diſtingwith chem both by cheic macks ard pla- wood. 
ces, concerning which tee Fallopins de morb. Gal. cap. 39, yer whznas both 
woods havethe ſame force co overcome the French difeate, ( chouph it beceporred 
that the holy wood be of greater force againſt articular diſeates, and others, and 
the holy wood is now a days ſeldom brought over to us) weſhal only ſpeak of 
Guajacum, G Amongſt 
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A monegſt other pew Iflands found our in former Ages, there is one alfo, which 
the Spaniards the diſcoverers have called by che name of Hiſpaniola * whenas the 
Veneral diſeaſe was reporced co be 1ndemious chere, and che decoction ofa certain 
wood is eſteemed there the only remedyof cha diſeafe, which ac chis day is called 
guajacumyb by che inhabicancs is pronounced wich gaping Huajacum. The Spaniards 
infetedwith che fame diſeaſe,having found the fame decoction to behelpful,cid after- 
wards diſcover i:s vercue too ochers : the cree is reported co be leaved like aſh,the color 
of che wood within is blacktſh, che wood ic ſelf is heavy and ponderous, ic floates 
not in water, bur ſinks *cis tul of roziny and while it burnes, « fends forth no in- 
grateful ſcenc, ics calf is ſomewhac biccer, wich a light accrimony , pricking the 

There is ſome doubt amoneſt phy ficians concerning the choice of it 3 ſome are of 
opiniong that which is whitiſh, 1s ro be preferred betore thereſt 3 whenas by how 
much the lefſer *cis in years, by ſo much che whirer ic 1s, but the older 1c 1s, by ſo 
much che blacker ir is : bur chat which is older 1s dryer, and chat which 1s yonger is 
more moiſt, and more abounding with juyce, and cherefore more powertul. Bur 1n- 
deed whenas thereis a two fould humor i hving things, che one primogentous, the 
ſubje& of innate heace , or the implanved ſpiric , apt co cake firez che ocher 
alimentary , more watriſh , and leſs apt co: be fer on fire: the vertues of this 
wood, as alſo of other plants, are nor to be judged from the alimentary and more 
watrith humor, bur trom chac implanced hear, and pcimogenious humidity 3 which 
whenas in its render age, both in intants, and in plancs,*cis overwhelmed and obſcu- 
red by much moiſture, many actions in thar age are infirm and weak, which after- 
wards that moiſture being ltomewhar waſted, and che heac become more vigorous, in 
progreſs of time they become more ſtcong,and this heac the cheif inſtrument otal acti.

though the ſame innate heac and radical moifture be alwaies in Guazacum , 
on Which its yertues do depend, yer becaute inthe yorg and tender wood, thar 
vertue isaSit were over whelmed, and reftrained by the abundance of moiſture; 
that wood whuch is the yonger 1s leſs efficacious, than that which is now ofa ful 
confirmed growth : and theretore for the cure of this diſeale, we muſt not chule 
that wood which is yellowiſh, or that is of a box colour, or chac which is cuc of a 
tree not ful prown, or from the boughs, as being les etficacious; buc rather thac 
which is ſomewhac black, becauſe char is more roziny, and abounds with char far 


Howthe and balfomy ſubſtance, in which doth chiefly reſide chac vercue oppoſite co venecal 


virulency. Ic is good cherefore ro know che age of this wood, that we may chooſe 


wood is to the moſt effectual. For that indeed which hath the inward pare black, and is long

ded wich any lines, orelſe with choſe ful of rozin, and theretore while it burnes 
beſides the grateful ime] ic ſends forth, ic allo yeelds a blackiſh rozin thac hath 
attained the higheſt degree of marurity, and is cur off icom che body of che cree,and 
15thertore moſt effectual,bur if ic be divided with lines,and fukef holes,and nenhec 
' weighty,0or odorous,nor accimonious, and being lighted yeeldsno rozin,ic is a fipn 


_ thac. chat is now old, and therefore its vertues are grown dul. 


L. Septalius alſo doth admontſh us here, chac there isa cercain ſorc of Guajacum, 
which is never ©o be brought intoule, which hach oo crue blackneſs 1m the middle of 
ir, but isof a ſomewhat darke and greeniſh colour, which makes the decodtion very 
thick, that it wil never becleare, and by its*exceedingacrimony, it cauleth a heat

both in the throat and jaws, and by reaſon of is thick and earthy parcs , 
for che moſt parc ic cauſeth obſtrudions in che ſpleen, ſomerimes alſo in the liver, 
Empicicks cal ic the wild holy wood : but whereas he finds no where in Authors this 
ewofould difference of domeſtick, and wild ; he rather thinks ic acquires theſe qua- 
licies from che nature of the ſoil. 

Alſo ifthe barke be chick, andcleave ſo co che wood, thar ic can ſcarce be pul- 
kedand parced from it, the wood is good: bur if che Bark be eaſily ſeparaced from che 
wood, either *cis old, or perifhc by ſalc water : alſo if che wood appear _ whiles 
it israſped, and thac being maſticated doth bice, and leavea bicterneſs behind ic ; 
and whiles ic is cuc, it appeare ſolid with aneven ſuperficies, not rough and ful of 
holes, the wood is good. | 

The Bark of this wood is endewed wich great acrimony and bitterneſs, and T 
cherefore dries, atcenuares, and digeſts more powerfully chan the wood 3 bur be- 2* barkof 
cauſe chat occult vercue which is oppoſite co this diſeaſe, 1s rather in chac fatty and Guajacums 
moiſt, and balſamical ſubſtance, che wood 1s — before the back ;and 
befides the bark is nos ſo conveniencly given in hor and dry bodies, 

As concerning che vertues of Guajacum, it is hoc and dry,as may be perceived from 
its caſt , ſmel, and accumony , and char in the ſecond degree, and is alſo of chin TÞe vertues 
parts, whence ic hath power to attenuate craſs chings, to cuc and cleanſe clammy of Guaja- 
humors, to open obſtructions, co move ſweat and urine, and co diflipate and waft £77 
ſuperfluous cold bumors : bur chis pockwood isnoc chiefly given for choſe qualicies 
( whenas there are found in Ezrope medicaments endewed with thoſe qualicies, chac 
there was no need to cranſporc them our of the Indies) bur principally for chac pe 
culiar and occult power. By which it is oppoſed co the Veneral virulency : and 
Tculy al phyſicians almoſt doe agree chac pockwood doth deſerve the ficſt place a= 
mongſt che alexiplarmaca of che veneral diſeaſe : for though Fernelivs would 
ſomewhac leſlen ics vertue, becauſe al chatace affected with chis diſeale are not cu= 
red by che uſe of ic, yer chisis no ſufficient cauſe, ſince there is found no ſuch 
alexipharmacum , or other medicine which can cure diſeaſes jo hope. Buc 
chis wood is by an occulc qualicy and propriety oppolite to che Veneral viru- 
lency it ſelf, and is a friend co che radical moiſture, and natural ballom , 
which doch moft of al ſuffer by this virulency inimicous co che nucricive fa- 
culcy ; and doch fo ſtrengthen ir, that it hath been obſerved, chac thoſe alſo, who 
had a liver, and whol ek of body hoc anddry, and who have been almoſt conſu- 
med wich the veneral diſeaſe, as was ſaid before, by che uſe of the decoRion of chis 
wood, though by its beat and dryneſs adverſe tochem have been reſtored, and be- 
come becter habiced and more corpulenct. Some indeed have dared to wrice,that the 
decoQ@ion of this wood doth nouriſh as much as chicken broath : buc cheſe ſeem to 


lent, is accidental ; for whenas by reaſon ofthe Veneral virulency nutrition Was pock-rwood 
bucc in che whol body, when chat is diſcuſſed and excinguiſkr, che body begins a* 4, pour; ſhe 
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che ptiſick, Veneraf diſeaſe, ſcab and' other diſeaſes, bodies extenuated, have 
been-reftored again, ant niade fac by che aſe of rheſe' decodtions, yerthis comesro 
paſs not of it ſelf, betaufe theſe decoftions' have nutritive faculty, as orher norr* 
riſhinenes, bur by accident, in as muchas chey cake away che cauſe of leannefs. In 
priſick bodies the caſe is plain; for whenas thac waftirip of che body proceeds from 
an ulcer of che Lumps, che ulcer being driet{upby ctie afeof Guajacum, che body 
begins co be wel nourtſhr _— : che faniEhappets ih other difeaſes, as the French, 
the Scab, and'rhe like. For whenas'char Ieannefs, and conſurnprion doth proceed 
from bad nouriſhment, bur bad nourifhment for che moſt part from acrid and” falr 
hamors, which do both confume che good blood, and hinder che agplucination of it 
ro the body, choſe vitious humors being waſted by che decoCtions, and diſcutfed by 
 fwears, che bodies beg co be nourtfhr wel again, nay grow far. 

+ Buitthis wood hath not only an alterative power, and by irs occulcqualicy to ex- 
y tinguith char malignity of che Veterat vnalency, imprinted borh on che humors, 
and che ſokid parts, bur alſo co evacuate, both ſenfibly by ſwearing, and inſenfibly 
by inſenfible ccanfprration +: and thetefore the way of curmg che French 
_ diſeaſe by Guiajacum, and medicines of affiniry with thac is moſt in uſe. For 
_  thoughby reafon of the length of che cute, and che pains of ſweating, and the flendec 
dyet, ircauſe fomectoublecothem : yer ic is far ſafer than thac way, whicttis by

ſel, that nothing be loſt, but by no means tothe Conſumption of the third

if Therefore moſt commonly and rightly the decoQion is made in pure water, 
which doth both a little correR the Heat and drineſs of the Medicine, and further 
the diſtribution, and-provocation of ſweat, yet if the body, and. eſpecially the 
ſtomach be cold and weak, and the Patient accuſtomed to wine, Wine is not un- 
profitably mixt with it, as was aid even.now, and ſhal be ſaid hereafter; for by 
the admiſtion-of Wine the ſtomach is leſs hure, and the vertue of the Medicine 
doth the eaſter penetrate to al the parts. | 


And a different proportion of the wood. to the water is obſerved according to The propor=- 
the age, conſtitution of the body, and ſeaſon of the year, and they take to twelve ti 0 of j 
pound of water, from three ounces of the wood to twelve : for if the ſeaſon of the rwo0d to the ij 
year and the body be hot, *cis ſafeſt, to take a leſs quantity of the wood, and in a water. ' 


longer time to perfe& the Cure, than by too ſtrong a Medicine to damnehie the pa- 
tient, eſpecially at the beginning of the cure, and before the ſuperfluous Humors 
in the body be abated, and ſweat begin ro flow eaſily and exquiſitly, and the pa- 
tient be accuſtomed to the DecoRtion, afterwards by degrees you may take more 
of the Wood, which unleſs it be obſerved, the Patient is eaſily brought into dan- 
ger. And Eruſtachius Reudins writes, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult. Cap. 13. That he 
hath ſeen patients who by this error,v15. too great a quantity of the wood given on 
the firſt daies, have fallen into a Feaver, that afterwards they have been forced to 
abſtaine from the uſe of the decoRion, to their great detriment : but where there 
is no ſuch thing to be feared, in choſe of ripe years, we commonly add to one 
pound of the wood raſped orturned ſmal, twelve pound of water, in an earthen 
Veſſel glaſed, and let it infuſe ewenty four hours in a warm place, afterwards the 
veſſel being wel covered boyle it with a gentle fire, til half, or the third part re- 
main, and let the decoRion cool in this veſſel ſtil covered, afterwards ſtrain 
ik. | 
Fallopius Lib. de morb Galli. cap. 46, diſputes whether it be better to boyle 
it with an open fire, or in a double veſſel as was ſaid, or in Balneo Mariz, and re- 
prehends them who hold thar the decoRion made in Balneo is more dilute,or le 


which is made with an open fire, he endeavors co prove by the example of diſtilled 
waters,which by the balneum are made moſt excellent, when as there is no aduſti- 
oninthem, but the greater eliquation which is made in that hot and moiſt, doth 
render the decotion more excellent; but experience teachecth otherwiſe, 
which reaſon alſo doth contirme. For chough out of ſome moiſter plants, as 
Roſes, Violets, Lilly of the vallies, and the like, being freſh, whoſe vertue con- 
fiſts in the volatile part, as che Chymiſts ſpeak, the beſt waters are made in balneo 
without the affuſion of water : yet in hotter plants, eſpecially in Roots and woods, 
whoſe vertue confiſts in the oyly part, their vertue can never be extracted by the 
too gentle heat of a Balneum, as happens alſo in many ſeeds, but they muſt be di- 


ſtilled by a f Veſica through which by the vehicle of the water, thoſe more fixed A chymical 
parts may be elevated : when as then the whol vertue of Guajacum doth conſiſt in Veſſel. 


that oyly and rozeny part, and there is need of ſtrong boyling that that may be 
extracted, the gentle heat of a Bolneum cannor do it, but it muſt be boyled 
in an open fire, which nevertheleſs cauſeth no aduſtion, if there be added a ſoffi- 
cient quantity of water.

Honey ; for he thinks that a ſmal quantity of Honey, if # be boyled with ir and 
Skimmed, wil rebate al the bitterneſs, and the DecoRion acquire a greater power 
to cleanſe, attenuate, open, and make fufil che Humors, and ſtrengthen the 
parts : which we gratit may take place in phlegmatick bodies, and eſpecially in a 
cold ſtomach; ſo whenas honey doth eaſily carn to Choller, we think ir cannor 
ſafely be uſed, in chollerick bodies, hot and dry, but more conveniently and 
ſafely Raiſons, Liquoriſh, or Sugar. | 

Some alſo in thoſe who have a hot and dry Liver,do add towards the end of the 
decoRion a root or two of Succory,one or ewo handfuls of Endive, Sowthiſtle:bue 
whenas ſuch decoRions are to be continued along while, we muſt have a care leaſt 
dy the admiſtion of ſuch things they be made ingrateful, and provoke nauſe- 
ouſneſs inthe Patient : beſides whenas for the moſt part there is boyled at one 
time DecoRion enough tor many daies, buc the addition of ſuch Herbs doth 
cauſe, that the Deco&ion wil not laft ſo long, to prevent this, ſuch herbs are to 
de added not to the whol decoRion, bur to abour one pound of ir. 

Some not unprofitably, eſpecially to thoſe accuſtomed to it, and whoſe fo- 
mach is weak, do add towards the end of the decoion three pound of a ſweetiſh 
white wine ; ſome prepare the whol decoRion in wine, butnot ſo rightly : for the 
beſt part of.the wine doth evaporate in boyling, and there is lefc an ingrateful 
Flegm as was ſaid before. 

Awurelius Minadous, alſo doth admoniſh, that the decoRion of the wood is to 
de given with a vehicle, which may direR the vertue of the Medicine to the parts 
principally affe&ed; and the Head moſt of al affeRed we muſt mix Cephalick 
things 3 the Reins affeRed, things Nephritical ; the Liver, Hepatical ; the Spleen, 
things Splenitick. Which as we do not wholly diſallow of, ſo we do not alwaies 
think it neceſſary, whenas the vertue-of the decoRion doth eafily of it telf pene- 
trate intothe whol body : but we muſt chiefly have a care, leaſt by the admiſtion 
of ſuch Medicines, the decoRion be rendered nauſeous and ingrateful cothe Pa- 
tient; which when he himſelf alſo conſiders, he admoniſheth rightly, that ſuch 
Medicines are more commodiouſly taken by themſelves reduced into a pouder, or 
Bolus,or ſome othec forme, than mixt wich the decoRion ; but we ſhal ſpeak here- 
after of compound decoQtions.

Alſe after that the firſt decoRion prepared the common way, is ſtrained, twelve

But others not without cauſe do here admoniſh us, that ſuch Medicines areleſs | 
effeAnal, and that many, who were newly infeted, when as they hoped for 
health by the uſe of ſuch Medicaments, by that delay and liogring and weakneſs 
of the Medicine have fallen into a moſt grievous evil : for as was ſaid, ſuch Medi- 
cines do leſs penetrate into the body, Yer towards the latter end of the Cure, 
when the evil is almoſt overcome, and 'tis only feared, that there may remain | 
ſome evil diſpoſition, and the long continued drinking of the decoRion of the Mo 
wood is nauſeous to the patient, ſuch Medicines may be uſed to conſume the re- 
liques of the diſeaſe. | 

An extra of this wood is more commodiouſly prepared, and out ofthat pills, Ay extras 
or rowles : but after the uſe of it there is need of taking ſome liquor, by whoſe of Guaja- 
vehiclethe extract may be diſtributed and carried into the whol body : nay theſe (4m. 
extracts, according to the opinion of Hercules Saxonia, have ſcarce ſo great 
irength as to overcome this diſeaſe if ic be very great and ancient, but the deco- 
Aion is deſervedly preferred befgre them. | 

Hercules Saxonia de lue Vener. cap. 27. writes that the oyl is ſtronger, and he 
thinks the whol Alexipharmacal power of the wood is placed in this Oyl, and he 
relates that he hath proved by experience, that by the benefit of this oyl; the 

reateſt and ancienteſt diſeaſe hath been overcome. Burt he pives it divers waies, 
in wafted bodies with milk, in others of a hotter temperament, with Conſerve 
of Roſes, or whey of Goats ; in Melancholly with conſerve of Burrage or Bug- | 
loſs, in Flegmatick with Conſerve of Betony, in thoſe that have knobs with Tur- »: 
pentine, and two'ſcruples fora doſe. Bur doubtleſs it was not oyl which Saxonia | 
gave, but a liquid extraRt or TinQure as they cal it. For no oyl is diſtilled from 
this wood by an Alembick : but that which is diſtilled by a rerorc, or deſcent by 
an open fire, is found to be ſuch, that it cannot conveniently be given into the bo- 
dy, nay ſcarce with ſafety. | 

I attribute moreto the ſpirit of Guajacum, the prepatatiog of which is not eve The ſpirit

There are ſome alſo who think, the leaves and fruit of this tree being reduced 
into Conſerves and EleAuaries are to be uſed, and they relate, that che Indians 
infected with this diſeaſe, do uſe them as Medicines; but though the leaves and 
fruit may do fomwhar in a light difeaſe, yer they are not ſufficient inthar which is

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great and inveterate, neither are they able ro perform what the wood 'dorh. But 
*is obſerved that the fruit of this Tree hath alſo a power vehemently to looſen the 
Belly ; and whenas a freſh and light diſeaſe is ſomrimes cured only with purges, 
*tis no wonder that the Indians may be cured by theſe purging fruirs ; eſpecial 
fiace that al Alexipharmacal vertue againſt chis diſeaſe cannot be denyed

| Extto Guajacum, that Root challengeth the firſt place in curing the Vene- 
Sarſapa- ra) diſeaſe, which ſome call Spartam Parillam, ſome Salſam Parillam ; the 
rillas Spaniards Sarſam Parillam, by reaſon of the fimilitoade which it hath with the 


plant called rough bindweed. By reaſon of its thornes *ris cailed Sarſa, (for Sar- 
fa in Spaniſh i{tgnities Bryers or Brambles) but by reaſon of its leaves, and boughs, 
Parilla, that is to ſay the thorny vine. Nay Fallopius de Morb. Galli, Cap. 63. 
is of chat opinion, that ir is truly the rough bindweed, which grows every where 
in Italy, and he writes that by the uſe of it, he hath with happy ſucceſs freed ma- 
ny from the French Pox. 'D:oſcorides alſo Lib. 4. Cap. 139, writes thus of the 
rough bindweed, its leaves and fruit being drank before, and after, are antidotes 
againſt deadly poyſons; and befides 'tis delivered that if ſomwhat of rhem pou- 
dered be given to anew born infant to drink, no poyſon ſhal afrerwards hurt it. 
But grant it beſo, that the Italian rough bindweed can do fomwhar againſt this 
diſeaſe, as alſo againſt other poyſons, yet he himſelf grants, thac there is no lighe 
difference betwixr this and the Indian, 

The native But Sarſaparilla grows in Perz, inthe hedges, as rough biadweed, the white 
place of ſar- and black Bryony, and hops doin Europe. The Root creeps far up and down 
ſaparilla. by the Earth, chat *cis oftentimes above (ix cubits long, which garbered into bun- 

dles is brought over to us» The good and freſh is white, ſolid, but chat which is 
reddiſh, and poudery when 'tis broke,is leſs effeQual. 

Its vertue as Thave ſaid is very greatalſo in curing this diſeaſe, and *is found 
by experience, that many have been cured by the uſe of it, withour Guajacum, 
and becauſe 'tis more Temperate ; and moderatly hor, and without any acrimony, 
- bitterneſs, or aſtrition, or ſmel, but hath a certain obſcure ſweetneſs, it may 

ſafely be given toal conſtitutions of body , and al Ages; beſides *tis of thin 

parts, provokes ſweat, dries eminently, retiſts putrefaRtion, waſts ſuperfluous 
humidity, ſomwhat looſneth the body, and therefore is wont in ſome ſort to 
weaken the ſtomach ; but though Guajacum be more powerful and efficacious, 
yet Sarſa in this exceeds that wood, that ic bath an eminent power to allay the 
French pains, though never ſo accute and ſtubborn, by reaſon of its exceeding 
tenuicy, penetrating and laxative vertue: and Fl. Palmarins writes, that no 
paincan Happen ſo contumacious and ſo continual, which at leygth ic doth nor lay 
aſleep and overcome, if any one uſe the decoQtion of ir for a lovg time and con- 
ſtantly. Nay 2l knotty French Tumors ſo they be not bony, in what part ſoever 
they are, are Roored on: by the uſe of it, their matter being melted and caſt forth 

' by ſweats, or at the leaſt waſted and emptyed by infenſible perſpiration: and Fal- 

lopius writes in the alleaged place, that if after the diſeaſe is overcome there re- 

main Ulcers, Clefts about the Arſehole, that Sarfaparilla will heal them ſooner 
by half than the Indian wood, and ina ſhort time alſo the moſthard knobs are 
diſcuſſed by it. Yet ſome admoniſh here, that by Guajacum indeed this diſeaſe 
may be perfectly cured, and that al things are found in Guajacumy (which are 
neceſſary for the cure of this diſeaſe, butthat farſa doth not alone, budwixt with

for the cure of the pox it was preferred before Guazacum. Which very thing cauled 
that Charles the fifth Emperour, being ſick of a moſt grievous Gout, was the firtt 
=1moſt that would maketryal of the ute of chis Root, 'upon the advice of ſome Phy- 
fitians. Bur expertence afterwards leffered that fame; and Ful. Palniarins writes 
of this buſineſs de Ice Vener. Cap. 1 4- that many to their great derrimenc have pre- 
ferred this root beforeGuajacum,and thac he hath found by experience,that alſoina 
very ftrit dier ic hach been uneffectual againſt chis diſeaſe, ofcenrimes alſo the ſto- 
mach is ſeen to become ſo moiſt with che uſe of irs decoction, and che Native heac 
oppteft, chat a greac Liencery, and crudity hath often followed in thoſe who had 
bur weak Fuell - cheic implanred hear. Beſides theſe diſcommoditries and faults, 
he writes alſo that ir doth ofcencimes cauſe fwelling of che Spleen and hardnels, ia 
thoſe that uſe ir long 3 neither doth he granr it co have extraordinary vercue againſt 
chis diſeaſe either by is whol ſubſtance or occult qualicy, when as afcer che uſe of it, 
chey who choughr themſelves wel, do dayly fal intoa rela o= of the {ame Diſeaſe. 
The ſame allo is copfirmed by Gabriel Fallopinrs Lib. de Morb., "Galli. 
Cap. 60. who writes chac he hach uſed chis Root again and again, for the Cure of 
chis Diſeaſe, bur could donothing with 1t, in the interim he writes that he hach uſed 
ic wich happy ſucceſs for che droptie, to moderate the mobility of the Humors in hot 
bteared Eyes, and in a bor diſtemper of the ſtomach and Liver. And other Phy- 
ſitians alſo agree inthis, char this Root for the Cure of che French Pox is far in feri- 
our toGuajacum and Sarſaparilla, although ic be proficable co preſerve and tre 
then the heat of our body, and cherefore for other diſealess And it by chanceany 
cne, who could noc be cured neicher by che decoCtion of Guajacum nor by che 
union of Quick-filver, bath recovered healch by rhe Decoction of China Ful. 
Palmarius thinks this is che Caufe of it, becauſe Nature rejoycing in the Variety of 
Remedies and weary of che ſtronger,at length is eaſied by choſe thac are leſs effeftual. 
Yet Gargias ab Horto, relates of che Rooc being freſh, chac ic doth foexceedingly 
hear, tha if any one ule che pure DecoRion of it, or drink it hor, by reaſon of che 
r00 great heac of the Medicine be wil fal inroexceeding bears of che liver, Eryfipilaes, 
and Phlegmons, and ocher moſt grievous Symproms.

But as I wil not diſſwade any one from the uſe of fach common Alexipharmacs 
in the cure of this Diſeaſe, whenas in other caſes it is a cuſtome, when any one 
bath drank poyſog, or any waies takenit, and knows not what je is,to give treacle 
arlf common Alezipharmaca : ſo I wil counſel no body. that he contide only in 
theſe Medicines, and negle& thoſe proper ones. And I ſee it done by very few 
Phyſitians, as being taught by experience, that this Diſeaſe cannot wholly be ex- 
tirpated without Guajacum, Sarſaparilia and the like, neicher doth it follow, that 
therefore, becauſe ſome ſick of an incurable French Pox, could not be cured by 
Guajacum wood, that we muſt place more hope in theſe Medicaments. For th 
chart could not be cured by thoſe proper Alexipharmaca, wil much leſs be cur 


by theſe common ones. 


CHAP. XXI. 
Of the Cure by Quicksſilver. 


Nd this is the chief kind of Medicine for the cure of the Venereal diſeaſe,and Of the cure 
this is the chief manner of curingit. Forthereis alſo another way of cq- , wick, 

ring the ſame Diſeaſe by quick-lilver, which was firſt brought into uſe by Chy- filver E 
rurgions and barbers,afrerwards alſo was applyed by learned Phyſitians.For when- k 
as, as was ſaid before by FFracaſtorius, certain Barbars had found out amongſt 
the Medicines of our anceſtors for the filthy ſcab joyned with the pains of the 
joynts, unguents cotnpounded of Mercury and Sulphnr, other Medicines profi- 
ting lictle, they begantouſerhem. Theuſe of which bging nor alcogether un- 
ſucceſsful, zfcerwards quick-filver was uſed in the cure of this Diſeaſe by many 
learned Phyliti2ns. | 

But though it be not my purpoſe in this place to treat of quick-filver, which the 
Chymilſts cal Mercury, but rather of the uſe of it in curing this diſeaſe, yet I ſhaſ 
admoniſh you of a few things in general. Quickſilver is reckoned amongſt the _ _ 
mettals, and *tis called Silver from its color in which it reſembles filver, but quick uick fulver 
becauſe tis alwaies moveable: and ics Nature is altogether wonderful,- which ence ſo 
many learned menadmire, and which hath tortered the wits of many Chymiſts, called. 
and deluded their pains. For though it be mortified, fixed, or what way ſoever {ts wonder- 
it oftentimes ſeems tobe changed, yet it is eaſily reduced to its former quick Na- 1#! Natrere. 
ture. Andthovugh it be reduced into the ſmalleſt bodies,and cranſmirted through 
leather, or be otheiwiſe reduced into 'atomes, and a ſtrang form, yet it retaines 
in them its whol Nature and effence, and returns to its former quick 
body. 
Natnealifts and Phyfitians differ concerning its temperament, whiles ſome hold qppopher 
itto be cold others hot.

affeRed, and polluted by this Malignity : Thirdly, Diſeaſes and Symptomes which

Their drink As concernivg theic drink, Authors alfodo not fully agree concerning that, ſome 
think nothing is to be piven for drink bur che decoction of Guazacum and Sarſapa- 
rilla, and wholly forbid wine, and think cis asmuch co be denied in chis Diſeaſe, 
as ih a pleuriſie, and are of opiniou that wine is not fo much ascobe caſted of, the 
whol courſe of the cuce ; and Fernelizs writes that wine 1s fo averſe co Guajzacum, 
as tis to Hemlock, de lue Vener. cap. 13, Bur for chis cauſe chiefly they forbid 
Wine, becauſe the body and Humors which before were aduſt, and which grow 
hot by the uſe of Guajacum, by the ute of wine are inflamed, - But indeed this rea- 
{on ſeems not ſufficient; for that Second decoction may hear as much; as wine, if it 
be chin and dilute and moderately drank : therefore rhe ſtrength is here to be conſi- 
dered, and whenas wine hath a notable agreemenc with our body, and doth ftreng- 
chenche heart and al parts, and eſpecially the ftomach, is moſt eaſily diftriſauced 
into the whol body, doch moſt {peedily nouriſh, and ſo forrifie Nature, chat it 
may the bercer be able co oppole the Diſeaſe; che uſe of it 1snot fimply co bere« 
zedted, eſpeciallly inchoſe whoare leſs hot, and have a flegmatick body ſtuft up 
with crude Humors; yer the uſe of wine isſo to be moderaced, that it do no way 
inflame the body ; bur choſe that can abftaine from wine withour any burt,ler chem 
drink that ſecond decoction made of Guajzacum and that plentifully ac meals, and 
other times, when chey are thirſty, yer they co, may ſomcrimes cake a draufc of 
wine to ſtrengthen theſtomach. Afrer the fame manner if che Cure be ordered by

Ulcers. 


As concerning the Ulcers of the Yardeſpecially, which are very common in this 
Diſeaſe, we have (poke of them in general Lib. 3. Prat. Part. yg. Cap. 11. thac of Venereal 
wemay adda litcle, che Rooc of che Yard being guarded wich a detentive Oync- re los 
ment, the Ulcer muſt be waſht with che DecoGion of Scabious, Horehound, and 
eſpecially Soape-wort, and Guazacum : afcerwards lec che Ulcer be anoinced wich 
fome convenient unguenc 3 thoſe Oyntments are chiefly proficrable, which have 
Meccury in them, enther a live, or ſublimate, or precipitare, or Cinnabar. And 
in Ulcers of the Yard, and rotcennels of che Nut, as they ſpeak Hercwles Saxonia 
writes there isno Medicine yer found out more proficable then precipicate : yer ic 
oughe notro be applied, bur where chere is a thick filch, bur in clean Ulcers cis not 
ro be uſed Euftachius Rudius Lib. 5, de Morb. occult. Cap. 19, commends wo 
Qynemencs eſpecially. The tirlt is :

Qr a Quartan, albeic thac he hath noct yer undergone many Paroxyſms or fits retur=- 
ning every i hird or Fourth day. | 

. Franciſcus India mdoed blamech thofe chat define rhe Gout by a pain, in regard 
that.negleCting the Diſeale chey define chis Malady by its Symproms. But ir 15s no 
new thing, to detine tome cerrain Atﬀects(in the which the Symprom and che Diſeaſe 
concur) by the Symproms, as more urgent, moretroubleſont and grievous unto the 
Diſeaſed parcy, and more manifeſt in themſelves, And ſo the Phrenſyis defined 
by a Delicy,. and che Pleuritie by a pain ; alchough chat there be in both places 

refent a Diſeaſe, ro wir, aw inflammation. And rierefore there are many of the 
ableft Phylicians, boch Ancient and 'lodern, who in{cribe their Tracts rouching this 
Aﬀect, of tve pain cf the Foynts. Neither again may the Gour be here alwaies fo 
firty deſned by a Tumor or fwelling, in regard that oftentimes there is no ſwelling 
evidently appearing inthe External parts, and yet nevertheleſs the pain is then 
oveater and more vetentent then when there is a ſwelling in the parc. Bur India 
himſelfis very much miſtaken and greatly erreth, whiles he definech this Malady by 
a defiux. 

And moreover, although that every Gout that happeneth about che Joynts may rhethey 
be called a pain (and in this manner chis name may be alſo attributed unto pains every pein 
that happen in disjoyntings, Conculions, or bruiſes and blows, wounds, that which of the 
is mn theFrench Pox,chat which happenech untoV irgins while cheir Courſes are flo- +6 0 be 
wing from them, or ſuch as happen untotne Hips of great Bellyed Women that are 46 59 the 
necr chetime of their Travail, or 1n general, uncoall pams whattovever that happen Gout ? 
about che Joynrs :) yer nocwithitanding,, we do not here take the word Gout in fo 
large a ſence, but m a move eminent and eſpecial manner we hece by this Name un- 
derſtand thac peculiar kinde of pain which the Germans cal Das Zipperlein, ariſmg 
from a ſudden influx of a Humor into the Joynts, infinuaring it {elf into the more 
hidden and inward parts of the Joynts, and retuining by intervals and 
Periods.

the bones : for Nature hath ſo fenced and guarded thoſe parts, and fo admirably 
ordered ic, that no ſuch thing can happen. And hence ic is that we daily lay bold 
on with our hands, and walk upon our Feet, in which there are very many Ten- 
dons, Nerves, and Membranes, and yet nevertheleſs we are nor ſenſible of any pain. 
Bur if ic be defined by a Tumor or ſwelling, then all the parts that joyn cogether the | 
Joync, and lie round abour it, may be {aid to be the ſybje& of che Gout, Bur now 
chat theſe pains are exciced more about the Joynts, then elſewhere, the Cauſe is

Of 
which chis is one moſt evident Argument, thac ſome have for many 
Months together been very weak and infirm in divers parts of their Body , 
withour any ſuch pain as the Gour bringeth along with it ; whereas if weakneſs a- 
lone would cauſeit, the infirm part ſhould perpetually be troubled, there being no 
Cefſarion at all of che Cauſe of irs weakneſs and infirmity. And now therefore, 
becauſe thac ic is not perpetually afftited,. (the Cauſe of irs imbecillicy being ſtill 
continued) we may conclude, as a thing moſt manifeſt, that there is ſomething ee 
incervening,which is the Cauſe of che breeding of this affect; and this moſt certainly 
is nothing elſe, bur that thar is redundant either in qualicy or quanticy. And yes 
notwichſtanding, rhat the inibeciNity of the parts is the neceſſacy cauſe of the ge- 
nerating of rhe Gour, (as the moſt of the ableſt Phyſicians do aſſert and determine) 
3s denied by C.rr0'zs Pio (inhis B. touching Diſeaſes from the affluence of the ſerous 
Humor, Confil.

And indeed there is no one thing thac is more offenſive and hureful unto pertons thar ace 
 eroubled with the Gout chan the drinking of Wine, as we find ic to be crue by cooumnn expe- 
rience, For chere is nothing that obtaineth more of chac Tarrarous mactcer (or call ir what 
you pleaſe.) chat is ſoapt and fic cogenerate the Gout chan Wine. 
Which matcer alchough Cas we faid a lictle before_) ic may in ſome ftronger bodies be.

and inficnm bowels, have no reaſon (after the example of other inſatiable Wine-drinkers ) - 
to indulge chemſelves any liberty in tbe drinking of Wine; buc icis far more fic tor ehem go 
abftain trom ir. And ſoon the contrary, maby bave been freed from the Gout by cheir ab=

i! from vine. Ages 
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Age, ac lengch by abftaining from Wine for five yeers only, he came to beſo freed from all 
choſe croubleſom and painful fics thacatcend rhe Gout, thae he was ever afcer (even to the 
very laſt of his old Age, and co che hour of his death) alcogerher freed from theſe pains. And 
Franciſcus Alexander (in Deſcriptione Diacorallii) writeth likewiſe that one Francis 
Pechins, a man fifty yeecs of age, and troubled with the Gout, was caſt into Priſon by a 
certain Marquels, and chece kept ewenty yeers; and that he was ever afcer this freed from 
the Gout, And Solenander alſo ( in his 5. SetF. Confil. 1.) relareth of a certain Wid- 
dow, a Spaniard born, char having omitted and lefr off che ute of Wine ( which yer not- 
wichſtanding ſhe had bur very ſparingly made uſe of after the cuſtom of her Country, and 
alwaies diluting it wich Water) fhe was never more after. that rroubled with che Gout. 
And there ace many other ſuch ike known Hiſtories of them that bave eicher been caft inro 
Pciſon, or elle have been reduced unto poverty, and fo have of meceſſity abftained from 
Wine, and thereby been freed fromthe Gour, Towit, whereas the nexe and moſt imme- 
diate Cauſe of the Gout (as we likewiſe told ye beforey 1s {ome cectain thing char hath as 
ic were the Nature of a Mineral, and this altogether untic for che nouriſhing of the body 
( ſuch like as is cobe found in' al kind of Eacths, but yer in ſome more, in ſome leſs ) che 
Vine accractech it more powerfully chan ocher Plants (and that this 1s ſo, appeareth even 
from chat Tarcar which is to be found more abundantly in the Vine than in any other Plans, 
and in thac V ines wil grow and thrive in choſe places wherein other Plants wilnat proſper, as 
not having aliment enough ; the Vines contencivg themſelves in a manner only with that ve- 
ry ſalt of the Earth) which afcerward rogether wich the W ine (although varioufly charged) 
is derived mto Mans body, and being there heaped up it affordech matcer unto che 
Gout, :

chere were ſcarcely cwo drams of Tarcas co be found, yer nevertheleſs al this maketh nothin 
againſt what we have ſaid. For choſe Wines have that Salc or Tartar ſuperficially only (as 
I may ſolay) and in a chick manner nungled cogetherc with chem; or (char I may tpeak 
wich the Chymiſts) chey have the Salt as yer fixed ; but theſe have a volatile Salc or Tarcar 
moſt exactly mingled with chem, inſomuch that chis Salc and Tartar is in a mannef made ſpi- 
ricualz wh2revupon it 1s, thar che former of theſe 1s more eaſily ſeparaced either in the Sto- 
mach, or in Che Liver, and fo 1s chruſt forth eichec by the belly wich che reft of che excre- 
ments, Orelſeic is voided by Urinez but this other being mingled wich che ſpirit of che 
Wre patllech into the very Maſs of che blood, and fo penecratech into the moſt inward pares 
of the body.

ries, and chcuſt outunto the Joynts, And theretore, whether or no Wine be apt rogene- 
race and cauſe the Gout, we are in che fiift place to Judg of this by the place where.ic prow= 
eth, and its effect ; and chen nexc of al by the ftrengch cherot, For by how much the ſtcon- 
ger Wines are, by ſo much che more exactly and ſubcilly 1s chis Sale mingled wich chem, and 
becometh more ſpiritual : like as ic appeareth in che Spiric of Wine that is Tartatizuted, 
which is more ſtrong chan the ſimple Spiric of Wine, | 
All which notwichſtanding is thus co be raken, it by reaſon of the diſtemper and weak- 
neſs of the Bowels' (as we alſo ſaid before) that which in the Wine is Excrementitious and 
Tartarous, may not be ſeparated. For if it may be ſeparated, the Wine wil then be wbol- 
ſom, and without any huccinit, Yea, andif any ſuch Wine could be had that having buc 
liccle of fach a like Tarrarcus macter in it ſhould yer ſtrengthen the weak Bowels thar do 
not wel ſeparate theſe Excrements, and ſo fhal help che Concoction ard promote the ſepara- 
tion and evacuation of che Exccements, we grant that this would prove to be not only harm- 
tefs, bur likewiſe very uſeful and profitable if moderacely drunk. And fume tel us that the 
Pucine Wine is ſuch, and therefore they commend it for the prevention of the Gout.

And this appearech if 
by nothing elſe, yet by this, That chere are fome certain Wines that donot generate the 
Gout ; and ſuch are our Gorwbergenſian Wines, and many others alſo, that here in theſe 
Regions grow in Sandy places. For albeic chele Wines be drunk for a dayly and ordinary 
drink, and chac nor cantly, but very plencifully ; yet there was never any that from hence 
contrated the Gour. Bur onthe concraty, the Moravian, Bohemian, Auſtrian, Hunga® 
rian, and likewiſe very many more Wines of other Regions, are moft apt co breed che 
Gour, Yea, and not only the Wines, buc even the Warers of ſome places, dogenerate the 
_ Gout. And ioit was relaced unto me by that eminent Phyfitian, Dn. D. Tobtas Knoblos 
Is ct1&8 hjy5that at Telaviain Moravia(where he bad przCtifed Phyſick there for fome yeers)thac 
mg oo not only the Wealchier fort of People that drank Wine, bur even the poor who hardly ever 
gexerate Caſteda Gup of Wine, were al of chem very ſubject unto the Gour, Colick, and Falling- 
tbe gout. ſickneſs, Diteaſes Epidemical in that place. 
what thus BY Owe Inquiry is to be made, What that ſhould be which maketh char certain Wines 
ys OS are apt to generate the Gour. Where we are fiſt of al co cake notice, char nothing doch 
keth tha nouriſh (touching which we have ſpoken elſwhere ) bur what proceederh from things ani- 
cercain mated, orenlivened. And cherefore al other things, as Minerals, Metals, and divers kinds 
wines «/e of Earths, are unapt to nouriſh our bodies 3 and therevpon it chey be ac any cime taken in, 
— Fo they are again to be evacuated either by the Urine, or elle by che belly ; and this if ic be not 
= _ done, they arethen by Nature thruft into che Joynts, and ſo they there generate the Gout. 
"And cherefore thoſe Vines that grow in a ſandy Earth, that is not atal fat and rank, have 
nothing thas chey may #ctract and draw untothem, beſides the Alimencacy Juyce : buc thoſe 
that grow in Clayith grounds, or any other fat Earchs, donor atcrect unto themſelves only a 
vegetable juyce,buc allo a Mineral juyce as ic were,and luch as is wholly unufeful for our dc- 
dies, which is not unficly cermed Tartar,a ſubftancegto wir, that confiſtech of a fixed and vola- 
tile Salc, and of an Earchy and almoſt Mineral mazcer 3 ſuch as not only fticketh faſt unto 
the fides of Caiks, bur is likewiſe chroughly mingled wich che ſubſtance of che Wine. And 
this is alcogether the Nature of Salce,chac they reduce ocher bodies inco the ſmalleſt Acomes, 
and chen do aflociate the Acomes untothemſelvess We may ſcean Experiment of this in 
the diſſolving of Nerals in ftcong Waters, in which tbe Metals (bodies otherwiſe thick) are 
ſouniced umothe ſalc of che Warers that diflolve them, chat they may paſs thrauph a Card 
or Paper. Andchevety ſame welikewiſe ſee in the ditlolving of Pearls, Margarites, Ccrals, 
and Crabs Eyes, which Ricking faft uno the Salc of che Vinegar, ate chrougbly mingled 
with

with che Water, and may be ſtrained through a Card ; bur being precipitated they 
will diffolve no further. Wehave likewiſe an Example hereof in Vitriol, which 
being diſfolved in Water may likewiſe be ſtrained through a Card : bur when the 
vitriul is Calcined, and che Salc drawn forth of it, there remaineth an Earth char 
15 not diflolveable by any l1quor whatſoever. And ſo in hot Baths of Warer there 
3s an Eatthy ſubſtance 1o exactly mingled cherewithal, that ic cannot poſlily be 
diſcovered by any fenfe. Eur yer when this afterwards ſhall ſtick faſt unco the 
wooden and ſtony pipes, and fhal ſubliſt aparr by ic ſelf, it is not then any further 
_ tobediſſolved in Wacer. From all which ic appeareth that the Gour is nor gener- 

 ared withour Salc ; and withour doubc the ſharpeſt and moſt extream pains in the 
Gour are from Salt : bur yer we ſay not that Salc alone, pure Salr doth this 3 fince 
that there are Wines in many Regions that have Salt alſo, and yer for all char chey 
do not generate che Gout 3 bur there concurreth moreover a matter that is Clayiſh, 
Limy, Marly, or ſome Mineral which che V ine had attracted our of the ground,toge< 
ther with che nouriſhmenc, concocted it, and mingled ic with che Alimencary matrer 
and ſo communicated it unto the Grapes 3 and hence the Wine alſo thar is prefled 
forth of the Graps receivech and receinethic. And hereupon it is that we ſee, how 
chat inche Joynts of ſuch as are croubled with the Gour there are {omtimes genera- 
red hard knobs and knots, and chat there is as it were Lime taken farth of chem 3 
which indeed is nothing elſe bur that ſame Mineral Matrer which the Salt of the 
Wine drew alotig with ic, and which at the length (as altogether unuſeful and un- 
fic for the nouriſhment of the Body) is thruſt forth unto the Joynts.

moſt parc happeneth in Generous and ſtrong Wines, and ſuch as grow inplaces hot- 
cer then ordinary. For Wines that are nor ſtrong and generous, although that even 
theſe may contain in them ſome of the {aid Tarcarous matcer : yet notwithſtanding, 
in regard that che heat of the Country was not ſo powerful that it was able Ceither 
in the Vine,or in the Grapes, )to mingle chis Tarcarous macrer with the Spiric that is 
in the Wine,it is chereupon alſo afterwards(either in the firſt, or in the ſecond Con- 
coction) more eallily ſeparated, and driven forth either by the Belly, or by Urine.

And that this is fo, weare taught by the 
experience we have even of the Hungarian Wines. For although (as experience it 
ſelf ceſtifyech ) they be moſt apc of chemſelves co generate the Gout ;z yer (as we 
rold youa lictle before) ir is obſerved in the deſtillacion of che Hungarian, and 
Rentſh W ine, thatthere was more of che Tarcarous matter colledted our of the Re- 
111ſh then our of the Hungarian.

Feafting ; and demanding whac and whoſe houſe this was, when ſhe was aniweced, chat it 
was the boule of Eiſe and Idleneſs, and that it was inhabuced by flothful Pertons thac ipeuc 
all cheic rime in Sleeping, Drinking Wine, and Feaſting, the inſtaucly enters the boule, 
ſaying, This 1s indeed the houte, ard this che Palace thac 1s tit for My 1eceprion and enter- 
tainment» And when ac any time the {aw (ollicicude and Labor dowp their buſinels betore 
che doors, ſhe pretently commands chem co beer further off, and driven quite away ; and 
chargeth char all Cares whactoever thould be baniſhed from cheiice 3 andmore eſpecially, 
Sobriety aud abſtinence, 
For Poor People and ſuch as live in che Country ace for the roft palt contented with a ve- 
cy (ſparing and plain Dyec : whereas on the contrary, the Rich delight chemſelves with all 
variery of Meats, and drink their Wine moſt commounly without any ſtine ac all; yea and Gt- 
centimes wholly addiRt and give themlelyes over £0 Gutting, Glutrony, aud excels of Wine, 
And again the Boors in the Countty are continually exercited with Labor, by che which che 
heat of che Bowels 15 fticd up and af at any rime there chiouce tobe any vicious humor it is 
immediately diſcufled ; whereas for the moſt pare the Rich do more wdulpe thenelves wm 
eaſe and idleneſs. And moreover the Rich are very {eldow ſo careful co obey the pretc ipcs 
of their Phyſicians as chey ought co be, buc they wil bave the medicanieuts prelcribed them co 
ſuic wich taeic Fancies and Palags 3 neucher wil chey coaciiiue tlic uſe of rhbem 10 lng as Is 
fitting and requiſite 3 neiber wil they have that caie aud regard wits the whol courſe of 
theic-Diet which they ought to have. 
And beſides all this, in the laſt place, the Rich do indeed make uſe of Phyſicians, but then 
they change them too ofcen 3 and very frequently commit themafelves unto Empericks, and 
othecs that are alcogecher Ignorant, or have but lictle kaowledg of the caſe how is ftanderh 
with chem ; and chefe do ofrentumes preſcribe ſuch cemedies and medicaments as by the uſe 
of which the Diſeate 1s rather more deeply and faftec cooted, than eradicated and pulled 
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plow this Diſeaſe 1s wont for the moſt part to invade and aflidt men, rather chan Women who chey 
( not thax cheſeare wholly exempted from ic, for we fiud the contrary by experience ) and b* that «re 
chis more eſpecially. berween che chirtiech and fiſciech yeer of their Age 3 co wit, be- #9 (#b- 
cauſe about that age, by reaſon of che ſharpneſs of the heat, che ſale aud Taccacous buinos /_ hs 
is rhen more heaped up 3 andthen atcec this che older they grow, the more they are aMlited 26 
with ir, by ceaſon of che weaknels of the native heac, and the imbecillity of the expultive fa- 

culty. Foc Men for the moſt parc live not ſo temperatly as Women, ſuftain greater Labors, 
are-moce addiet:d co Venery, and hurt chereby. Bur Women (on the Cconcary ) are mote 
cemperate, and beſides chey have likewiſe theic montbly Evacuations, by and wich which 

Nature 3s wone.co thrult forth cogecher with themall che vitious humors, and 1o to expel 

chem our of all parts'of the Body. Whereupou likewiſe ic is, that Hippocrates ( in che 

ſixch of his Apboriſm. Apborif. 29. ) writech, chat Women ace not croubied with che Gour, 

until afcer their Gourtes tail and leave chem, Bucche truth is, cha ic is noc alwaies to thac 

excher Women or Men chat ace above or under che aforeſaid ape, aie wioliy free trom 

this Malady z andalbeic chat Hippocrates Cinche 6, ſet. of tus Aphoriſm, Apbortfn 30. ) 

wriceth, that yong Men before che ule of Women are not at all troubled with cre Gow: 5 and 

char it is a Thing very rarely ſeen, that, Youths are hecewith affefted, yer noewnrnttandime 

its fomerimes found (oto be, and that even chele ace exoubled with it : as we may iikewiie 

fee many that ace above litcy yeers old caken oftentimes wich che Gour.

| Hors very Malady doth ſufficiently appear of it ſelf; and the ſick perſons com- 
plain of a pain about the Joynts in their Feet, Hands, Knees, and ocher parts ; 
unto which there is afterward added a ſwelling, a redneſs, and for the moſt part a 
Feaver. Andindeed, when the Gour begins tirft of all ro invade a perſon, it like- 
ly caketh him firft in the great Toe of his Foot, and that moſt commonly the lefr, 
Ando in all the other joynrs the pain moſt of all conſiſftech and ftaieth in che place 
afte&ted, wichour ſpreading any further. But 1n the Sczatica, this pain is not felc 
only in the Joynt, (by che which rhe Head of the Thigh is inſertedinto the Hip) 
bur ic is from hence by the Nerves and Membranes carried unto the very Buttocks, 
by che way where the Nerves ſpring from the Loyns, and the great bone by the 
Latin Phylirians called the Os Sacrum, or holy Bone ; and from thence the pain is 
alſo exrended unco the Calf of the Leg, and unto the Foot, according to the gui- 
dance and conduz?t of the Nerve. And in other Joynts alſo, (as lying outwardly) 
there is wour manifeſtly to appear aſwelling, and redneſs, and a great heat to be 
perceived: but now in the Sciatick painful affect theſe chings do nor ſo plainly ap- 
pear, in regard the place affeced lieth very deep, and becaule thar therein that place 
che cop of the Skin hath nor many Veins di{perted here and there in ics Ina word; 
in the Gout that which moſt eſpecially croubleth the tick perſon is the pain he 
feeleth, and an impotency in his motion 3 and upon this there follow watchings and 
reftleſneſs, a dejection of che Bodies ftrength, and other Symproms ; all which . 
Lecian in his Tragopodagra bath very elegancly deſcribed, | 

Bur now in reckoning up the figns by which the difterences of che Cauſes and 

the different Humors may be diſcerned, the moſt of Phyſitians are very long and 

rolixz and they take much pains in ceckoningup ghe figns of che Gout from the 

lood, Choler, Flegm, and Black Choler or Melancholy. Bur fince char ( as we 
cold you before) choſe Humors cannot properly be ſaid co excitethe Gour, but on- 
ly that they are either ftird up and down by that Humor that is the Cauſe of the 
Gout, or that being atcradted by the pain of the part affe&ed they flow together 
thereunto z We ſhall therefore in chis regard here 1pare our ſelves the Labor, fur- 
cher co treac of them, | 

Bur yer Nevertheleſs, if for the better ordering of the Cure the knowledg of 
che aMuenc Humor ſeem co be alcogether neceſſary apgd requiſite; ic appeareth 
from the general diſcourſe of an inflammation 3 in which we have declared whar a 
pure Phleemone is, and whar ſigns ic hath; as alſo the ſigns of Oedematoder, of Eriſy- 
pelatoder, andalſo of Schirrhoder, what ſigns theſe have; and indeed from the ſigns 
of che Humor predominant in che Body (which we have elſwhere explained) and 
likewiſe from the qualities of che {welling, and by che obſerving of chole things 
that benefic or hurc the lick perſon, it may eatily be known what humor it is thac 
flowech cogether with ir. 

And yer notwithſtanding it is here acknowledged by the more learned and able 
Phyficians, Ceven choſe who have afferced that the Gour proceedeth from divers 
humors) char there is little heed'to be given, or regard to be had unco thaſe ſigns 
that aretaken'from che Color, heat, or the like Accidents; ſince that very many 
things occur which may be the Caule,. as of the Colour, ſo likewiſe of the hear and 
coldneſs of the Member, contrary unto the Nature of the peccaut Matter. For the 
humor (as Gxainerizs ſaith) that is cherrue and proper cauſe of the Gout, abidin 
in the boccom of the Member, doth not for the molt part change the ſuperficies o 
che ſaid Member ; and ſo then the Color of the Member cannot afford us any ſign or 
token at all : but ic may poſlibly ſohappen, that a Humor abounding in the Bedy 
may by pain be ſtirred up and darwn unto the place affefted, and there ic 
may cauſe a ſwelling, and yer nevertheleſs ic may not be the Cauſe of the 
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Chap. 4. Prognoſticks. 


I. *$*He Gour for the moſt parc is a diſeaſe nor Mortal. For albeic that the ſtrength 
may be much impayred by pains, and for want of relt,(infomuch char the tick 


perſons may at lengrh be forced co take their Beds) yec this is nor done, bur in a the gout. 


long time. And we fee thar fuch as are croubled wich the Touc do ofcentimes live 
long, andattainuntooldage ; to wit, for rhis Cauſe, that Nature by certain inter« 
vals thrufteth forthuntro the Joyurs chole vicious Humors from which other more 
dangerous Diſeaſes might have been generacedz and 1o by this means freeth che 
principal parts from vicious Humors. 

' TL. if yer notwichſtanding there happen any dangerous inflammations, or per- 
nitious Feavers, or that Nature fayl and he under the burthen, fo that ic can no 
lotiper expel the vicious Humors, the Patients lite may then be much endangered. 
And if any iuch daugerous Symprom be Joyned cogerher with the vehemenr pain of 
che Joyncs (as tluppule, a Delry, che crembling of che heart, difficulty of brea- 
thing, cold ſweats, anda weak pulle) itis then a tign thac the fick perſon will die che 
very ſame day, or the day following. 

I LI. Bur alchough che Gour be for che moſt part a Diſeaſe not Mortal, yet never- 
theleſs ic is very hard to cure and it is commonly accounted the ſhame and diſgrace 
of Phylitians. For albei: (ifthe Diteale be new) ic may be cured wichour nach 
difficuity : yet neverthelets, if it be long delaied, and char it ofcen invade the Par- 
ty, ic may be more dithcuic co cure, m regard that rhe ſoyncs, yea and the very 
Bowels are weakened by the pains, and rettleſneſs, and likewiſe by che afflux of 
the Humors. Andthe lick pecſons are themſelves oftentimes the Cauſe thar this 
Diſeaſe cakech tuch deep Root in chem, 1teeing they do not oppole and wichſtand 
the Diſcaleacus tirft invalion; yea aud oftentimes chey conceal itz and ſome there 
are that will pretend other Cautes of theic Diſeaſe, as loath to acknowledg ic to be 
che Gour, 

But now this Diſeaſe proveth afrerward very hard to cure, borh in recard of the 
many errors in Diet (from which the tick pertons wil nor be perſwaded to abſtain) 
and oftentimes allo through cheunskilfulneſs of the Phyſrians ; who are either Is- 
noranc of che true caule of che Diteaſe, or elſe they adminiſter Medicaments that are 
very unfir and improper, by which chey do rather weaken the Joynts and the 
Bowels chen any waies ſtrengthen them. But yet nevertheleſs, inthe mean crime. the 
Gout is not a Diteale char 1n1c ſelf is altogether impoſſible co be cured ; and this we 
ace taught by che examples of many chat have been freed from the Gout ; of which 
more anonin the Tenih Rreſtion. 

I V. Whoſoever they be chat being thus affeted are grown in ave, or have got 
ren about their ſoynts Culloys and hard knobs bunching forch 5 or thar live an 
anxions and careful iife z or have a dry and cofttve belly; rhete can none of them 
be cured by the Arc of Man, or any human means, fo far as | could ever yer find. 
Hippocrates 10 the Sccond of his Predittons. 

V. if inthe Gour there happen co be a looſening of the Toynt, it is chen very 
dithcult in che curing, or indecedalrogether incurable. For although the ſoynt may 
poſltibly beter back aga+n 'n ics proper place, yet nevertheletls becaufe that the 
Ligaments of the Joynts are made more locle, a perfect Cure is ſcarcely to be ex- 
pected, Andif likewiſe mn the lootning that followeth upon the Gout the Cavity 
of che [oyiit be jriled up with a hard knotty marcer, the Diieale 15 then altogecher 
incureable ; for the Joy cannoc be pur back azain before chat Tophaceous matter 
be raken away z and chis will hardly ever be removed. 

V 1, Among all che feveral kinds of the Gout, the Scratrc;, pain 1s of all others 
cho mott grievous, not only in regard of the greatnets cf che pain it telft, bur by 
reaſon allo of the grievoutnets of che Symproms char tollow thereupon. For b 
reaton of the moſt grievous pain it cauſech watching and a reitlefneſs, kindleth fea- 
vers; and fomcimes a lovining of the Joynr happeneth, upon which chere tollowerh 
a lainenc(s and a waſting away of the whole Leg and Thigh. For if at any time a 
Toy ut fal our of 1ts place, by reafon of the mulacude of the affluent Humors, there 
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is then a Neceſlicy that an halting and lameneſs muſt follow upon ir.. Bur becauſe 
that the bone being fallen our of irs proper place prefſeth rogether the Muſcles, 
Veins, and Arteries, the Aliment and Spirits cannot 'poſiibly flow into the lower 
parts, whereupon there followeth a waſting and Conſumption of them. 

V LI. But alchough this Sczatick pain be of all others the moſt vehemenr, yer 
notwirhſtanding, ic doth inthe beginning more eaſily admit ofa Cure then any of 
rhe other kinds of the Gour, in regard that che ſtrength and Virtue of the Medica- 
ments may more eaſily penetrate untothe Veſſels, (by which the Humor flowech 
into the Hip) chenunto the extream Joynts 3 and {o likewiſe the Humor that flow- 
eth unco them may the more ealily be evacuated. Bur if the Humor be once flown 
in, ſo that it hath inſinuared it ſelf into the Hip,ic is then very hard co be cured ; be= 
cauſe that the Diſcuſſivg Remedies by reaſon of the fleſh lying upon the Joynt can- 
not penetrate whither they ought ro go. | 

VILE. They that raving been long infeſted with the pain in their Hips bave the Hip 
falling fortb of its place, and again returning and falling into its place, theſe have ſnot- 
ty Excrements following thereupon, ( as Hippocrates telleth us in the 1ixth Seftion of 
his Apboriſm. Aphoriſ. 59 ) theſe Mucous and ſnottry Excrements having their origi- 
nal from the weak heat of che Nervous parts. | 

I X. They that having been long 1nfeſted with the pain of the Hips bave the Hip fal- 
ling out of Foynt, theſe have their Thigh waſting, and they become Iame, unleſs they be 
bxrnt: ax Hippocrates tells us in the ſame place, Apboriſm. 60. The Thigh indeed 
conſumech and waſteth away, becauſe ir is bur ill nourjſhzd, by Reaton of the 
weakneſs of the Native hear from the long continued afflux of the V itious Humors ; 
and becaule that the Veins and Arteries are moved out of their places, and prefled 
rogether, ſo thac they cannot rightly bring the aliment unto rhe Thigh. Buc then, 
they become lame, and halc.. becauſe chat rhe Thigh for want of nouriſhment is.de- 
ſticute of ſtrengrh, and by Reaſon of the Luxation or GisJoynting 1s become ſhorter 
chen before, and chat by means of the looſneſs of the Ligaments the Thigh bone is 
not faſt and firm. | ; 

X. Thoſeunto whom the Gour is heredicary are ſcarcely ever wholly freed theres 
from; and ifchey deſire ſo to be, they have need ro obſerve a'far more exadt kind. 
of-Diet and a more accurate ule of Medicaments, chen do others that are either nor 


troubled ac all with this affe&; or if they be, the grief deſcends not to them from 


cheir Parents, or any of their Anceſtours. 2 
X I. If the Varices happen unto ſuchas are troubled with che Gout, the Gout 


chen ceaſeth, ( as Avicen tels us, becauſe thac the Humors that were accuſta- 
med to flow unto the Joynts are now derivedunto the exterior parts of the 
Thigh. 

X1 IT. If the Gout that was wont to keep its certain Periods ceaſe and return no 
more, it proveth co be che Cauſe of moſt grievous and deadly Diſeaſes, unleſs the 
matter be drawn forth by way of prevention, which is moſt difticulc ro be done. 
For the matter that Nacuce was wont to thruſt into the joynts, if by Reaſon of the 
weaknes of Nature it can be now no longer expelled, either it fticketh about che 
Bowels, and principal parts or elfe being tranimirted unto the Lungs, Inteſtines, 
or other parts, it there excitech moſt grievous Evils. 

X11. As for what concerns the very Paroxyſm ic ſelf, touching this Hippocrates 
wriceth in his ſixth Sect. and 49. Aphoriſ. They that are troubled (faith he) with the 
Diſeaſe of the Gout, theſe may in fourty dates be cured of thetr fits, by removing the in- 
flammation ; provided that (as Galen adds in bis Comment. ) The Phy litian tail no- 
thing in the Cure, and chat the Patients be obedient unto his preſcriptions. For 
fleeing that che Humors 1n the Gour are diſperſed by the Ligaments, Membrans, and 
Nerves. and thar cheſe parts are more thick, and more cold then the fleſhy parts, ic 
is therefore no wonder at all, thar thereis a longer time for the diſcuſſion of the 
Humor required in theſe parts, then in the fleſhy parts. But yer this Aphoriſm is 
here only co be Gideritood of the laſt and very utrmoftrerm ; ſeeing that experience 
reſtifieth, that many have been Cured of the Gouc within fewer then fourty daies. 
For in ſome the fits of rhe Gour are more moderate, and ſhorter, and ſomay be 

anade co ceaſe 1n a ſhorter time : but in others they are more ſharp, and of longer 
continuance; and therefore require the longer time. And ſome there are thac 
refer the cauſe unto the Humors ;z and tholete]} us for a truth, thatthe Gour which 

 proceedeth

X i V. The more, and the more frequent the Symproms are thar follow upon 
the Gout, the harder is the Diſeaſe ro be cured. For ſomtimes by Reaſon of che 
moſt ſharp and vebement pain, the flick pertous do unſeaſonably defire repelling 
and ſtupefying Medicaments z which drive back the Humor thar was flowing unto 
the Joynrs unto the more noble parts: and from hence it happeneth, chat che fick 
pertons fall inco che affects of the Hearc by Reaſon of irs being ſtreighrned z into 
Faintiugs, and Swounding fits, or other miſchievous Diſeaſes : yea and they may 
be caft into great peril of their lives z and then the only hope they have of eſcape 
lieth in this; ro wit, that che aforeſaid Humors (if it poſiibly may be) be again 
driven back unto che joynts. 

X V. Now there are four manner of waies to difſolve and cure the Gour. For py, p,; 
firſt of all (and more frequently) the matcer is reſolved, and indeed all of ir, ſo of d:fv/- 
that there are not left fo much as any footſteps thereof remayning or ( as for the ving the 
molt parc hnothing bur che very figns and footſteps of ic are left behind : And Second- Gout. 
ly (buc chis is more rare) the matter is changed into a ſubſtance very like unto Ps. 

For a rue and penuine Pyz it 1s not 3, bur a certain Santes, or thin Ichorous Ex- 
cremenc, {weateth back and Eateth its way thruugh borh che Fleſh and che 
Skin. 

But now why the Gout cometh ſo ſeldom unto a ſuppuration, is well worthy why the 
our conſideration, and enquity. Someare of this Qpinion, thar ir is therefore be- Goxt& 0 
cauſe thac the jcynts are removed from the Fountain of hear, and have not in them 79% ſup- 
ſo much hear as 1s requilite for a ſuppuration. Bur that this is not thetrue cauſe; purated 7 
appeareth by this, thar ſometimes there ariſeth an inflammation in the ends of the 
Fingers, which yet nevertheleſs cometh unto a ſuppuration. And therefore a more 
crue cauſe feemeth ro be this, to wit, the Nature of this very Humor it ſelf (as be- 
ing Salc, and wheyiſh) which1s nor co be changed into Pys ; but it is either inward- 
ly diſſipated or if any of ic be lefr remaining, ir groweth and hardneth into knots 
and knobs, The Third way and manner is, when by Reaſon cf the weakneſs of the 

lace, the matter ſticking over long in the part affected, is at length rurned inco a 
ve or knob. And of ſuch a Gout as this it 15 that Galen writeth (in his 10.B. of the 
Compoſit. of Medicam. according tothe place,and 2. Chapt. after that the Calli are once 
produced, C{aith he) there xx no further hope or expetation, tbat the Foynt ſhould ever 
axatt#'y return unto its priſtine Gonfhitution. And of this the Poer, Tollere Nodoſan 
neſcit, G&'c. 

That Pbyſick worketh rare effetÞs, ther's none can doabt, 
And yet 1t knows not bow to Cure the knotty Gout. 


The Fourth manner is, when the Humor is cransferred, and carried uno ſome 
other place, and (as it ſomrimes happeneth) unto the more noble Members, to wit, 
the Lungs, the Hearr, che Brain; and chis of all other che changes is the worſt, and 
by realon whereof the lick perſons die, unleſs the matrer be drawn back again 
unto he joyiits z and ſonrimes the Humor is cranflaced unco che more }gnoble |

The indi. Q19ce that the perfect Cure of gags at affects doth chiefly confift in the 
cation: & kJ Caking away of the Caules, and that the Authors (as we told youbefore) differ 
Care of the among themfelves as rouching the Caules of the Gour, itis therefore no wonder, 
Goxt: rhatchere is to greac a ditcord among ther abcur the Cure, ſome ps. one 
way, and iome another, for the Curing of this Diſeate. Which difference and 
variety of opinions, (as we have ſomrimes already told you) hath not been the 
leaſt {bur indeed the greateſt) cauſe why fo few of thoſe troubled with the Gour 
have bitherco beer cured thereot 3 each Phy fician here ſetting himſelf to oppoſe 
that as anenemy Which he hath ofren to himſelf fancied fo ro be, andinthe mean 
#by {6 few Time al ogeiner neglecting that which 1s indeed thetrue enemy. Andthis evident- 
bave been ly appearech irom the Confilia or advilings of Phyfitians one withthe other (which 
wag % have likewiſe ben in che behalf of perſons of thegreateſt worth and quality) in the 
eve moſt of which Copinions being asked, and reſolves ſent from one to the other) the 
whole reſulc of che buſineſs for the moſt part came to this, that the Cure was chiefly 
co be direted ro the head, as the commapding Member ; and unto the Joynts, as 
che recipient Member. And ſo the authority of Ferneliys alone (a Phyſitian other- 
wiſe of great learning and experience) hath drawn very many into the ſame error 
with him, and kept chem from ſearching afrer the rruth 3 and hath likewiſe cauſed 
that many lick of this grief have raken ſach Phyſick, and ſeveral ſorts of Medica- 
ments that were very unfic, and alcogether improper for them. We therefore 
(leaving unco every man his Judgnent and Opinion) inſiſting upon thoſe Funda- 
mentals which we have above propounded, will here briefly declare our Opinion 
as touching the way and Method of Curing the Diſeaſe we are now treating 
of. | 
The Cre Now the Cure ſo called in general conliſteth in two things : the former whereof 
of the gout is, that the preſent Paroxyſm(wherher Pain, Swelling, Impediment of the wocion, 
andall other things that are wont co be troubleſom unto ſuch as are aſlifted with 
the Gout) be tak:n away. And the other is, that a courſe be taken to prevent the 
return of the Paroxyſm being once removed. 

And in the ficft place indeed, for the manner of Curing theGour that is prefent,there 
ace three chings eſpecially, which (in the Paroxyiſm) the Patient dehirech a ſpeedy 
removal of, vis. the Pain, wha, x and the Impediment of his motion. And 
now ſeeing that all cheſe three have their original from a preternatural Humor fal- 
len in:o the joyur, the total removing of the Paroxyſm confiſteth in this, that the 
influx of che Humor be withſtood, and that the Humor already fallen in be caken 
away. Forchat Humor being removed, there followeth both a ceſſation of che 
Fain, anda vaniſhing of the ſwelling, and the motion of the parc again returneth. 
Bur yer nevertheleſs, in regard that the pain doth ofcentimes fo excreamly excrus 
ciare and Torture che ſick Perſon, that he cannot well bear it (until che Humor the 
Cauſe thereof be raken away) the pain is therefore ſomrimes firft of all to be mo- 
deraied, yea even before the Cauſe be wholly removed. And ſo then the whole 
Cure of the Gour aMicting the ſick Perſon conliſterh in the taking away of the Cauſe, 
and che mitigation of the pain. | 

As for the firſt of theſe, ſeeing that the flux caketh irs beginning from the motion 
and boy ling as it were of the blood and Humors in che Veins, that motion and boy- 
Ing of che Humors is firſt of all co be ftoprt; and rhe Humors that with violence 
ruſh unto the partaffe&ed are nor only co be turned another way, but they are at 
ſoco þe wholly evacuated, andempried forth our of the Body ; for unleſs _ be 
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done, Che pain wil be buc che more exaſperated, And atterwards che bunior thet hatch 
flown 1n 1s to be diicufled and (cattered. And becaule thac pain 15 the clung that chiefly 
grieveth the {rck Pecton, thus 1s ftomcimes alſo co be mitigated even betore the Gaule be caken 
away. 

Ao checefore itany Cauſe, eicherexterna] (cowir, thediſtemper of che Ambient Air ) 
or the chickneſs of the budy ſhal have given che occaſion, uc 1s torthwith to be removed, yea 
and alſo co be corrected aicec a quite contrary mannee.

ny it 3 then in this cafe ( it che Patients ſtrength wil beac it) Bloodletting is co be inftifured, 
char fo the afflux unto :he parc affected may be diminifhed,and chat that tomenceth & addeth 
tewel unto che apptoaching Feavec may be wichdrawn, and yet notwithſtanding fo thar there 
be not coo great a quaillity of che Blood evacuated. Bur if there ſhal be no danger ac al threat- 
ned by the aboundiog of che Blood, or chac alſoa tlegmatick humor aboundech, Veneſe&ion 
1s 18 this caſe rather huicful chan any waies ujeſu] ard profitable, in regard thac chenby the 
EVacuacion of che Blood the Spirits may be diſſipated and the Native heat wafted 3 whereupon 
che heat in che parc affected may be fo weakned, that irmay not be able ro overcome the 
humors in che part att:&ed, and ſo eatily to fcatter them; and hence ic is char the Parients 
are longer ece they can recover their ſtrength and health : yea and ſomumes alſo there are 
by chis means hard knobs and knots generated inthe Joynts. And ifall or moft part of the 
Joynts be affeRed, thenthe balilique Vein C either in the right or left Arm) is to be ope- 
ned, Bur it one only Joynt be affected, then che oppofite Vein is to be opened. As for ex= 
ample, if the Joynts1n che right Arm be affected, che Vein in the letc Arm 1s to be opened : 
and fo on the concrary. It che cighe Foot be rcoubled with this grief, chen che Vein of che 
righc Arm is co be opened if the left Foot, then tbe Vein in the Arm is co be opened on the 
ſame fide, For this is more commodious, than co open the Vein in the Foot of the oppo- 
fice fide; for by that former Veneſection che iluent bumors are drawn back ; whereas by chis 
lacter chey ace only derived unco {ome other part, And the like is co be done it the pain be 
in che Hip, 

Veneſection ia che Arm (in the Sciatica pain ) being premiſed for derivation, a Vein 
may afterwards very fiily be opened in the Ham, or neec unto the interior Anckle 
( or allo che exceiuor) inthe Vein there appearing, which ( by reaſon of the great benefit 
it bringeth unto the ſick Perſon, if it be then, and chat in due time opened) they cal the If+ 
cbiadich, ox Sciaftck Vein, which ( and chart very ofcen ) alonecureth this Aﬀectt. Bur yec 
{or the moft part ic is opened in the pained Thigh z although that Platerys writerh, chat 
upon the opening ofa Veinalio in the ſound and unpained Thigh very great benefit hath 
eas thereupon, and that all che pain hath theceby been ſuddenly and unexpectedly tas 

en away. | 

Bur in regard of the urgency of the Malady, and chat the Flux cometh very ſpeedily, ther- 
fore even forchwith ( if there be occaſion ) Veneſection is co be inftiturted, and as much of 
che Blood as 1s need{ul ( if the ftcength of the Patient wil bear ic ) to be caken forth as once 
opening of the Vein. Bur itche Patients ſtcength wil nor bear nor allow of a more large 
evacuation of the Blocd all at once z, chen at ſeveral cimes, and by intervals ſo much of rhe 
Blood is ro be drawn forth as may aniwer unto the Bodies fulneſs thereof, Inftead of this Cupping? 
Veneſedion Cupping-glaſſes may alſobe applied, which are want co be affixed Cin the 2/«/e5,00d 
very licſt beginning of che Pains ) unco the ſound oppoſite part with Scarificacion. Ando Leeches: 
Mkewiſe Leeches applied m che accuſtomed places for the Hemorrhoids bring ſome kind of 
berefic ugothe fick Perſon by their drawing forth the Blood, 


Purgation. 


Thele Revullions by che Evacuation of the Blood being chus made, purging is chen next Purgacie®; 
ot all robe appointed unto the Pacient 3 touching which although there be ſome char chink 
otherwiſe (as we ſhalafcerwards further ſhew you inthe 11. Queſtion) yer for the moſt 
Parc ic is very firly and ſucceſsfully adminiftred, Bux ir is inftantly to be ordained (even 
in the very beginning of the pains, or ur Ia be, when they are {uſpected as nigh 
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at hand) before ſuch time a2 by che ſaid paine, as alſo by c<ftlefſneſy and wanr of fleep ; or by 
che augmentation of the Feaver the ſtrength be coo much impaired ;z neither need we here to 
expe any Concoction, or ule apy preparation before ; which moft of che Phyſicians of for-. 
mer Apes were wont todo, who fictt of all madeule of Lenarives, andchen Secondly, Pre- 
pararives { of Digeſtives as they calchem_) for ſome certain daies; and Laſtly, of Purgers 
that draw the bumors from che Joynes. For even Then when the bumors have already bes 
fore been in theic motion, andare become thin, and thar Nacuxe ber ſelf endeayoreth the ſe- 
paration of them, as burthenſome co her, from che good Blood, (and that there is cauſe co 
fear left that, as we ſaid before, ere ever any ſuch things as theſe can be done and finiſhed 
the humors may cuth unto rhe Joynts, and that by pain ard want of reft the ftrength be coo 
much dejected, and chat a Feaver following chereupor forbid a Purpation ) even then the 
Purcgation is forthwith co be infticured. And che exhibicon of one only Purge doth for the 
moſt part leſs bure and offend the ftomack than thoſe 1o often repeated digeftive Potions, 
which ceſolve and weaken the Scomack, fothat the Crudities being afrerwards augmenced, 
chere is cauſed a greater allux of kumors uncothe Joynts. 


Altering Medicaments. 


Alterers, Yet nevertheleſs, if che humors be over-hor and ſharp, they may be atcempered by Rroths 
alcered by Cichory, Endive, Sow: hiftle, Purſlane, Sorrel, and Medicaments made out of 
thele : neicher are we to omit the adminiftring of the Conſerve of Roles with che ſpecies 
Diatrion ſantalon, it being of ſingular uſe i che alcering of the humorss As, 

T ake Conſerve of Roſes three ounces, Spec. Diatrion ſante one dram, Red Cora) one 
ſcruple, and with the Syrup of Pomegranates make an Eletuary, Oc, 

Take Margarites prepared one dram, Red Coral prepared, and all the Sanders, of 
each one dram and balf, Red Roſes one dram, the Bone takgn out of the Stages beart 
ens Scruple, and make a Pouder, Orelſe with Sugar diſſolved in Roje Water make little 
oiis, | 

BUT now as touching Purgation, we are to adviſe you in theſe two things eſpecially, Firſt, 
that @ fic time be mae choyce of (as we gave notice before_) ard that the Purgation be nor 
tov long deferred. For 1f already the whol humor be flown in untqthe Joynts, it 18 eafily 
calied back, And therefore, that che humor which 15 now ready to flow into the Joynts may 
be :acved uno ihe kelly and by it be evacuated preſen:ly 1o the very beginning of the Pa» 
roxyito (yea 22d alto 15 109% as ever we do buc (ulpect ito be nigh at baud ) che Purgarion 
35 co be ocdaine%, and adrnnificed; for by this means the humor that is now flowing, and 
chat which was aiter to flow, 15evacuated by convenient places, and hiadred that it ruth not 
cothe parc affected, «1:6 che encreate of tbe pain and (welling 1s hereby prevented 3 and ſo 
that which bach alceady flown in unto che part attected is eafily diflolved And experi- 
ence it ſelf teftifieth chac this k1ad of Cure hath profired very many. And fo Petrus Bayrus 
wricech of himſelf, chat be himſelt being by tour men carried co the Cloſe Scool, ater that he 
had four times eaſed his Belly ( having before taken his own Caryocoſtin. Eletuary Y he 
was freed from all his pains z and chat he could then go without help from any other, 

And then Secondly, Ic is co be conſidered, by what Medicaments the Purgation is to be 
infticuted and begun. Some gbink thac we ought co abftain from che ftrongec ſort of Medi- 
caments, and comakeufe only of thofe chat are more mild and gentle (Cor of the ftropper in 
the ſmalleſt quancity ) becauſe chaca ſtrong purge may draw ſtore of humors fromthe more 
zpnoble and external parts unto the more noble 3 and fo it may ſomrimes happen that ſome 
of theſe ſick Perſons may by a vebement and ſtrong Purge fall into bucning Feavery, as alfo 
Feavers Malignant and Mortal, Which as we willingly grant, and chink that the bu- 
mors that were hotbefore are not by vehemenc Purgers to be more inflamed ; and that the 
motion of Nacure 3s not altogether to be diſturbed: fo alſo on the other hand we con- 
ceive that preac care ought to be raken, that the humors be not only fticced and moved up and 
down in che Veins, and not wholly drawn forth, and ſufficiently evacuated, Which when 
at happeneth, chey afterwards rufh with a greater violence unto the parc affected, as un:o the 
which they ate withal attracted by the pain. And cherefore in the beginning of te Paro- 
xy{m, or when itisnigh ac hand, we ought co make choyce of Medicamentss tha: are ſorawhac 
fironger than ordinary ; and yet notwithſtanding ſuch as do no way oftend the Scomack. 
For ( as we ſaid before ) it we make uſe of choſe chat are coo gentle and wezk in their opera- 
£0, the humors are then only moved up and down in the Bod , and nothing wored ipea- 
king of 1s eyacuated z whereupon chere is afcerward a greater Gontlux unto che pars affe A d.

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Bur now, that during the purgation there may beno Conflux unto the part a FeG- 
ed, andthac the Humor being moved by che Purgacion may nor ruſh uno the part 
affected, chis we oughc carefully co prevent; and it is done by placing the parr 

» affectcdina higher place in the Bed, uncil che Purgation ſhall be fully 6:%ed - Or 
(whichis the more ure and certain way) by impoling a defenſive Medicamciar (at- 
tec the adminiſteing of che purge) upon che head of the part affected. As for ex- 
ample, if the pain be in che Hand, che defentive is to be placed upon che Shoulder ; 
and this may be made and provided of the Flowers of Hoſes, Pom granats jlowers, 
Roots of Biſtort, Tormentill, the greater Conſound, the Binds of Pomeorainates, *ole- 
Armenick,, mingled with the whit? of an Bgg, and Þoſe water, or Vinegar, Aidrier 
chis Cataplaſm being dried, and fo made hard, may not excite Pains, aud thurcb:; 
fuccher provoke the flux, a licle of the Counteſſes Vnguent, or of the Oyl of Rojo 
Ompbacine, is to be added thereto. Or el{z inftead of the Cataplatm, a ſwatie 
that is long enough may be wer in pole (in which Oak-mots, Red Routes, or uther 
Aftringents even now mentioned have been boyled ) and drawn over the Upper 
Part ; as for inſtance, (in the Gout of the Feet) upon the parc above the Knees. And 
thoſe Defenfives are co be continued ſo long as the Purgarion laſteth, yea for the 
whole day, as we ſee occalion, 

Buc now we cannot in general define, with what kind of Medicaments this PuUr- 
gation is to be formed in regard of the greac variety there is in Bodies, For al- 
though the Humor (the nigheſt cauſe uf the Gour) be whey iſh, Salc,and Tartarous ; 

yet nevertheleſs this very Humor is in divers Bodies confticuted afcer a differenc 
manner z and hurrieth along with ic other Humors alſo that abound in the Body, 

Yea and in one and the ſame Body the ſame Medicaments are not alwaies fit and 

proper, becaute that che ſtare of che Body is notevermore one and the ſame. And 

therefore the Phylitiau ought co be prefent wich the Patient, when he preſcribeth 
luck like Remedies, 

Now for the Evacuating of Serous Humors, and Cholerick Tchores, ſuch as theſe 
following ought to be provided, wiz, Syr. of Roſes lolutive, de Spina Cervina, (com- 
monly called th: Domeſhick Syrup) Manna, Mechoacan, Sene, the Seeds of wild Saffron, 
and che compounds from ay of theſe ; as allo Etettuar. Diacatbolic. Tripbera Per- 
fica, de Succo Roſarum. And fo likewilc in the ſtronger kind of Medicaments, 
thoſe are of ſpecial uſe that are mage of Hermodatilesr z and among them the Cary- 
ocoſtine Ele.ary of Bayrus; of which we ſhal anon make further mention, when 
we come to ſpeak of the Prejervation from the Cour. Or, 

Take The Choyceſt Turbith, and Hermodatiil's, of each three drams, Diagridium 
one dram and balf, Ginger and *Maſtick, of each a drams Sugar fix drams; make a 
Pouder bereof; the Doſe whereof is one dram, or a dram and half, with fleſh 
broth. 

Or, Elſe let the Patient make uſc of the Pills of Baſes, which Cas he writeth in 

his 9. B. to Manſor. Chap. go.) will prelently make and enable thoſe that keep 

their Beds to Rite, fticand walk up and down; and they areinthis manner to be 

Compounded. 

Take Aloes one dram, Scammcny half a balf peny weight, red Roſes a double quan- 
tity to the former, Hermodat. balf a dram. Make pills thereof, and give chem all 
at once, and yet not withour regard unto the ſtrength of the Patienc. 

But now, although the ſerous or wheyith Humor be the nigheft cauſe of che 
Gour 3 yet notwithſtanding becauſe that chis Humor doth alſo violently carry 
along With it other vitious Humors in the Body ( and eſpecially when the pain 
cometh) the Phyſician therefore ought co be preſent wich the Patient, when he 1s co 

reſcribe ſuch various purging Medicaments for the preſent occaſion of che ſick 


erſo1. 
Pomitories. 


A Vomit is likewiſe yery uſeful in ſuch as are accuſtomed thereuntro ;z and ſeeing Pants 
that it may Evacuate the Humor by a ſhorter way, Cchere is no ſuch cauſe co fear the : 
ruſhing of the Humors unto the parc affected. 

And yet notwithſtanding we dare nor here give ſuch _— Vomicories that may 


evacuate the Humors out of che very Veins ; bur it will be tutftcienc 3t ſuch be ad- 
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| The Indications and Cure, Chap. 5. 
miniſtred that do evacuate the firſt waies and the parts neer unto the Scomach.For if 
there be many vitious Humors reliding about the Stomach, Spleen, and the hollow 
of the Liver, and in the places neer thereuntco, ic may very eaſily come to paſs, chat 
theſe Humors being ſtird up and down throughout the whole Body, they may boch 
penetrate unto che Veins, and ruth unto the part afﬀfeed. And purges may be like- 
wiſe appointed unto the fick perſon after his vomiting 3 yea and it one purgation 
will not ſervethe turn, it is again a Second time to be repeated. Franciſcus India 
(in his 2 B.ofthe Goxt, and the Third Chapt.) doth here wonderfully excola V a- 
witory thar he meketh of Bztchers Broom, a lutiicient quantity of the pouder there 
of, given with the deffilled Water of unripe Oranges a littte warm; which (as he 
wriiterh) can with ſpecial benefic unco the lick perton Evacuate both the Choler and 
the Flegm, not only upwards, bur downwards alſo, 


Srdorificks, or Sweaters. 


Tic Body being ſufficiently purged, we areto endeavour that ſweat may be pro- 
veked, exher of irs own accord, or elſe by adminiſtrinp of Medicamentcs : For (as 
Craio wiiterh iruly, in his 24. Conſe. ) if the {weat beatall deteined within, and 
hindered from coming forth, (eſpecially if che Patient hath becn accuſtomed there- 
unto) Ic will not be longere a fic of the Gout come : yea and withour all doubr, the 
Paroxyim will be much augmented and provoked, if in ic the ſweat be dereined, 
and if che remeainders of the wheyiſh Humor in the Veins be nor diſcufled and 
Scattered; and on the contrary, the Paroxyim wil be the ſhorter, if the Serzm or 
W hey be by ſweat diſperſed. Bur fince that in the firſt invation of the Geut there 
iSas it were a certain kind of boyling of the Humors, and that for the moſt parc 


Sweaters there is likewiſe preſent a Feaver, in this regard hot ſweaters (tuch as are Treacle, 


of what 
kind they 
muſt be.

Mithridate, and the like) are here ſcarcely fit and convenient, becaule that by them 
the Humors may be the more inflamed. Bur yer Harts-born (either crude, or 
prepared without any burning) may be very fitly exhibiced, either alone, or with 
the Water of Carduws Benedittus. And fo likewiſe Diaphoretick, Antimony is very 
uſeful. Bur if che Conſt icucion of che Body, and the diſpoſition of the Humors wil 
bear it, the Decodtion of Saſſaupbraſs, or Sarſaparilla, or Chyna, may be adminiſt- 
red; which yec nevercheleſs we oughc to cemperwith Syccory, Endive,Sowthiſtle,and 
Dandelion or Lions Tooth. Bur yer al thoſe things that are uſeful in the Paroxyſms, 
for the diſcuſling of the Humors eicher ſenlibly or infenfibly, they have nor all of 
them their place here in the Cure. And ſo likewiſe the DecoCtion of the greater Dock, 
or Burr {in regard that ic curteth, diſcufſech, moveth {ſwears and Urins ) is very 
uſeftl ; and Forreftws relateth-that Vaſtellins, a Penſtoner at Mechlin, when he was 


forced to keep his Bed by reaſon of che pains of his Joynts Cinfomuch thar he was 


not able ro move or ſtif any one Member) he drank warm Beer in the which there 
had been boyled the Root of the greater Dock 3 which having drunk up, (when he 
could not be cured by any -otherc remedies of che Phyſicians ) he made a great 
deal of white Water, ( his Urine being like Milk) and ſo was freed from all his

Take Sarſaparilla, one owunce, Saſſafras Wood balf an ounce, the Root of the Clowe 
Tree one ounce; Citrine Saunders two drams; Infuſle all in three pints of Water, for 
rwenty four hours, and afcerward boylthe ſame; and pive of this Decoftion one 
draught in the morning, either alone, or elſe with Harts horn.

The Body being thus in a due manner evacuated, andthe Antecedent cauſe (that 
would have augmented the Dileaſe ) being once taken away, we then come to the 
very moderating of the pain, andthetaking away of the Conteining Cauſe of the 
pain and ſwelling, and ſounto the Topicks, Bur if Topicks ſhall preſently be ad- 
miniſtred, before thoſe Univerſal and General Remedies ſhall have been firft made 
uſ= of, che Patient ſhall recewe from thence far more huect then benefit. For either 
the matcer which Nature endeavoureth to thruſt forth co the Joynts is driven back 
unco the more inward parts (from whence very grievous Symptoms are excited :) 
orelſe ic is impacted into the Joynts, and ſo the pain is exaſperated : or elſe the

part is effeminated and made weak,and looſened;and fo the flux is increaſed. Which 
being not commonly taken notice of, and Topicks being oftentimes moſt unſeafon- 
ably and wichour any caution atal adminiftred,the fick perſons do for the malt part 
receive more kurt then good from them 3 and from hence ir was that che common 
and received :zpinion had irs firft original, to wit, that the beſt courſe is, toadmi- 
nifter nothing at alunco che pained Joynts. Andche rruth 1s, rhar it is far becrer to 
apply nothing .c all(buc co commir che whole bufineſs co Nacure, )chen co make 
u{eof (uch edicaments as are altogether unfit and improper. 

Now the Lopickschatare applied, chey ceſpedt either the pain only, orelfe wich= 
all che Cauſe of che pain, to wir, the Humor thatnow and formerly hath flown in, 
exciting both a pain anda iwelling. 


Mitigaters of Pain. 


The Pain in chis Dileafe for the molt parc is a moſt grievous Symptom, and 
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Mitigaters 


which 1s moſt croubletoin co the fick parties, and which they moſt of all Turſe and of Pin. 


Bann, (as Leucian hath it in che beginning almoſt of his Tragopodagra) and therefore 
alſo ic is that they moſt of all delice che removal thereof. And indeed iris alto- 
gether neceſſary that che Phyſician ſhould have regard thereunro, becauſe thar if ic 
be £00 great, it cauſeth a reſtleſineſs, dejeReth the ſtrength, and by atrrafting the 
Humors ic augmencech che Malady, and fo deſervedly draweth our careunto ic, for 
its removal; (as Galen inthe 12. of his Method, C.1.) and thereupon it ſheweth, and 
p-oincethus unco the allwaging rhereuf by Anodynes, Now Anodynes or Mitigarers 
of pain have likewiſe chis Good and benefir going along with them, to wir, that by 
looſning che parts they makerhac the Humor thar before flowed only uncothe in- 
reriour parts about the Joynts, comes now alſo ro flow and be diffuſed unto rhe 
Ambient and fleſhy parts. And hence irs that che pains in che Gour, before che 
{welling of the part, are moſt Vehement and Incollerable ; and chat to ſoon as the 
parc affe&ed begins ro ſwel, they are much Mitigared. 

Bu: n::w cheſe Anodynes of whar kind chey are, we have told you elſwhere, Cin 
our Inſtitutions) to wit, ſuch as mollifte an1 looſen che part affected, and yer do 
not diſcuſs che very Cauſe ic ſelf, And here they. may be provided of Goats Milk 
newly drawn out of cheir Dugs, as alſo white bread and ik, cogerher with the 
Yelks of Eggs, anda litcleSaffron ; as likewiſe of the Leaves of Mfarſh-Mallows, 
Mallows, Culeworc, or Cabbage, laid upon the place affected as hot as che Parienr 
can wel endure them 5 as alſo of Mallow Seeds, Seeds of Marfh- Mallows, Quinces, 
Fl:abane, (and eſpecially the Mucillages of them) Caffia newly drawn our of the 
Pipe with the DecoQion or Water of Nightthade;z which (as Amwicen tels us) is the 
beſt Remedy that can bez unro which (if there flow any hot Humors thereunto } 


we may add (ome of the Oyl of Roſes, or Role wacer ; bu: if the lowing Humors 


be cold, then we are co add thererorthe Oyl of Camomil : and mftead of Caffia ouc 
of the Pipe, we may likewiſe make uſe of che Robr of che Elder Tree; of white 
bread and Wine; and indeed if che Humor be more bor, red Wine ; bur if cold, 
or berwixt both, then white Wine wich the pouder of Camomile flowers and Oy1 
of Roſes; of Cheeſe new made of ſheeps Milk, and itnpoſcd4upon the pained parc, 
and often changed 3 of freſh-made Ox or Cow dung inthe firft beginning of che 
Sprmc, as diiothe Water char is diſtilled our Of it. Amoft uteful Remedy allo is 
the Mucillage of Fleabane Seed extrafted with rhe Water of Roſes or Night ſhade ; 
u1ro which ſomrimes a liccle Vinegar may be added; and this Medicament is by 
Sermon and others very much commended. 

in che very firſt beginning of the Diteaſe, Solenander taketh che thick ftalks of 
Hentock, and fils chem wich Salc,and then ftopperth chem with Tlay or Paſte, and 
puis them ina moiſt place that the Salc may diſſolve; which liquor he keeps ina 
elaſs, and with Clothes appliech it unto the pained pare. 

And he oftentimes alſo made ute of chis Cataplaim :

Aad here alſo very uſeful is che Yelk of ag Ege reduced 
intothe form ofa Liniment with the Oyl of Violers 3 andſo is allocthe Water of the Sperm 
or ſeed of Frogs, which perhaps have in them ſome kind of Natcotick quality, . Adrianys 
Spigelius wcices, that among to Moravians there is in uſe a very notable Remedy, and no= 
ble experiment ( for che ſpeedy curing of the Gout-pains ) ro wiz, the Water of Meadow 
Sweet, diſtilled with its. Roots and Flowers ; and this water is likewiſe in frequent ute a- 
mobg che Szlefians, And it is alſo very convenient to foment the part affected with the De= 
coRion of Parietary or Pellitory of che Wall. 

And very many there be likewiſe thac make uſe of Oyls and Fats. Bur here we are to pive 
you his Caution (and good cauſe there is allo for ic) that thele Oyls and Fats are warily 
and carefully co be made uſe of, For in regard that che Gourt hath often ſome kind of all:- 
ance with che Eryſipelas as to the cauſe chereof 3 and char ic 15a thing generally wel known, 
how chat all tac chings chat ſtop up the pores in the Eryſypelas do more hurt chan benefir 
the very ſame ſeemechlikewiſe co be feared in che Gour, Jeft that the Pores being ſtopt up 
by thele fats, the humor being detained within, che pain may be augmented 3 avd this even 
very experience teſtifiech. And ic wasrelaced unto me by a certain honeſt Neighbor of 
mine, that be himſelf in che aſ[waging of che Gour pains in his own Body, found rothing to 
be beccer chan Cheeſe of Sheeps Milk new and freſh made, and laid on, bur often renewed. 
Foc no ſooner did che Cheeſe begin (being made bot by che heat of the parc) to become fac, 
and to drop forch butter as it were, bur ( ashe ſaid) bis pain was thereupon very much in- 
creaſed. | 

Take the Pith of wheaten Bread balf a pound, and boyl it in as much new Milk as wil 
ſerve to makg a Cataplaſm : andtben add of the mucilage of Marſhmallow ſeeds two oun- 
ces, the meal of Linſeeds and Fenugreek of eacb two drams, Powder of Camomil flo- 
zwers and Melilote, of each one ounce, Saffron onedram, Oyl of Roſes and Camomi), of 
each balf an ounce, and mingle them wel together.

do alſo wichal ceſolve che. humors, and fo with benefic and tafety (and without any davuger at 
a\ as ic is chought ) chey may be made uſe of,as Platerys writeth in the 2.B.of bis Pratfice : 
and thecfore he ( as likewiſe many others have done _) much commendeth the Leaves of Hen- 
bane and Mandcake, and Poppy, it while chey be new they be ficſt bruiſed or boyled, and 
{aJlaid upon che paiC : ard their Qyls are alſo very uſeful; and io is the Juyce alſo that is 
prefled forih of chem and uſed foca fomencation; as hkewiſe che Root of Mandrake and 
Henbane ſeed applied rogether with other things inthe form of a Cacaplaſm. The new and 
freſh Leaves likewiſe of Tobacco, bruifedand laid upon the pained parc do aflwape the pain. 
And che (ame Þlaterys (as hkewiſe other Authors) bave hete recourſe unco Opizemalſo, and 
chey mingle it cogether with ocher Anodynes z and unto two ounces of theſe chey add a deram 
of Opium. And be wricethallo, that if it bediffolved in the infuſion of the Spiric of Wine 
alone, oc the infuſion ot Saffron (four ounces of the yelloweſt of it ) and one ſcruple of 
Camphyre with a dram of Opium, and che part where the pain is be wel waſhed or bathed 
with che ſaid Liquor, ir is a molt efficacious and ſoveraign Remedy. And ſo hkewiſe the O- 
piare Antidoxes, as Lreacle, Michridate, Philonium, may be added while they ace new, eſpeci- 
ally in caſe the quanticy of che Opium may be augmented. 

And yet notwizhſtanding we are not co continue long in the uſe of cheſe Opiates, in re 
gard chac they are enemies unto the native heat, and Nerves. 

And yet nevertheleſs che ſame Platerys cels us ( in the firſt B. of his Pcactfce, Chap, 5: 
of the hurcing of the Touch) that he could never find chat che Skin could be made ftupid 
and ſenſleſy of pain by any excerna} Narcotick applied thereunto, albeit ( that ſo be mighe 
knaw ſormwhac ofa certainty ) he had applied a Maſs of Opium when he kad firft ſoftened it, 
unto the part pained wich the Gour. 

But che truth indeed is, thar Narcoticks when they are adminiſtced do very eaſily aflwape 
the pain 3 butthen withal it being ſo that they hinder the motion of the humors unto the ex- 
terual parts, they may allovery eaſily cauſe ſowe inconvenience, and make the pain longer, 
ſince thac che paip is wont torecucn again ih a ſhort time after. As for example.

Apboriſm, writeth in this manner : The Gout pains of the Foynts, as alſo 
Conwilfions, and many more of theſe kind of pains are leſſened and taken aroay by the 
large affufion of cold Water,” and plentiful pouring of it upon the part 1bat is in pain : 
for a Moderate ſtupifying and benumming removeth the pain. Andſo likewiſe Donat. 
Antonius Ferrus (C in his 2 Tra of the Gout, Chap.'g, ) writeth that he had often- 
times had experience of this Remedy'; and chat when all other Remedies were to 
no purpoſe, he becook himſelf untothe pouring of cold Water upon the parr, 'as 
unto his laſt ſhift, and thar'the pain was forthwith aſſwaged thereby. Andthe ve- 
ry truth is, rhat ir cannor indeed be at all denied, that cold Water being poured 
forth upon the pained part doth not only drive back, bur ikewiſe produce a kind 
of ſtupidity and benummedneſs, and thereby afſwage the pain : bur ir is co be fea- 
red leſt that by chis means the innate heat of the part be deſtroyed, and fo a weak- 
neſs broughc upon the part, by reaſon of which che Malady may afterward be ren- 
dred more grievous, and moreover the Humor may be impacted inco the part, and 
there condenſed and thickned; or elfe haply by chis violent Repulje the Humors 
may be made io ruth unco the more inward parts.

But now as for Topicks, (that are directed unto the Canfe) and in the firft place, 
touching Repelling Medicaments we lay, that although they are by ſome commen- 
ded; yet alone they have here ſcarcely any place at all. For ſeeing chat Nature 
her ſelf hath ordained this Motion, and that the endeavoureth to drive forth the vi- 
tious Humors from the more internalunto the external parts that are leſs noble, if 
chis mocion be hindered, and the Humors driven back again unto the internal and 
more noble and principal parts, this cannot be done without the extream hazard 
of the life; and hereupon there will ariſe the worſt and moſt dangerous Symptoms, 
chat will not ceafe, unleſs Nature again expel forth the vitious Humor unto ſome 
other Joynt. | 

And moreover, when the painis a litcle mitigated, in regard that the matter is 
diffuſed unto the excernal parts that are about the Joynt, if by the Repellers ic be 
driven back unto the 1ntergal parts, the pain happeneth then to be increaſed; and 
hence tt 1s alſo, that very many cannot ſo much as endure the cold Air from withour 
(neither yer ſomrimes che external Air although ic be not {p very cold) bur thac 
there isa Neceſlicy of covering the affeted Member, if chey 'expec ro have their 
pain Mirigared. And furthecmore if the matter hath already flown out of the part 
anto the Joynt, by the uſe of Medicaments thar drive back and Cool it is made more 
thick and impacted into the part,and ſortheMalady rendred more difficule to be cur- 
ed. Bur yer nevertheleſs if by the ſudden and overgrear afflux of the humors(eſpeci- 
ally ſuchas ace more hot)the pain be much increaled even in the very firſt beginning 
of the fir, (in ſo much that ic 1-emech to cal for all the Care, and to require char a! 
the means char are uled may be for che removal thereof, and that therefore we have 
a mind co moderate it, and fomwhat to drive it back) we may then indeed make 
uſe of Repellers, but nor of them alone and by themſelves, but mingled wich Ang- 
dynes, Venet<ction and Purgation having gone before. Like as on the Contrary, we 

| are 
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arenorc in the beginning to make uſe of rhoſe Medicaments that are over looſe- 
ning, fince that they keip forward the afflux of the Humorsz but we ought in 
ble ticft place ro make uſe of choſe Medicaments that do fomwhar ſtap and ſtay the 
afllux of che Humors, And cherefore we may then lawfully add Lerrice, Sengreen, 
Purjlaine, Violets, Plantane, Roſes, (and ſuch Compounds as are made our of them) 
as alſo what V:negar we think fit.

Bur now when the force and violence of the fluxion1s once paſt and Lone, and the Diſcuſives, 
parc become fwoln, then thoſe things are withall to be mingled which do cal forth 
che Humor, and gently diſcutls the ſame and to take away tome part of the Cauſe. 
hut now here Phy ticiaus are wont (for the moſt parc of them) cobe very long and 
iedious in reckoning up,and diſtinguiſhing the leveral Medicaments;zwhich of them 
ace tic and proper ina hot Cauſe, and which of them when che Cauſe is cold; yea 
and winch of them are moſt convenienc for all Kind of Humors. Bur although we 
deny not.bur that we are in Lome kind of manner to have reſpect unto the Condition 
oi che Humor that flowech in unto che Joynts; yet neverthelef{s our chief and main 
Care ouyhit tobe, chat che ſerous and tharp wheyiſh Humor (which is the nigheſt 
aud moſt principal Caule of che pain, ) may be called forth of the more deep and 
cloſe pairs in che Joynts unto the external parts, and chart they be inſenſibly 
diſcufted; and yet that this may the more conveniently be ſo done, we may like- 
wiſe (as we ſaid but now) have fome regard unto chote Humors that the aforeſaid 
ſerous and ſharp Humor forcibly draweth along wich it, and which by Reaſon of 
the pain are cogether atrracted tothe part that is pained, and which are very com- 


monly taken for the nigheft and moſt immediace Gauie of the Gour, Yea and 
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moreover that very ſerous Humor ir ſelf (che prime and principal Cauſe of this, 
Evil) is in ſome more, and in ochers leſs hor. And therefore if che flowing Humor 
be more hor; then the diſcuſſing Medicaments ought co be ſo ordered, chat rhey way 
indeed gently diſperſe the Humor 3 bur yer ſo that they giveno occaſion at all for 
any new affiux. And ſuch a like hot Humor, inregard thar ic is withall moveable 
and chin, is eaſily diſcufſed; neither needech it any ſtronger Medicaments, Bur if 
che Humor be leſs hot, or ſomwhat cold, chen we may very ſafely adminiſter 
Medicamencs that are more hot. Neither will chere be any Cauſe co fear that then 
a new flux may eaſily be excicedz and therefore for the diſperſing of ſuch a like Hu- 
mor there are neceffarily required ſuch Medicameuts as are more hor then ordi- 
nary. 

56 now with what Medicaments that wheyiſh, and (as it is ſo called by the Chy= 
miſts) Tarrarous Humore is to be qrawn forth and diſcuſſed, we are here (and thar 
for very good Reaſon). diligently ro make inquiry. For we have elſwhere cold 


. you (v12. in our Tract of Chymic. Confil. & Diff. Chap. 15. ) that che Medicaments 


ought in their own kind to be like unro the Cauſe. For there is not any thing thar 

ſuffererh from every thing ; neither is chere any thing that may beunited uuto eve- 
ry thing, Gum Arabick, and Tragacanth, and the Gum of Cherry Trees are diſ- 
ſolved by Water, becauſe of the neer alliance and agreement in their Natures ; buc 
bur ſo is nor Sulphur, and other things of a Sulphurous Nature, and thoſe things 
that are Oyly. Sulphur is diflolved by Oy1, bur not by Aqua Fortis, although the 
ſaid Water is ablero diſſolve ilver, and other Metals. The hands when they are 
all foul wich Pirch or Turpenrtine are not to be made clean with Wacer, bur with 
Oyl, or ſomething elſe that is fat. In burnings we uſe not co adminiſter cold Wa- 
cer; bur Linſeed Oyl, Verniſh, and the like ( thac may draw forth chat fice and 
burning) are tobe applied. And fo in the Eryſipelas (or otherwiſe called Roſa) 
we ought not toimpoſe thole things that are far, aud Oyly, buc ley tempered with 
Oyl; and Sope that is diſſolved in Elder Water, and the Like z which do noc at al 
ſhuc che pores, bur yet nevertheleſs chey draw forth and diſcuſs that ſubcile and hot 
Humor. And the very ſame is the caſe in the Gour ; and fince that it hath ics Gri- 
ginal. noc from a Watery Humor, neither yet allo from chac which is Oyly or 
Sulphurous (as the Chymiſts ſpeak) bur from a Humor char is ſharp and Salc, for 
the drawing forth and diſſipating of chis Humor, thoſe things that contain in them 
a volatile and flitting Salc are rather to be adminiftred, then thoſe things char are 
fat and Oyly. Andexperience hath already taught many, that che Gour pains are 
increaſed by ſuch chings as are far. And henceit is that che Chymiſts do fo much 
commend (and not without cauſe) Salt Armoniack, ofrentimes ſublimated, difſol- 
ved in Wine, or ſome other convenient liquer, and ſo impoled upon the pained- 
part, Ochers commend the Salr of Urine, in like manner diffolyed in Wine, or 
ſome other liquor. And whereas Adrian Spigelizs writeth that he ſaw when a Mans 
Urine (being kept ill ic was Stale) was laid upon the part affe&ed(rhe pains as yer 
abiding, and continuing evenin their heighth) and chat ic was wonderfully benefi= 
ciall in givingeaſe z and how much rather then nut che Sal of Urine perform this ? 
Yea and there are ſome that uſe likewiſe other Salts co evacuate the aforefaid Hu- 
mor. And Lmy ſelf know alſo one that was wont to adminiſter the ſpirir of Satc 
rempered with other liquors, And very fitly may it be tempered with the Water of 
Meadowſweet z for being then with a Feather laid upon the part in pain, it extra&- 
eth the Humor in ſuch a manner, as thar it may even ſeem to exhalein the likenefs 
of a Vapor. Yeaſome there are that commend alfo thoſe things that are wont to 
be made uſe of for the caufing of rednefs in any part, and che raiſing of bliſters 
when there is occaſion ; and theſe they mingle with Anodynes. Neither are theſe 
things the inventions of che latter Phyfitians, andthe Modern Chymiſts ; bur char 
plants abounding with a volacile and ſharp Salt were hererofore in uſe likewife wich 
the Ancients, for the curing of the Gour, we are taught even by that one plant 
which we call Lepidizm or Sciatica Creſſes whoſe Roots ( as they write) being 
bruiſed, and mingled with old Greaſe, are (with ſtngular benefit)-applied unco 
Thoſe that are croubled with theſe pains of the Gour z as ir appeareth ouc of Dioſco-- 
rides, and Damocrates (whoſe verſes upon this ſubjze& we may read in Galen his 
10. B. of the Compoſition of Medicaments according to the place) and Aetius, Tetrab.z. 

Serm. 4. Cb. 2. and others. And as touching Muſtard Seed, Alexand. Tralleanus 

02 ne vwriteth, 
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wriceth, That he knew a certain pecſon who by che uſe only of che {aid Muſtard feed ming- 
led wich dried Fips (in excraordinary great pains arifing from a cold Humor) was freed 
from the ſaid pain of che Gour. Some commend the wild Radith chroughly bruiſed ; and 
I my ſelf have feen that ic hach done good co many. If we fear irs Accumony, and that 
from thence ſome heac may be excited, we may chen ficft boyl ic a liccle. 

The Liquor of Snails is likewiſe very much extolled by ſome : as, | 

Take Snails taken forth of their Shels, in number wwenty frue : the berries of Danewort 
or Dwarf-Elder, and Salt, of each as much as will ſuffice. Thele being puc inco the 
Alembick in a clean Veffel wich holes chrough che borrom chereof, lec chere be a Veſſel puc 
under ic chat may receive the Liquor as it diftillech 3 in che which you are co wee cloaths, 
and apply chem unto the parc affected. 

This Suffumigation is likewiſe much commended, 

Take Lien. Aloes, yellow Amber, Frankincenſe, Gum Funiper, Henbane ſeed, Styrax 
Calamite, Gum Tacamabaca, of each one dram ; Poudec them prosly, and caſt che pou- 
der upon live coals of fire; and to for balt an hour let che pact affected receive the ſmoak 
bereot. Kuercetan (1n che ſeventh Chapter of his Pharmacop. reſtit.) hath four Waters, 
al good agauift che Gour. The firſt is chis : 

Take Water of the Sperm of Frogs, of white Mullein, aid Sallow, of each a quart and 
half a pint : the Urine of a Boy that drinketh Wine, three pints : Treacle new and freſh 
two drams and balf : Vitriol, Salt diſſolved, and Allum, of each four ounces : Let them 
be diſtilled ( til] they be dry) wpon the Embers : then add Salt of Vitriol one ounce and 
balf : Camphire and Saffron, of each two drams, and mingle them. Lec Linen cloaths

Take Leaves and Flowers of green Elder, of each one po::nd ; let them be well bruiſed 


and macerated mn a ſuffictent quantity of Wine (for three daies togeiber) in Balneo, and 
afterward let them be diſtilled, 


The fourth Warer 1s this * 

Take Spiris of Wine reftified one quartz the pureſt Honey one pound : Let them be di- 
ſftilled i: Balneoz, and let two Liquors be gathered ſrom hence ſeverally and apart, to wit, 
One watcry, andihe other Sulphureous. Adduntotheremainders, of whol Saffron one 
ounce and valf ; Venice Turpentine iwo ounces ; Tartar calcined to a whiteneſs half a 
pound; $.!t one ounce z, tbe flegm of Vitriol four ounces ; Lye made of the tender ſhoots of 
the Vine 1wwo pints: Lettbem be macerated for twenty four hours, and then diftilled till 
they be dry. Unto the feces that remain add the firſt Water, and let them be diftilled. And 
at lengil :ningle together all tbe Liquors, and diftil then in a Balneum where they may 
eVaporalt.

Take Daftick, Frankincenſe, Myrrb, Ammoniacum, and Bdellium, of each tro oun= 
ces , Vitriol one pound; "Honey a quart, Tartar an ounce and half ; Spirit of Wine the 
beſt, four pints : let them be diſtilled according to art.

: And of ſuch Kind of Medicaments as theſe there ace many more io great abundance to bz 
found in ÞPlaterys his ſecond Book of Practice, and eltlwhere in others. 

And yet notwichftandinp I chink ic not amiſs, here co give you notice of this, that in che 
applying of all manner of Topicks we arediligently co heed the ſigns of thoſe thar benefi:, 


and thoſe that hurt and offend. For albeic the nipheft Cauſe of che Gour be a whey ith, - 


ſalt, and tartarous humor ( or cal it by what name ſoever you pleaſe ) yet neverthelels it 1s 
not for nothing that the Chymiſts give us nocice ( as we ſhal turther ſhew you below in the 
faxtb Queſtion ) that there are in the Earth and Plants divers kinds of Salcs ; or as Plate- 
145 ſpeaketh, char ghe humor che Cauſe of che Gour is mingled with the Ichores of the ex= 
crementitious kumors, which render che ſame more vehement and violent, And hence it is, 
that not only in divers and ſeveral Perions, but likewiſe in one and the ſame Perſon, accor< 
ding to his ſeveral ages, the nature of che pain is differenc, and not evermore one and the 
lame. 

And then laftly, for the diſcuſſing of the Reliques and Remainders there may be made fo- 
mentations of Mugwort, Organy, Wormwood, Berony, Calamine, Flowers of Arabian 
Stzchas, Lavender, Camomile, Melilote, boyled in Wine and Water, which withal ſtreng- 
then the part. Bur here Crato doth rightly adviſe us (in his Gonfik. 240) that we wec 
the Fee: as litcle as may be, but chac the vapor be only received by che Feet. And indeed 
ſuch like fomencations are moft convenient. And yer notwithftanding if there be a few 
more Plancs boyled in the Water, anda little (alc added orelſe if a Lixivium, or Ley, 
be poured chereunto, there is no diſcommodity to be expected from the humectacion ; or it 
wedo at all fear any hucr, left chat che wateriſh humidicy ſhould after the bath be letc in the 
parc affected, the following T cochiſks may be caft upon che Coals of Fire, and the {moak 
received by the part affected. 

Take GumFuniper, and Frankncenſe, of each two drams; Ladanum and PBengoin, 
of each one ounce ; Cinnamom, Cloves, and Nutmee, of each balf a dram ; make them mto 
a Powder, andincorporate them with Gum Tragacanth ; and then make Trochisky there= 
of. 

There is likewiſe very much commended a Bach of Juniper Wood, as alſo of the Decotti- 
on «y a whol Fox, adding chereto Frogs and Earch-worms, and the Herbs before re-

Oc elſelet the Feet be anoynted with ſome convenient Liniment or Unguent. Galen (in 
his 2. B. of fimple Medic. Chap. 18.) as likewiſe many other Authors, do much commed 
the Chafing and Rubbing of ſalced Oyl inco the part affeted, For in all choſe Cſaich Ae 
2715 tetrab, 3.ſerm. 4. Cap. 21.) thatarechafed in this manner, the Nacucal innate heae is 
augmentced, chac which is preternaturcal is diſperſed, the Excrements are conſumed, and che 
affected Members are rendred more ſtrong, fo chat they are no further obnoxious and ſab- 
zect unco pains; eſpecially, if from day co day all cheic whol life long chey be diligent tn che

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.uſe of chis Remedy every morning and evening. Touchiug which Philagrizs veiy conti- 
dencly ( and without doubt Hyperbolically  isbold co pronounce ( as Aetius wri:ech in 
the place alleadged } chat even this one Remedy alone is ſutfciznc for chem chat'eicher moſt 
of all cranſgreſs in maccer of Dyer, or ſuch as are immodecacely cooled, or lick with over 
hard labor , or ſuch as have been exceſſive in the uſe of Venery, or tuch 
(laftly) as have cun into any ochec ercor and exceſs.

If the matter be now grown intothe wonted hard Rnobs, ic is indeed a moſt difficulc buſi® gr the 
neſs to diſſolve them ; bur if chey be not already become old and inveceraregthere may be yeT Knots in 
fome hopes left of curing them. Now for che diſcufling of theſe knobs and knogs we are nog the Fomnes 
only co adminiſter Excernal and Topick Remedies, but likewiſe Internal Reniedies, The 
Incernal Remedies are thoſe Ancidotes above mentioned, amongſt which cbe Antidore of 
Trallianus (made of Centanry ) 1s. more eſpecially uſeful. And che fame Trallianns 
writech likewiſe, That a cercaty perſon croubled with rhe Gour, when the knots began firſt to 
appear, by che drinking of the Decoction of Groandpines or Herb Ivy, he prevented che fur- 
cher generating of chem. The Excernal and Topick Remedies (nfetul for che ditfolving of

Bur ſeeing that both in regard of the parc af- 
fectedit hath ſomthing peculiar, and thar in the Cuce there is ſomething thar is pro- 
per chereunto ro be obſerved; we ſhall cherefore ſpeak a liccle fucthec there- 
of. 

There are indeed ſome, who by che Iſcbiadick os Sciatica pain underſtand ſome 
other affect, differing from the Gour, (which is ro beaccounted among the Chroni- 
cal affes) and this happenech alſounco thoſe that never were troubled with the 
Gour,eicher inthe Feet,or in the hands, from excrements there heaped uprtogether, 
or flowing into that part, and this for the moſt part a lictle now andthen, and by 
degrees. Bur it is not our purpoſe here ro trear of that affe&t; in regard chat ic 
pertainethunto the imporency and inability in walking, by reaſon of ſomething 
amiſs in che Hip; (andexctendeth ic ſelf furcher then the Gour ; of which only ouc 
purpoſe is here to Treat; ) and therefore we ſhall here handle the Sciatica pain, 
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Take Briony Roots, Wilde Cowcumber, and Orrace Hoots, of each two ounces,

neer unto the Ankles, but in others the n hole Leg is equally afflitted with pain z and ma- 
ny alſo have this pain fixed about their Groyns, and then indeed the orief and trouble bo- 
ing derived unto the very bladder produceth a difficulty of making Water ; and then 
moſt eſpecially it is that the wvole Leg, from the Hips (even unto the very Heel) ſuffereth 

ain. 

Fernelins (in his S:xth B. of the Diſeaſ. of the parts, and the $ y.nptoms, Chap. 18.) 
ſaith, that tb: Iſchias or Sctatick, pain (b:ing abſolutely the moſt vebement of all the reſt) 
hath not its ſeat in that Foynt by which the bead of the Thigh is inſerted and faſtened into 
the Hip, but deeper, at the utmoſt of the Buttocks, by which the Nerves that proceed 
from the Loyns and the great bone, called O-s Sarrum, or the holy bone, are carried into 
the Thighs; thegreat and terrible pain is not im the Hip alone, but it is likewiſe extended 
inio the Thigh, and into the Calve of the Leg, and unto the extream part of the Foot, 
to wit, whitherſoever that branch that i derived from the Hip affect ed reachbetb and 
extendetb it ſelf. Bur ſome other, (as Platerys) attribure the Sciatick pain unto the 
Joynt, wich che Thigh. "= 

Bur here we are to underſtand. chart about the Hip (as alſo now and then in the 
ſhoulder) chece happeneth ſomtimes a pain, which 1s indeed very often moſt vehe- 
ment, and yec nevertheleſs ir is nor properly a pain of the Joynts, in regard that ic 
15not in any Joynt, becauſe it ſeizeth upon che Membrane of che Muſcles; neicher 
again doth it conſiſt alwaies in one andthe fame place, bur for the moſt part de- 
ſcendech downward unto che inferior parts. And ſuch almoſt is that Ifchiadick

1cs Original from the Serous and tharp Humor that floweth from the Head undec 
che Skin, and ticking about fome Membrane, or ſome Nerve: buc now, that this 

ain is not properly che Gout, appearech from hence; Firſt, becauſe ic conſift- 
ech not alwaies abour the Joynts, buc alſo in the middle ſpaces within the foynes. 
And ſo I have here Cured a perſon of honor, char ſuffered ſucha pain in the very 
Muſcles chemſelves that are berween che Knees and che Hip. And che like pains 
ofcen happenin the Breaff, and there excite a certain baſtard Pleurifie. And then 
Secondly, becauſe char chey very rarely recurn by intervals, and conſtantly ar ſome 
certain times z bur often after chey have afflicted a man once or twice, they recucn na 
more afrerwards all che whole life long Thirdly, becauſe choſe chart ſuffer theſe 
pains are not afflicted wich the Gout 1n any other parcs, which happeneth in the crue 
Gout, andrhacr is properly ſo called. For thoſe chat are long croubled wich che 
Gour are very ſeldom afflicted with ch2 Gour in che Feer alone; bur they after- 
wards ſuffer pains likewiſe in their Hands, and their other Joynts. 

And Laſtly. likewife che true Gour (for the moſt parc, if nor alwaies) hath a 
Tumor orc ſwelling Joyned with 1tzbur now theſe pains have no ſuch ſwelling Joyned 
with them 3 not only when they are ina deep place, buc alſo when they are ina 
place thar is not deep z as it ofcen happeneth in the ſhoulder; and this cometh co 
paſs for chis Cauſ2, ro wir, that the Humor flowech not our of choſe Veins by 
which char parc is nouriſhed, as in the true Gour. 

Buc we incend nor hereto treat of chat pain, bur only of that which is properly 
the Archricick or Gour pain Bur now thac Tſchiadic; or Sciatick, pain hath this pro- 
perunto ir, that ic is diffuſed more abroad chen in the other Joyncs, and often- 
rimes unro the places chat lienzxc : and chis happenech, ficſt of all, becauſe chac 
che Hip bone is large 3 from whence ic is,chat we diſtinguiſh ic by three names ; and 
when ic is knit unto che ſides of the Or Sacrum, wecthen cal ictheIeum bone z when 
unto the hollow parc of che ſaid bone, wethen call ic Iſchz#m; and whenic is Joys 
ned wich the forepart, werthen call ic Os P*bzs oc the ſhace bone, And then See 
| = condly, 
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condly, becauſe that che Nerves that come from che Loyns and the Os Sacrum to 
that Articulation. are diſtribuced into divers parts : and therefore the pain of che 
Hip doth ſomtimes diffuſe it ſelf inco all places, and reacheth even unto the Nerves 
that are derived from che Hip. | TY” 

Bur now this Malady is very difficult to be cured, by Reaſon of the deepneſs and 
Jargneſs of the place, and the abundance of the marter which the wide Place re- 
ceiveth. They who being infeſted. by @ long continued pain of their _ bave the 
Hip-bone fallen out of its place, and again returning into 1s place, theſe bane a filthi- 
neſt and naſtineſs following thereupon z C inthe pay Sefton, and 59. Apboriſm.) For 
if by che Humor flowing in che Ligaments be relaxed, the Hip falleth our of irs 
place 3 andthe Humor thac is gotcen into its Cavity is made duland thick ; yea and 
ofcentimes it groweth there intoa ftony hardneis; whereupon becauſe the Veins and 
Arteries are moved out of cheir proper places, and are prefſ:d down rogerher, 
thence ir is that an Atrophy followeth in che Legs, And ifthis Iſchiadick pein He 
vade any one in thetime of youch, ic chreatenerh rhe ſhortening of the life, becauſe 
that by pain and bungcr the tick pecſon waſtech and withereth away ; and from 
hence likewiſe che Iſcyiadick Conſumption hath raken its Name. 

As concerning the Lure, for Revuiſion, the Baſilick, Vein in the ſame ſide is moſt 
firly opened ; bur the ijcradick, if it be for derivation. And indeed if the. pain 
extend it ſ:If more externally, that Vein that 1s in the outward Ankle; 
or the Saphena, which is art the inward Ankle, if the pain tend more ins 
wardly. . 

And Hippocrates likewiſe ( 6. Epid. SefF. 5. Text 21.) writeth, that when therg 
are Kedmata preſent (by which Galez and others underſtand the fluxions inco che 
Hip) then the Ve:ns bebind the Ears are to be ſcarifyed. Bur yer theſe think noc 
chac this precept of Hippocrates is true, Or that it ought to be followed, Bur yer 
nevertheleſs Sceggh! defenderh Hippocrates ; and thinks that he did upon very 
good ground propound that which wichout doubt he had obſerved by experience, 
For ſeeing that the Cauſe of the evil deftilleth inco che Hip by the hole of the Nook, 
(or Fernelivs his way) for the taking away the very Fountain and ſource of che 
Malady, be rightly decermineth that the Remedy muſt be adminiſtred abour the 


_ Ears. Butifall this ſhould be granted, yer nevertheleſs choſe Kedmata are not the 


Iſchiadiek pains properly ſo called(which belong unto che GoutJbur thoſe of which 
we made mention before. | | 

The ſtronger kind of Purgations have here their place; and here the Caryocoſting 
Ple#uary is of {ungular uſe, as alſo the Arthritick Pills, Pill. Fetide, and the Pills 
of Hermodai#yls. Crato indeed (in his 247. Confil. ) writech that the Iſchiadich or 
Scratic;pains will not admir of, nor bear purges; in regard that the Humors have 
leated themſelves more in thoſe places ; bur this is to be underſtood of an inſutfici- 
ent Purgacion. | 

And here Vomitories ſeem to be more commodious then Purgers by the Belly, 
i regard that they evacuate the vitious Haxnors by a place more remore from the 
part afﬀected. 

Bur Repellers have here no placeat al, becauſe that ic may Juſtly be feared, left 
by the uſe of theſe the blood and other Humors may be driven back roward the 
parc affeHed, and may be there heapedup. 

Having firſt made uſe of General and Univerſal Remedies, we come then to the 
impoſing of Medicaments thac attraR and reſolve, and theſe ought to be of che 
ftronger ſort, that they may callforth into the Superticies the Humor thar is gor- 
ten into a deep place 3 which kind of Medicaments are provided of Herbs chart dif. 
cuſs ws The Leaves of Eldern, Danewort or Wallwort, Lawrell, Re, PBetony, 
Camomil, Ground pine, Roſemary, Melilote, Muſtard Seed, and Staveſacrez as alſo 
the flier Cantbarides, Pitch, Sulpbur, Turpentine, Ammoniacum, Galbanum, Bde!- 
lirm, Opopanax, and Buphorbium. 

Excellenc likewiſe is that Nedicament that is made of Sciatica Creſſes ( of which 
wenade mention above, ) asalſo of Water Creſſer, and the Herb Piperiter, or Pep- 
per-wort, as ſome call ic. As, | 

Take Sciatica Creſſer, Dittander or Peppermort, and Water Creſſes, of all, or one

pound : let the Ants Earth and Eggs, with the Earth-worms and Herbs, be boyled in 
white Wine, and then being ſtrained let the reſt of the Ingredients be mingled therewith.

and Celſus likewiſe approverh of this advice, whileſt ( in his 4, B. and Chap, 12.) he writetb 
20 chis manner ; 

It is Ciauhbe) thelaſt ſhift, and in old diſeaſes alſo a moſt efficacious Remedy, with 
glowing hot Irons to exulcerate the Skzn in three or four places above the Hip. 

This Remedy by heating che pars diffolvech and evacuaceth the chick and viſcid humore ; 
and if che Ulcers be kept open (as chey ought cobe ) the vicious matter flowech forch by 
thenz, As for che manner of burning, lee more in Pax. AEgineta bis fixth Book, and Chap. 
76. and Albrccaſ.Part 1. Ghap. 43» 

And fome chere are likewiſe chat make mention af che Gour of the Vercebrx of che Back, 
in ſpecial: and we grant indeed chat now and chen ſume ſuch kind of Gout there is; and 
this hach alſocbe vecy ſame Gauſes and ſo requireth che ſame kind of Cure wich the oches 
Gouts. Bur we ace here co look wel about us, and co havea care that we be nor deceived, 
in miftakung every pain of the Back forthe Gour, For ofcentimes it ſo happeneth that from 
the {erous and wheyith matcer flowing down from the Head, and deſcendiog along che Back, 
and eſpectaliy according ro the Conveyance of the Cucullar Muſcle (and fticking art che Spz- 
1a Dorſi, in the end of che ſaid Muſcle) a pain may be exciced ; which yer nevercheleſs is nog 
che Gour, in regard chat it happeneth nor 1n the paces pertaining to che Joynt 3 and ir is of= 
rentimes likewiſe of a very ſhort continuance, and afflicterh the fick Perſons in theic ſleep, 
buc when chey awake, and ariſe from thei fleep, ic leavech cbem and vanithetb, which neves 


bappenech un che tcue Gout, 
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Any there are that mind only this one thing, to wir, thac chey may be freed from the ,, way 

preſene pains of the Gour z buc being freed chey rake no care ac all, how chey may ;, prevenc 

obtain thac they be no more traubled wich che ſame pains; neicher do they awake uſe of chote the Gont. 
Medicaments by which chey might prevenc chis Evil, nor at all cefrain from cbe Ercocrs of 
cheic Dyer 3 and to chey ſuffer che Malady again coariſe, and ſoro continue and grow old 
with them ; and cherefore it 18 no wonder, hin chere are ſo few perfeRly recovered of the 
Gour. Bux a precaucion, and preyencion, is alcogecher as necellacy as the Cure in ipecial ſo

Diſeaſes. 

And therefore we are here ficft ofall cocommend unco che Patient a pocd courſe of Dyec, 
and Medicaments chat correct the diſtemper of the Bowels; che fickt intention being beft per- 
formed by chis.

they cake 10 point of Dyer. Ard on the contrary, a due courte of Dyec hath been known 
it ſel alone ofcentimes co vanquiſh chis Malady : and Crato (inhis 161. C _ ) writech 
truly 3 I :h1nk (faith he) that there zs notbing more to be taken care of for thoſe that are 
troubled with zbe Gout, than a right and due courſe of Dyet. For what Medicaments 
are there what can.enber draw forth the matter it ſelf, or firengthen the Heat ? 

And to l1kewrle Solenander ( Set. 1. Confil. 20.) Weobſerve ( ſaith be_) that many by 
their care and diligence have made themſelves free fromthe pains of tbe Gout; ſome by their 
being obſtemiows z others by their forbearance of Venerealembraces ; a third ſort, by reaſon 
of their continual ufing this or that proper Medicament : And others again, by their ſhun- 
zing of thzs or that kind of Meat, as hurtful in reference to this their Diſeaſe. 

Now the courte oft Dyer doth chiefly confift in the right uſe of the fix things no: Natural. 
And firſt of all, as touching the Air, let che exceſs of every Air in its qualicies be ſhun'd ; 
( for chis may eicher regain, or diſpecſe abroad the vicious humors in the Body ) and eſpe- 
cially che cold exceſs that geraineth and keepeth in the tranſpiration, and that notable exha- 
ling of the vapors z yea and it forceth che wheyifh humor from the outſide of the Body un- 
tothe Centre, where it afcerwards ſoon becometh over-bor (and boyling as ir were ) and 
then bzginneth cobe ſticd up and down. And therefore let all thoſe that are croubled with 
the Gour very carefully fence themſelves againſt cbe excernal injuries of the Air, by wearing 
of ſuch warm Garments as are fit for them z and let them beware that the external Cold 'de 
not thicken the Habit of the Body, and (o hinder the flowing forth of che vapors. Andif ic 
{bal ſo bappenthar the habit of che Body ſhal be condenſed, ic js then again to be ratified by 
frequent but gentle frictions.

Meat and Drink chat.Caccording tothe advice of Hippocrates ) he alwaies riſe from the Ta= 
ble with an Appecice, and chat he nevec ſo fil himſelt wich Meac and Drink, chac he leave re- . 
maining no defire at all, nor afy further appetice therero, For ſince that in cheſe ConcoRti- 
ons Chat which is excrementitious is Want cobeſeparated, ifchoſe Concoctions fhal not be 
rightly performed, many Excrementcs (and thoſe Tartarous) are mingled wich the Blood ; 
which afcerwads ( as alcogether uſeleſs) areby Nature, ac her own time, thruſt foicthun- 
ro che Joynts, Or if icſhould ſochance chac the ſick Pericn offend by raking coo auch food

And therefore let his bread be pure, and leavened; the fleſh that he Eateth ler ic The q»«- 
be Werher Mutton, Kids fieth, Veal, and che like, of a good Juyce_and Aliment, {y of bs 
There is likewiſe allowed young Beefe, eſpecially in ſuch as are hotter then ordina.. *99* 
ry : and Alexander Trallianss 18 bis 11.Þ, Chap.1. writeth, that he knew ſome who 
being croubled with an excicam great and ſharp fluxion, were chiefly holpen by 
cheearing of Beef. Some there are that conceive there ought to be an abſtaining Hers, 
from the fleſh of Hens and Capons, and this therefore, becauſe that ic yieldech £95 «> 
much nouriſhmenr. Bur Mears of Good and much Juyce were never yer known to ay Yu " 
calt any one into the Gout, ifthere were not an Errur committed in che Quantity. the gout- 
Orhers there are chac chink Cocks, Capons, and Hens, to be therefore hurctul for 
thoſe chat have the Gour, becaute thar they themſelves are now and then troubled 
with the ſame 3 which may indced likewife happen for the Cauſe thac we ſhall now 
thew you. For (in my Opinion) it ſeemerh moſt agreeable unto eruth, that chis 
cometh co paſs, becauſe thac Cocks and Hens do likewiſe pick up and Eat Sand, 
and lictle Stones, and concoct them in their Maws 3 from which chere may caltly 
be derived into their very blood ſomrhing thart is Salt, Earthy, and Tartarous 3 and 
this may afterwards yield matter of the Gout unto him that eateth of their fleſh. 

And chisOpinion Crato(in nis 246.Confil.Yleemeth to favour,when he writes that the 
Capon hath a peculiar humor, which Nature driveth forth unto the Joynts. Let him 
Eac fiſh very ſparingly ; bu from Carps, and moiſt fiſh (as Eeles and the like) ler 
him altogether abſtain : as alto from thoſe Meats thar have in chem a power co bind 
rhe Belly, or that cool the Stomach. And ſo likewite the ufe of much Cheele is 
not fafe, He muſt abſtain alſo from all kind of Pulſe, char contain in them much 
Earthy Juyce. And becauſe that (as Crato writeth 1n his 247. Confil. ) between 
Wine and the Cabbage there is found co be a certain kind of Natural antipathy, ir 
is thought very fic, that ſuch as are troubled with the Gour (as unto whom Wine is 
very hurcful) do ofcen feed upon Cabbage and Barley Bread. And Pliny in his 
20. B. andy. Chapter, wricech chus : 1finde (ſaith he) that many bave been freed from 
the Gout by cating the Cabbage, aud drinking the broth thereof being hoyled. And many 
here are that upon very good ground condemn the ule of apples;zand adviſe chePhy- 
ſirians (led hereunto both by Reaſon and Obſervation) that they forbid the eating 
of Apples unto ſuch of cheir Patients as they finde ſubject unto the Diſeaſes of the 
Toynts. For Apples abound with moiſture, and this for the moſt part parraking 
of ſome acrimony, and ſuch as taih a power of penetrating (by reaſon of which ic 
is that thoſe ſpots char are cauſed by che Juyce of Apples can ſo hardly be gotten 
our of Linen) and cherefore do very ealily move the Humors. Let ail far Meats 
likewiſe be avoided, andelpecially fiicd Meats, as ſuch as do not only afford an 
111 and vicious Nutrimenr,, bur alfo cotrupt other Meats; as likewiſe Meats oyer- 
much ſealoned with hot Spices. MEE cs | | 

Bur a more then ordinary Care mntit be had in the Choyce of the Patients drink. 
For itis alrogether Requilice that he wholly abſtain from -the Moravian, Auſtrian, 
and Hungarian Wines, and luch as are like unto thele, which do moſt ,certaiuly 
breed the Gour. But as for others (whichin ſuch as ace found do 'not ſo calily ge- * 
necate the Gout) they may be drunk, bur it muſt be very ſparingly, in regard that 
even theſeallo contain in them ſome kind of Tartarous matter, 

Among theſe Wines. that are wholelome, Solenander in the 24. Confil. of is 
4« Set. reckoneth up Ikewite che Thick, Red, Spaniſh Wine, which they call 
Alicanr, or the Wine they cal Tent : and of this Wine he alloweth a modecace uſe 
unto1ſuch as are troubled wich rhe Gour, as being bur litcle, or lefs hurtful for cbem. 
Others commend and ailow of the Pucine Wine 3 as likewiſe chat chey bring unto 
us from the Vale of Teſtna ; by reafon chat chey have notin them ſo great a power of 
hurting the Joynts. 

And if che Parienr perceive that even theſe Wines alfoare naught and hurtful for 
his Diſeaſe, and that they offend hum ; let him chen (if he can) alrogerher —_— 

rom 
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from the drinking of any Wine; 1n regard that it may fo be, that for ſuch as are 
{ubje& unto the Gour, even thoſe Wines may hurt and offend chem, which others 
drink without any hurcatall. And Pals Kgineta(in his Third Bookof the matter 
of Phyſick, Chap. 78.) writeth in this manner. 1 bave known many {taith he) who 
by their altogether abſtaining only from wine, have all of them ſenſibly found belp. For 
ſome in the very beginning of their Diſeaſe are perfetily freed fromtheir ſits, and others of 
them afterwards, and in theſe - the fits come but ſeldome 3 and when they come they 
are extreamly painful. If therefore there happen ( from this abſtinence) notbing preju- 
dicial, either at preſent, or that nothing be 4 red for the future, let them abſtain fron 
Wine altheir Life long. But as for tboſe who by this their abſtinence have brought a weak- 
nefl and cold diſpoſition upon themſelves, and are thereby rendered unfit for their imploy- 
' ments, when they bave ; 8 two years abſtaine:i from Wine, after tb let them perpetual- 
ly drink, alittle thereof at a time, and let it firſt be qualified with Water. But as for 
thoſe that abſiain from Wine, they ought in ſtead of thetr Wine to drink the Decothion of 
Aniſeeds, orſome ſuch lize Seed, abſtaining Cas much as may be) from Fruits, Apples, 
a:1d the reſt of tho;e Cooling Fruits, Thus gineca. 

And in very truch, chat the Caſe chus ſtands; we have above, (in the Second 
Chap.) proved by exampl=:s. And in our own Countries, they that will may far 
more eaſily abftain from the diinking of Wine, then thoſe in Greece, and elſewhere: 
In regerd that good beer may every where conveniently enough be had, which ma 
ſupply the place of W ine, and very wel ſerve in ſtead thereof, And although ic 
ſeem very hard unto many (yea and hurtful alſo unto ſome)wholly co abſtain trom 
Wine, Yet Nevertheleſs (as ic 1s rightly ſaid by Hippocrates, in his 50. Apboriſm) 
theres alſo ſoiutimes a Change to be made unto that which we have not been ac- 
cuſtomed unto, Bur if there be any that will not be perſwaded wholly to abſtain 
from Wane, (or if indeed they cannot, wirhout great prejudice unto their health, 
a5 it very often happenech) let them then drink Rheniſh Wine, bur nor ſuch as is 
ſtrong, or Crude ; orelſe the Pucine Wine alſo, or the like z; and yer neither theſe 
in t09 great abundance, bur with al poſſible ſparingnefs. And therefore we like very 
well of Solenanders advice, who (in his 4. Seff, and 24. Confg.) perſwadeth us, in 
che uſe of Wine, to have regard unco the Temperament, Conſticution of che Body, 
Age, and Tuſtom; ſince that tbere is great difference in Bodies; ſo that what is 
good audWholeſom for one, the ſame may to another be alcogether uſeleſs. and 
burtful. And theretorein che uſe of Wines, we are eſpecially co obſerve what 
benefic or damage the fick perſon may receive fromic. For if it be found thac the 
drinking of Wine hurterh thoſe that are thus affeted, there muſt chen be a total 
abſtinence fron it 3 or if it may not be wholly omicted, it muſt be moſt ſparingly 
druak. And as for thoſe who in the uſe of Wine cannot moderate themſelves, nor 
obſerve a mean and ſet bounds unto cheir Apperites, we think ic ficter ro forbid the 
uie of Wine unto ſuch perſons, then co allow it chem. Bur yer however al generally 
are wholly co abſtain from Wine in the beginning of the Paroxyim. Neither muſt 
wine at any time be drunk upon an Empty Stomack, bur then only when ſolid food 
istaken. It is likewite very huctful co drink Wine berwixt Meals, 3n regard thac 
ic doth then eaſily penetrate unto the Liver and excire fluxions, 


The aney. Lc ee Patient concent himſelf with ſo much drink only as may ſulfice for the 
city 'of bis Fatisfy ing of his Thirſt, withouc cauſing any fluctuation of the food he hath 


As for his Sleep and Reſt, let them be moderate; and let him not Sleep imme- 


»=y and diately afcer he bath Eaten and Drunk : and when he doth Sleep, ler ic not be 


— {even or eight hours at the moſt 3 yer ſeven hours Sleep he may well be al- 
lowed. | 

Ler the exerciſe of his Body be moderate, and ler ic alwaies be before dinner, or 
ſupper. And if che Aphoriſm of Hippocrates be crae in any Dileale, it is rrue in 
this : viz. The exerciſe of bealth is this, not to be overſatiated with food, and to be 
ative and induſtrious in.pains taking, and in the works of our calling. Andvery 
good it 1s for thoſe that are able, before diuner fomcimes ro exerciſe themielyes 
even until rhey ſwear. Bur chen afrer this motion and exercite of che Body, Leg 
him neichec Eat nor Drink, before ſuch cime as the heat contracted by the motion 
be wholly vaniſhed. And if chere be at any time an Ercer commirred, in the ex- 
ceſs either of reſt or motion, bercer it is thac it ſhould be in morion, then hs 

| an 
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and Reſt, For by Idleneſs and flowth the heat is much diminiſhed, and the 
ftrengrh of the Body made co languiſh, the Concoftions to be depraved, and the 
Excrements not evacuated and driven forth of che Body. Whereupon ic is that 
Galen (in che Szxth Se. Ephoriſm 28.) tels us that eaſe andidleneſs is as much the 
Cauſe of che Gour, as Epicuriſm, and Satiety. And we may ſee by expericnce that 
Men addicted to labor and exerciſe are ſeldom or never taken with che Gout. 
And inſtead of the Morning exerciſe the Patient may likewiſe ſomrimes uſe frictions 
or Rubbings, ſo ſoon as he is up in the morning. To ſtand much, as alſo co walk 
ky wn or coride long Journeys, is greatly hurrful for ſuch as are tcoubled with 
rhe Gout. 

Andin the like manner as Exercile and Reſt, ſo alſo ought the Patieacs ſleep and 
abſtinence therefrom co be moderate, and alwaies in a mean. And yet of therwo 
excreams, better ic 15 want fleep, chen to exceed therein; provided that the 
ſtrengch of che Body be hereby nothing impaired, nor Crudities bred, Neither may 
the Patient accuſtom himſeif co fleep preſently after meals. 

As for fulneſ(s and emprinefs, Care muſt be taken, Thar the Belly be made every Reptrrion; 
day co diſcharge ics office z and that the Humors may not be heaped up in the firſt or ſ«lu. 
waies, Eccopcotick or Cutting Medicaments ace ſomtimes to be made uſe of ; for 
theſe do gencly cafe and empcy the Belly, Sweats in the morning are very uſeful 
and convenient for the prevention of the Gout, in regard that they rake our of the 
Body the ſerous or wheyith Humors. And therefore the fick perſons are by all 
manner of means to accuſtom themſelves untotheſe ſwears; and co this end, they 
ought wel ro cover themſelves wich Bed-clothes at night when they goto Bed; chat 
ſon che morning if chey ſwear nor, yet they may bave a Moiſtneſs all over their Bo- 
dies, The Pavient'oughc Likewiſe ro abſtain from exceſſive Venery, which coge- ,, . 
ther with Bacchus Cor WineJis the Parent of the Gour, as begetting and breeding it: V eiery, 
for (as Scaliger turns ic our of the Greek) of Loyn-looſening Venxs, and Loyn- 
looſening Bacchus, chere is born and bred the Loyn-looſening Guur. For by the 
overmuch uſe of Venery the whole Body is debilicaced, and che {picits and Native 
hear diſfſipaced z whereupon all che Concodions are hurt, and many Excrements 
are trealured up. 

The inmoderate aftecions of the mind, (andeſpecially Anger and Fear) areto , fis of 
be ſhunned; and che Parienc is rather co give himſelf anco Mirth and Cheerful- Err 
neſs. 

And that kind of Diet which is obſerved by Rich perſons, and people of rank and 
quality, is the crue Cauſe why theſe are more frequently taken with the Gour, then Fs Bags 

oor people,and ſuch as live inthe Country.For theRich aboundeth with ſtore of al more 
kind of Meac, and daincy dithes; and thereupon they uſually cat of many diſhes ar wroubled 
one and the ſame meal; and nor only ſo, bur they allo exceedin the quantity, and ith the 
cake 00 much thereof, even more then they can Concoct ; and hereupon Crudiries _ then 
are generaced ;z andeſpecially they roo much indulge themſelves inthe uſe of Wine. 4426 cog 
And chen again they wanc thoſe Laborious exercites by which the excrementitious 
Humors in che Body (and chiefly, che ſerous might be evacuated. And moreover, 
for che moſt part they abhor all manner of Medicaments z andchey wil not ac all 
make uſe of them, unleſs they be ficted for their Palates. | 

And ſo w g-neral, choſe things that are by che Phyſitians (in other Caſes) com- 
manded as touching a good and orderly Dier, they are here eſpecially to be obler- 
ved by ſuch as are croubled with the Gour ; conceining which Alexander Tralkanxs 
largely ireaceth, in his Eleventh B. and 1. Chap. and ic allo Andreas Gallus, in his 
Confil. Collefted by Scboltzius, Confil. 270. And Petrus Andrea Matihiolws, ibid. 

Conſil. 220. and Antonius Ferrus, in his Tratt of the Gort. 

And yer notwithſtanding beſides a good courſe of Dyet, ic is likewiſe ne ,,, .-- 
ceſſary ( leſt rhac the vicious Humors ſhould be heaped up ) that there be no pwpe- of 
notable diſtemper ſuffeced to be in the Bowels. And therefore if there be the bowels 
any diſtempec of che Liver, or Spleen, or that the Scomack being #9 hecor- 
colder chen ordinary cannor righrly Concatt, thoſe diftempers are in a fic refed; 
and convenient manner to be Corrected, as we have further kewn you un its proper

For unleſs thoſe Bowels be wel confticured(alchough chere be liccle or no Eccorc commit- 
ted in point of Dyec) yec nocwithſtanding, good food (albeic ic be caken in a juſt quanticy ) 
18 Converted into & vitious humor, or ſuppheth ſuch a Blood char is not pure, bur hach likes 
wiſe vitious humors mingled ctherewithall, Whereas on the concrary, T hoſe thar have their 
Bowels welconfticuted and ftrong (which exatly ſeparate from che uſeful Blood thax 
which is faulty in the Meat and Drink, and evacuacre ic forth by convenient waies_) may over- 
come many Errors of Dyer ; as we ſee many preedy glutconous Perſons ftuffing chemſelves 
with abundance of food, and puzzling in dayly great ftore of Wine (and this not alwaies ſo 
wholſom as ic ſhould be ) and yer notwithſtanding all chis chey are not ac all ccoubled, no 
nor ſo much as ſubject co the Gout. 

But becauſe tbac ic is altogether impoſſible bur chac he which lives not unto himſelf alone, - 
but hath bis dependance for che moſt parc upon others, and is a Servant unco the publique, 
or is ſet overand imployed in other kind of affairs, and is fomcimes neceſſicaced co live in an 
unhealthy Air, or co ride Journeys, or to ſojourn with others; it being impoſſible (I ſay ) 
that chey can keep themſelves from all kind of Errors ip point of Dyer, and chat thereupon 
Excrements ſhould be collected in the Body ; it ought cherefore to be one main part of the 
Phyfitians care that he prevent ( in chis reſpe& _) che heaping up of choſe Exccemencs in the 
Body, left chat chey afterwards excite the Paroxyſm ; which is done if they be maturely 
taken out of che Body. :

And therefore in the ficft place, alcbough che Gout doth not immediately ariſe from the 
Blood, as ſuch ; yer nor withſtanding in regard that ic may in its own manner concur unto 
the penerating of the Gour, whiles # either maketh for and furtherech che extream and 
boyling bear of the wheyiſh humor, if ic aboundeth ; orelſe may be an impediment io the 
exhibition and adminiftring of thoſe  Medicaments that are neceflary ; che Rlood may 
therefore be evacuated. Bur as for ſuch as have Naturally a very weak and cold Body, ſuch 
as theſe receive more hurt than help from this evacuation of the Blood, as Paxlus Egineta 
cels us in his 3. 6. Chap. 78. and ſo likewiſe for thoſe that have already of a long time been 
troubled wich a fr:quen: tiuxiop ; for by ghoſe often afflifting pains, and refticfineſs, rife 
Sprrics ace diſſipated, ard che frrength of the Body much dejefted, But now chis Evacua- 
tion of the Biood is moſt convenrene 1D the Spring and Autumn. Bur yer in ſome it is requi- 
ſite thac this caking of Blood from them b-= nor done only at once, buz by often repetitions, 
ſome now, ſomerthen, For if the fick Perſon bs one that utetha tul and free Dyer ( eat- 
ing and drinking liberally ) upon che very firft alceration of rhe Air there is wont co happen 
a motion and boyling heac of the bumors, Bur becauſe chac in che preſervarion we are not 
wont tO have any reſpect unto the parc affected ir ſeit, bur only our mind and purpole is to 
evacuace the Blood when it aboundech, it is moſt fitly caken torch ( not only in tbe Poda- 
graor Gout in the Foot ) bur generally in all Gours whactoever, by openinga Vein in che 
Arm. Bur if the Malady be in the Arm alone (as it is in the Chiragra or Gour of the 
Hands ) chen the Vein inthe Thigh is moſt convenicncly opened, 

There are ſome who for {uch as are troubled with che Gour in theic Feet do prefcribe the 
opening of che Veias in their great Toes, and that every month, and then not allart once, bus 
by repeating ie a ſecond or third cime : and I my ſelf have known thoſe chat have received 
great benefic hereby. And this praftice of theirs is grounded upon Reaſon. For Nature 
2s wonr chiefly and principally co chruft forth che vicious humocs unto the excream parts of 
the Body, and tothe Veins, and eſpecially choſe unto which the 1s accuſtomed to excite a 
fluxion. Andcberefore ſeeing it is probable, chat in thoſe who are cronbled with the 
Gout Nature doth ſend the Tartarous humors in greater abundance unto the Veios in 
the great Toes, than unto any other parts; therefore chey are moſt conveniently evacuated 
by opening a Vein there. Neither can che ſtrength and vigor of che Body be very much im- 
payred by chis evacuation, fo that ir be nor in che extream. And that which Coſtus ( in 
his 3. B, upon Avicen, Sen, 22, Tra, 2. Chap. 2.) writech, that he ſaw one who havieg 
bad a burning made inthis Thigh by che Phyſician, chere flowed forth very frequently preat 
ftoce of a humoc al;ogerher Black ( vpon the evacuation of which the Aﬀect was wiolly 
xemoved) ſcemech very much to favor this Opinion, And others for che ſame end anf

And here we zre 
likewiſe cocommend unto you Rbaſes his Pills, deſcribz& before in che Cure: and fo like- 
wiſe theſe : ; 

Take Groundpine or Herb Ivy, balf an ounce; Germander, Arabian Lavender, of 
each three drams ; Hermodatyls balf an ounce ; St. Fobns wort one dram : Aloes Hes

But now as for choſe Medicaments that are mad? uſe of more frequently (every, or every 
other week, or three weeks, or a month ropether) cheſe ought to be more mild and moderare, 
And here Adrian Spigelius writetb, that he in che preſervation of himſelf from che Gour 
never made uſe of HermodaCtyls in any Purgation ; ſince that it 1s nor requiſite that we 
draw forch the Humors out of thoſe parts into the which as yer nothing hath flown ; but 
be adviſech us co content our ſelves with thoſe things that evacuate the humors out of che 
greater veins z unleſs haply it be in che old knotty Gout (which hath more frequent inva*- 
ſions) or chat (as we ſaid before), the Paroxyſm be now nigh at hand. Which as we grant 
ic co be true in thoſe Purgarions thar are more frequently (and in ſhorter intervals) admini- 
ſtred : 1o 1n thoſe Purgations that are to be rwice or thrice every yeer, we conceive chat Her- 
modaCtyls may moft ficly be mingled therewitha] ; and theſe al the moreexperienced Phy- 
ſitians, even unto our daies, have made uſe of ; as without doubt having al of them learned 
by experience, that HermodaGtyls had in them a peculiac power of evacuacing thoſe humors 
breeding the Gout. And the Author of che liccle B, rouching the Podagra or the Gouc in 
the Feer, Cwhole name we ficd not, and yer we find his Book among the Writings of che 
principal Phyſicians) wciteth, that he himſelf knew by experience, That in the Gouc 
(wharever the peccant humor were) that Purpation that was made with HermodaGyls in is 
was more uſetul and effe&ual in this caſe than any other.

when we come to {peak further of the power and virtue of thele Medicaments, Thoſe kind 
of Medicamencs were wich the Anciencs of very great uſe; and by chemchey are greatly com- 
mended : and chere are very many ot them excant 1 Aetizs his Tetrab. 3. Serm. 4. Chap. 47. 
Alexander Trallianus in his 11. B. Chap. 62. And amongſt che latter Pbylitiansalto tuch 
like Medicaments are every where to be tound, 

And ainong choſe Medicamencs, in the ficft place we meet wich Treacle 3 couchinp which Treac/s 
the Auchor ot the Book of Treacie, to Prſo, in þ1; 15. Chapter, wricech : But it moſt of all 
profiteth ({aich he) when any one ſhall frequently take thereof whiles be js yet well and in 
bealthz, in regard that it conſumeth tbe ſuperfluous bumors of the whol body, and changeth 
likewiſe the temperament thereof, Anda liucle ater : I adviſe (faih he) that every man 
in ſuch like diſeaſes would uſe Treacle z becauſe that it both drizth up the ſuperfluous hu- 
mors , and permitteth not that any other be bred ; whereupon very many from the uſe of 
this alone in the beginning bave been altogether freed from the Gout. 

Aetius in the place alleadped bach chis deicrrption of the Ancidote conſiſting of four things, The Aus 
by ſome called a Myſtery, viz. tidote of

That which is made of leven things, hath as followerh : 

Take St. Fohns wort one ounce; Centaury, and Groundpine, of each three ounces; The 4x: 
Gentian five ounces , round Ariſtolochy one ounce z Agarick three ounces ; Parſley one tidote of 
ounce z Attick Honey five pound, Che Doſe one dram 1m thiee Cyacths of Water. ſeven 

Burt Aetizs chiefly commendech che Ancidote of Gentaury ; and he writeth that he knew 23% _ 
many cured by tlic ule chierect;z and that ic was fo wholſom for ſuch as were croubled wich ov - 
the Gour, chac the wie checeut had enabled many that had been affedted herewith fifreen Cantanry 
yeers, and (o wel recovered thein that they went pourneys on foot; and that it was grace= 
tul co che ſtoinacl, convenient for the belly, and provoking much urine. The manner of 
making ic is thus :

And the ſame Aetirs likewiſe very highly commendeth che Antidote of St. Fohns wort, The Ax- 
a5 raac which cuceit al manner of Gouts, the Dileate of che Hips, and al diſeafſes of che joynts tidote of 
in general, being diunk tor the ſpace ot one whol yeerz that 1c warmech and cheriſhech the St. Jobns 
ſtomach, makech che ſight ſharp and quick 3 ard char it maketh the reſt of che ſentes alſo ”* 
more cleer, arid ficcer for the ditcharge of cheir teveral Othicesz that it gently evacuaceth the 
Urine ; and cha ic is excellent good in the talling-fickneſs, chat 1t freech from the great and 
»rievous pains of che head 3 and laſtly, chac it mollifiech the Liver and che Spleen when 


chey are hardened into a Schirrus.

And then apain be adminiftrech i for a bun- 
dred daies mote z and fo again, as betore, he intermits for thirty dates Whev che cwo bun= 
dred and ſixty daies ( wherein there were cwo hundred potions adminiſtred ) ace over and 
paſt, he chen giveth ic again, buc now not every day, buc only every other day ; and fo ina 
hundred and chree ſcore daies be adminiftrech fourtcore Potions, And afterwards again in 
ewo bundred and fixcy daies he adminiftcech eighty Pocions, giving them every chud day 
until che three bundred fixcy five Potions ſhal have been al caken.

Occ of theſe afterwards (inthe Ages not long before ours, and in our Age alſo) there aroſe 
divers other (uch like Compufitions. Thomas Eraſius tellech us that be had two of theſe 
communicated unco him, and excolled wich high cemmendations : One of them chat was gi- 
ven kim by an Icalian Phyſician (wbo called ic the Poudec of Jupiter) andevas imparted 
unco him by Doftor Conradus Geſner, is made in this manner iollowing :

Liquors three drams : make a Pouder. 

And yer nevecthelels the tick perſon 1s noc ſtriftly and preciſely co be tyed unto any 
forms of Pouders ; buc of the ſame ſimple Medicaments thece may with Sugar or ſome con- 
venient Syrup be made EleCtuaries or Pills ( which for the moſt part are very fitly made up 
with Turpencine of Cyprus, ſince thac moſt of thoſe that are troubled with the Gout are 
Lkewiſe obnoxious and ſubject unto che Stone) or Extracts, or thoſe Medicaments they 
cal Eſfences, or liquid Exccacts, oc a Wane, or a Medicate Drink ; chat ſo in this manner als 
ſo che palac of the ſick perſon may be pleaſed. 

. Antonius Gallus (a Phylitian tomcimes of Parjs ) preatly commenderh chis Ele-

Take Valerian one dram: Agarick two drams : Spigne! three drams : Macedonian 
Parſley ſeed four drams : $t.

and therefore it was likewiſe —_— commended unto the Emperor Charls che fifch 
by che Phylirians of Genoa : and Solenander in his fifth Sei. Confil. 1. tels us, that 
it hath been found by experience, thac very many which had drunk of this Decodti- 
on for the ſpace of threeſcore dates, have been wholly freed trom che Gour, and 
reſtored unto their healths; whereas before they had both che Joynts of their 
hands, and of their feet alſo grievoully afflited and cortured by this Difeaſe. And 
no wonder, for ut attenuateth the thick Humors, and contlumeth them ; driveth 
forch che Excrements by Urine, or elſe by ſweat evidently 3 or elle it inſenfibly 
diſcufſech chem by cranſpiracion: and it ſtrengrhenech alſo all the incernal 
bowels, and every kind of Nerve, yea and the whole habic of the Body. 
Bur becaule that Veſalizs writeth ſo largely and tully rouching this Deco#t0n of 
Groundpine, and the advice given by the Phytitians of Genoa (as we may ce in his 
Epiſtle to Foachimus Rolandus, touching the China Root, about the end thereof) We 
think ic nor amiſs,neither our time ill ſpent, to give you his words at Jarge,as we find 
themin the ſaid Epiſtle. No man (faith he) can blame me for adminiſtring at a fit 
and convenient time that Medicament which [ find commended by the prime Genoa 
®Phbyfitians, as divine,and as if 1t were ſome Deity ; and which(with the greateſt promiſes 
that might be of the perpetual baniſhment of the Articular Diſeaſe) was ſome months 
fince ſent unto Doffor Martiillus Colla, (Maſter of the Horſe to the Emperour, and one 
that for his many extraordinary parts, and endowments of mind, is wortby of more 
bealtb then what at preſent he enjoyetb;  ) and now again alſo ſo brought unto Czlar, that 
for the future we may moſt certainly concede, and promiſe him, that be ſhal never more 
bence forward be troubled with the pain in bis Foynts, if be pleaſe but to make uſe of this 
Medicaments Now in wery truth the whole deſcription hereof x ſufficient ly Empirical, 
and containetb in it nothing elſe but that atthefirſt, and in the very beginning of the Ma- 
lady, a purgation is to be adminiſtred ; and then afterwards, the Leaves of Ground- 
pine ( ſome call it Herb Ivy, or the little and low Oak ) be cut in pieces whileſt they be yet 
green, tf they may then be bad, (but I for my own part would rather have it dry; and 
as in all other Herbs that have in them a faculty of drying, I prefer it before that which 
7 green and newly gathered) and then boiled in white wine, and of ibzs Decoftion one 
Cup given intbe morning, three hours before dinner : although in the mean time how- 
ever it be added, that the longer before dinner the Decotton aforeſaid be taken and 
drunk, ſo much the more benefit zs to be expet$ed from it. In reference to the courſe of 
Dyet, whoſoever maketh uſe hereof muſt abſtain from all meats that are ſharp, ſour, and 
Salt; and the drinking of that Wine 3s preſcribed for ſixty dares, with this adtition, that 
the dift:lled Liquor, er Water of the aforeſaid Herb, willadd and confer much unto the 
ſtrength of the ſaid wine, (which ſeemeth unto me very ridiculous :) and that therefore 
for ſuch aa are not pleaſed with the Decottion, they are to bave the Water given them. As 
for any thing elſe, we find nothing in the whole ſheet ſent hither unto ps, beſides agreat 
and ſwelling Title, and a large Catalogue underneath of thoſe perſons who by the uſe 
phereof lived free from tbe Diſeaſe of the Foynts, for ſome years, and of ſuch as made uſe 
thereof when it was ſent unto them; in which Catalogue wefind Cardinal Dorias to be 
the firſt, and foremoſt. Thus far Veſalius. From whole words it evidently appear- 
eth, that he himſelf gave nor his ful conſent unto the praiſe and commendation of 
this DecoGion. and very credible ir is, that ir did not benefit al thac drank ic : aud 
yet notwithſtanding if we ſhall well weigh the virtues thereof (as they are before 
propounded) ic wil from thence manifeftly appear, thart it is indeed a very excellenc 
and precious Remedy in the Gout. . But this Veſaliys rightly cels us, and gives us 
gorice of it, that the diftilled Water cannor(1n probability Jadd any thing unco the

For Aetiys doth here righcly admoniſh us, as touching Treacle,and the like hot Me- 
dicaments, that they do not only not benefit thoſe that are of a more hot Conftituti- 
on and remperamen:z bur that they likewiſe oftentimes produce Reſolutions that 
rove incureable, Bur here indzed there are ſome that derermine this 't& be under- 
Rood only of tuch as are hot in the higheſt degree; becaute that Galen allo (in his 
fifth Book of the dreſerwation of bealth,) expounding the words of Hippocrates, (11 
which he torbidderth the drinking of Wine unto thoſe that are hoc, ) writech, that 
rhis is not intended of all abſolucely char are hot,, but that HippocrateF ſpake ir of 
{uch ae were hoc inthe higheſt depree : bur yet moſt certain it is, that great heedis 
her=io be caxen unto the diverficy of Bodies and temperaments z and that hot Me- 
dicaments are more conveniently alſo givenin Artumn,then in the {pring time 3 and 
thorefore in Bodies that ace more hor Succory is wont to be jncermingled with the 
Medicoment: and as touching Succory, Adrian Spigelins likewiſe writech, that he 
had becn caughr by experience, how that in a hor Caufe there was nothing more 
convenient then the Leaves of H/iId Succory, gathered in the monch of May, and 
dried in che thade, and then given one dram thereof, for the Doſe.

Office and bulineſs of che Payſician co wente any thing coucting Conſolation in the 
Gout: and indeed I fhould nor atal have publiſhed any ching of chis Nature, had I noc 
fourd the fame dore by char famous «ud mcft eminent Man Fohannes Crato, my fellow 
Ciuzen, ahd Phyfician unto chree Emperors, in his Gonſil. colledted by Scholtgizs. Him 
cherefore I now ſhal follow, and {peak ſomthing as couching the ſubject aforeſait1. For of- 
ceatimes indeed Medicaments and helps of al forts are adminiftred unto the lick perſon, and 
yer nevertheleſs the Phytician doch not foobcain what he deficeth. And ſomcimes likewiſe 
che ſick party Ceicker in reipect of che condicion of bis life, and imploymenc, or elſe allo in 
regard of ſome ocher patts of his body) cannor fo exactly as he ought obſerve what is en* 
zoynecd bim by the Phy ſitian ; and theretore albeic che ſick perſon cannot then conceive any 
hopes of a perfect Cure, yer notwithſtanding he may have ſomthing cocomtore himſelf

For whenas the pain in the Gour is moſt raging and 
kncolierable, and that the Gour cannot by apy thing be betcer prevented or mirigaced, than 
by a frugal Dye: Cand in this we hind al Phyſttians co agree, and we have alſo a ceſtimony 
of it from Experience 1t ie}f_) which cauſerh char not only no matcer may be ſupplied for the 
encreafe of the ili humers 3 bur ic likewiſe beſt of al correCterh che diftempers ot the Bowels : 
andirc is the parc of a piudeit man rather co obey Reaſon than his Aﬀections, and not to for- 
pet that of the Por. 
Pleaſure with pain 
| [s loſs, not gain, 
and he ought toconſider hkewife chac chac pieaſure which he caketh in a more free and libz- 
cal Dyer, is not worth, neither wil ut compenſate thoſe ſo great pains and wrackings tha: 
muſt be endured in che tics of che Gour. And although ic ſeem indeed fomwhat prievous co 
ſhun al feaftiogs, ard company-keeping, yet chis muſt be thought of, That none of thoſe 
boon Companions can aiterwards afford any the leaft belp in this Ditzaſe 3 bur that (as Lr- 
cian bath it in his Tragopodagra, about che end thereof ) they wil rarher lauph as, 
and deride a man m his pain and miſery, Yea, moreover, whiltt that tor fear of the Gour 
a man accuſtomech himfelf unto a good and orderly Dyec z be dorb not only prevent che 
pains of the Gout, buc he avoideth likewiſe many ocher Diſeaſes char proceed frem the 
Errors inthe Dyec; ard a Man hereby oftentimes arcainech untoold Age. * Bur as for ſuch 
as either wil not ſubmit chemſelves unco che Rules of Dyer, or elle by reaſon ot theic condt- 
cion of life and inployment cannot abſerve che fame, let not thete accule eutherche Phy l1= 
tian, or the Phyſick, bur ler then) blame themſelves; fince chat (as Galen wrieth moſt cru» 
Iy 1n bis Tract of Curingby leceiop blood, Chap. 7.) To preſcrtbe Medicaments (fanb he) 
rnto that party which neither can, nor wall obſerve an orderly and due courſe of Dyes, is 
altogether in vain, and to no purpoſe. Bur now it a man oblerye a good Dyer, although he 


be not wholly freed from cis Diicale, he yet may chen comfort himfelf ina good conſcience, 
and 


Chap. Ss. The Phyfitians (onſolation in the Gout. 
andreſt himfelt concenced in the will and good plealure of God. And hence ic is, 
that Crato, in the place alleadg:d, wriceth, thar ſeeing diligenc oblervetion and 
prudent moderation in potur of Diec hath been tound to bealwaies helptul, and 
that it never hucteth or deceiveth any, to neglect it therefore may well be thouche 
not only an Argument of the greareſt folly ard madiets, bur likewiſe of their nog 
le&ing and being carelcts of themiclves, which Piecy torbidderh. 4nd when we 
have the Teſtiniony of our own confcience, that nothing hath been done by cur 
own fault that mighr bring or 1crealc the pain ic is thena very gr-a! Conto lation, 
when we can periwade cur ielves that we are alcogether blamelets; and to can cheer- 
tully endeavour 11 a r:ght manner to bear what is neceffary and could nor be avoy- 
ded, and not co repine and murmuce avcainlt God. 

IV. Andrchisalfo may comfort fuch as acc aſlicted witn the Gour, that as every 
one harh his proper Calamicy 3 1o likewite every man hack a Commodiry properiy 
beionging to him; end that the Gout is ſaid to bethe Rich mans Diſeate, tor at- 
though thoſe thar are croubled with the Gouc do indeed fuffer a great pain; yer 
moſt of them are ſuch as have a plentiful Eftate, or at leaſt they have whar is futt- 
cientz whereas on theContirary, there are many who alchouph rthty be free from 
this pain, yer they lic undcr othice daily pretiures and grievances, by Keaton of 
their poverty. The Gour ( as Cardaiius 1 his Encommm of the Gout Writerh ) 
{mellerh and is fenfible of {tweet Unguents, heareth Songs and iutick, lyeth (proud 
as it 1s) in {oft beds, upon Silken Pillows, berwixt Gold, and Pearls, and painted 
Tables, heareth Tales and pleatanrt ſtories, taſteth generous and Rich Wines, and 
the more delicate and dainty kind of Meats. Ir hath prefented unto it pleatant and 
delightful lowers, Embroydered gacments, and whatſocver hath ambiriouſly for 
many years been heaped up by wealthy Cicizens, or even by Kings themielves. 
And the Gour 1s fo far bleſſed, that he whois dereined chereby, beſides the pain ic 
iclf, hach nothing to hinder him from living « happy life. 

V. Thotechar are troubled with the Gour may bkewite comfort themſelves with 
this, that thoſe higher taculries of rheic Souls and the operations of their minds 
arenort cocrupred and hurt 18 this as they atein molt of the other Diſcales ; but for 
che moſt part theſe continue ſafe and ſound. And the very truth is that for moſt of 
the Mon:ments of the Learned, we owe them unto the Gout ; for had theſe men al- 
waies had iheir hcalch, they had never publithed to many voluminous and learned 
works. And (as Cardanys 1n the place allealged wrireth) Eraſmus, a man of extra- 
ordinary great parts aid learning, 14 cur ern age, while be lay diſeaſed of the Gont,

and by tewon of 1t kept bus bed, wrote and publiſhed whatſoever of bis is worth our 
. readings . 

VI. Tihereits ikewiſe another great benefit and commodity that the Gont bring- 
ethalong with it, to wit, that it fieech a man ofcenrimes from many other rroubles ; 
and kecps off much Vain and tiuiclefs lavor, as alto many grievous and difquieting 
Cares, (thacTmay ute Cadans own words) io that if a man be required to ferve a 
FCumulcuous Common-wealth, or to give his attendance upon a pertifh and froward 
Prince, or ſome imprudent friend, how can he berrer excuſe himfelt, then by his 
taving cheGour? Hethat hath the Gout hach the greateſt parc ofthe year ac his 
own command: and there js 10 betrer nor honefter exculins ones felt from work, 
:hen by che Gour, And vhen there is occation of a mans going abroad in 
publick co ſerve his own turn, it is but ſaying, that the Gour hath lefc 
fm. 

VII. AndLaſtly, ab hough by arr, anda good courſe of Dier, much help way 
be hoped for; yec neverchelcis in regard chat che cemper of the Bowels by the long 
continuance and grievouinctis of the pains 15 {o ſubverted, and the Jovnrs io weak» 
ned, thac there is no hopes lefc remaining of a perfect recovery cf ths healch, the 
ck perſon may yet in rhe mean time enjoy thole benefits and comforts that we have 
mentioned, and with Paticnceeſftabliſh his ming, after the example of that grear 
Emperour Charls the fifcrh, who was wont to jay, thai t6 bÞ Parienc, and not wHety 
ro complain and cry out by Reaſon of the pain, ate the b{ft Remedies againft che 
Gour. 

Bur ſeeing that ic is not the part of a Phytitian, (bur a thing much unbetceming 
him) ro make himſelf merry with the Diſeaſe and pains of his Patient, 1 ſhall for- 
bear coaddany thing more of chis Nature, Bur if there be any one that detiverh co

know any Elegant and conceited Jeſts upon the Gout, let him read Lcian his Tra- 

gopodagra. Whichis likewiſe wel worth the Phyſicians reading, fince that it duth 
moſt empharically expreſs the vehemency of this Diſeaſe, and ſhew che Cauſe 
chereof (and that indeed more rightly then many Phyſitians) and Elegancly deſ- 
cribe che cime of its invading the perſon, the difficulty of its Cure, the bragging 
and vain promiſes of Empericks, and laſtly che Patience that is neceflary and Re- 
quiſite for the ſick Perſon. 
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Queſtion, 1. Whether the Name of Arthritis, or the Gout, Comprebend likewiſe 
the Gout Podagra, Chiragra, andthe reſt of the pains in the Foynts ? 


Arthron (ſignifying a Joynt) and that cherefove it very fitly agreeth 
WW withall the pains of the Joynts, (of which we have hicherto ſpoken,) 
"3 Rf buc by che Barbarous and common Pradicioners it is called allo Gut- 
DODHD ta,bur not ſo properly. And yer notwithſtanding there are ſome even 
of the latter Phytitians (and among the reſt, Franciſcus India, one 
of the Phyſicians of Veronaa City' in Venice, in his firſt B. of Gutta Podagrica, 
Chap. 1.) who deny this Name of Grtta to be Barbarous and improper, it being as 
it werethe general Name for all Diſeaſes which by deſtillation are produced inthe 
Toynts of the Feet, Hands, Hips, and the like parts of the Body, and that there- 
fore ic deſerveth to be the general Name; bur they wrice chat Arthritis cannot pro- 
perly be applied as a general Name unto che Gour Podagra ;z becauſe that Galen tels 
us (in the S$7xtb Se#1on of the Apboriſm. Aphoriſ. 28.) that almoſt all choſe that are 
rroubled with che pains of the Joyncs are firſt of all taken with the Gout. And 
there are likewiſe other Phyfitians that make the pain of the Joynrs ſome other, and 
alcogerher diſtinct from the Podagra and the Chiragra Gout. Cardanus (in Apbo- 
riſm. 29. ofthe $7xth Setiion) wriceth, thar the Diteaſe of the Joynts and the Poda- 
gra arenot one andthe ſame Diſeaſe : and he addeth, that he had ſeen many Chil- 
dren that were troubled with che pains of the Joynts, bur nor one of them chat had 
the Gout 3 andrhat he remembereth not that he had ever read any Auchor who had 
{een it; and hereprehendeth Galen, for that he makethno difference between Ar- 
thrits and Podagra. 

But Lic. Mercatus (in his fourth B. of the Curing of internal Diſeaſes, Cbap. 18.) 
handlech chis ſame ſubject ar lacge, and diſtinguiſherh Arthritis or the Diſeaſe of 
the Joynts, from Podagra, Chiragra, and Iſchias or the Sciaticaz and he reacheth 
us that the Artbritzs hath a Nature peculiar unto it ſelf, which contiſteth not in pain, 
bur in this that ic ſeizeth on all or moſt of the Joynts; as alſo that Arthritis doth 
not require that weakneſs of the Joynts which is neceffary in Podagra, Chiragra, 
and Iſchias, bur char a far leſs imbecillicy doth ſuffice : and on the contrary, thar 
It requireth a far greater ſtore of matter; and that iris much more rare chen the 
Gouts, Podagra, Chiragra, and Iſchias or the Sciatick Gouc : and chat Artbrites 
hath likewiſe chis proper and peculiar unto it, that ic beginneth with a ſwelling, and 
endethina painz whereas in the Podagra, Chiragra, and Iſchias the quite contra- 
ry happeneth z and the parc is firſt of all caken with pain, and then afcerward it

ICSEHS E have cold you before that Arthritis is fo called by the Greeks from 
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{welleth : and moreover, that ir doth not require fourty daies {pace for ics refolu- 
tion, andrhat becauſe the parts are lefs weak and infirm, and becauſe rhac the 
Humor fticketh in choſe parcs that are more fic for reſolution : and Laſtly, like- 
wile, chatit moſt ſeldom or never returneth, 1n regard that all the mater is diſcuf- 
ſed, and wholly Rooted ouc z unleſs haply chat by an inremperance and ircegulari- 
ry 1a the life, it collect a new fulnels of matter. For he decerminech that the cauſe 
of the Artbritzs 1s peculiar, co wic, the internal. a fulneſs of the Veſſels, and more 
eſpecially of the blood 3 bur che external is every occaſion that biingeth labour ard 
unwouced exerciſe co the joynts, by the which they become hor, Tools and 
dilated; and the Huntors poured all abroad waxing hot, and ſtird up and down 
flow cogerh=r 1n chet- {oyuts z whichche part weakaed and made looſe doth very 
calily draw untoir, andr<ceive it, 

Buc (as for the opinion of Franciſcys India) the very truth is, thac the Word 
Gutta 1s a watine Word, and noc Barbarousz bur yet co uſe ir for a fluxion and Ca- 
raicch, or for A-tbr:tzs, is COliary tothe ule of the Latine Tongue z and cherefore 
he may veiy delervedly be accounted for no berter then Barbarous that ſhall uſe 
this word fol Artis, or Preierit before the Word Arthritis. And although chac 
Galen ('u his ſartÞ of the AÞ oriſ. and 28. Aphbo ) doth indeed affirm, char almoſt all 
that arc caken with the Artbritichaffection (that is to ſay, the pain in the JoynrsJ 
are ſuch as have fictt of all been croubled wich che Gour, yer nevertheleſs this doth 
not prove. that the ame of Arthritss ticteth not unto every pain of che joynts : for 
there are Iik-wite joyats in the Feer, And as we told you above (in the firſt 
Chapter) this Naumc iu general is fomtiwes caken in ſpecial for that Diteaſe of che 
Joynts, when all or molt of che Joynts areaffected; which happeneth nor, ualeſs 
a man be fir(t caken with the Gout Pod ;gra. Bur more rightly Grainerius ( in his 
'Tratt of the Diſ-aſes of the Foynts, Chap. 1.) I (faith he) when l ſaw that the Arthe- 
tica ( for ſo all the Phyſi 1ans of that Age by Reaſon of terry ignorance of the Greek 
Tongue called ths Dyeaſe) bad its Name from a Limb or Foynt, (in wich places the 
pains of the Foynts are wont to be) was willing to call all ſuch lilg p.tiis Cmbetber 
with a ſwelling, or witbout) Artbetic;, lite as alſo all that ever were before me have 
done. So 

Bur as for Cardanus and NMercgatus, Iee no cauſe ar all why they will not have 
the Gouts, Podagra, Chiragra, Gonag 4, and the Sciatick pain, andal other the pains 
of the Joynts, ro be comprehended under che Name Arthritzs, as a Species under its 
Genus z or if che molt or all of the Joynts be croubled with the like afﬀfe& with chat 
wherewich the rect, Hands, Knees, and Hip are wont to be grieved; Iknow no 
reaſon (taith he) why 1t. may nor be called Arthritis. But this inthe mean while 
we deny not, that every Diteale of the Joynts, or every {welling are not properly 
called Artbriisz andthat ic ſomrimes happeneth, that other vitious Humors, (and 
nat the blood, as Mercatus will have it) alcogether of another kind from choſe chae 
produce Arthritis properly fo called, may be heaped up in the Body ; and that they 
may fomtimes with, and ſomrimes without a feaver, be driven unto the parts nigh 
unto the Joynts, and may there excice and cauſe {wellings, and ſomtimes alfo pains: 
which twellings notwithſtanding are not properly the Arthritzs, ſeeing that (as 
Merratus himfclf hath determined) they do not begin from pain, andend ina i{wel. 
ling bur on the contrary, they begin with a ſwelling, andchen afterwards there 
comtha pain, How much leſs then aretheſe fwell:ugs alone worthy of the Name 
of Arthrazsz and on the contrary, this Name to be denied unto thoſe pains of the 
Joy urs, of which we have hicherco been creating: Eſpecially fince chat choſe ſwel- 
linge do not return (as the Gour doth) by certain intervals z bur alchough they have 
once or fo infeſted and diſquieted any perſon, yec they may afcerwards never again 
return all the whole life long Aud therefore if Cardanus, Me catus, or any others, 
will likewiſe have theſe ſwellings to be called Arthritis ; let th:m know that che 
Ancizurts were not wont tocall all kind of Tumors oc Swellings, (were the caule 
what 1c would they ſprung from) and all kind of pains, I ſay, they were nor wont: 
to cal allcheſe by the Name of Arthritis. And Hippocrates (1n the ſixth Epidem. 
Comment. 4. Text 13.) calleth thoſe jn Enos that by exce!live eating ot Fulle had 
gotren a pain in their Rnees, not Arthriich, buc Gonalgtck, (that 1s co lay, perions 
Diſeaſed in cheir Knees) and couching this we ſhall ſpeak fuccher in che Queſtion

=" Hereare indeed ſome of this Opinion, that every pain that happeneth abour the 

Joyats is co be called Arthritzs ; fince that if chere be any ocher ſuch like pains, they 

ace no where expreſſed by any of che Phyſt:iansz neither hath any of them wricren of any 

in of che Joyncs that is not Archritick. And al:hough we may meer wich ſome 

Find of ſeeming difference, either according to the greatneſs, or according to the duration of 

chem (a ſhorter oc a longer time ) chey conceive that this diffeceuce doch nor ar all vary the 
ſpecies or kind thereof, 

Bur Ichink that Galen ( in the third Section, Aphoriſm 15. and 16_) writeth moſt tru- 
ly ; that ifche filchineſs be {opgreac that i may dry up and contume the moiſture of the 
Joynts, ic may then indeed cauſe a difficulty of the motion, by reaſon of the drineſs in the 
Taynes, and rhac it may haply cauſe pain likewiſe ; yet nevecchele(s ic never producerh char 
affection which is called Arthritze z unleſs any one be minded to call al! pains whazioever of 
the Joynts by chis name. For Hippocrates himſelf, for {uCh as by the over-eacing of che 
bitcer Vecch Orobus and other Pulie bad concrafted theſe kind of paii:s, he duth nor call 
chete Perlons Acchcitick, but Gonalgick Perſons. And cheretore alrhough we ſcarcely 
fiad any Au'hbor handling all ſuch pains as theſe in any one place, yet nevercheleſs we find 
chem treated of and mention made of them here and there, in tevecal places of the ſame Au- 
thoc. For it very frequen:ly ſo happenech chat vitious humors heaped up in che Body, may 
be by a Feaver ( or elealſo without a Feaver ) thruſt forth into the Joynts, and moreeſpe- 
cially che Rnees, and may there occafion pains which may oftentimes continue a long while; 
and iuch nu doubt were thoſe mentioned by Hippocrates in the place afore alleadged z which 
if no: alwates, yer when the ſick Perſon deircerh ro move his Feet, chey then excice Pain : 
unto which norwithſtanding(co ſpeak properly )the name Arthritzs properly fo called, doth 
not ſuit nor agree. So in fuch as have Dropſies and ſuch as are Cachectick, or of an 41] con- 
ſtzcueio!, che terous humors falling down into the Feet may indeed excite there a ſwel- 
ling 3; 2ud thote very humors likewiſe when the Feet ace moved may breed and cauſe much 
pair, which yet cannot be taid ro bethe Archricick pain, Neither doth the humor then flow 
30:9 che pare iffect-d by and chocow che Veins, bur it by little & liccle deſcendech chereinto 
by the Pores in the Abdomen, And if weexadtly weigh che maccer,we ſhal find chac ſuch like 
bumors as cheje do nor fe:z upon the very parts themſelves that conſticuce and knic the Joync 
together 3 buc that rather a humor from withour is poured 'forth and floweth round abour 
theſe par:s, and fticketh fait berween the Skin and the parrs conftituring che Joynt. And 
fo.1n the lo-tenmng of che Joyncs in Wounds, and in Cotnuſions, che humors do ofcentimes 
flow w1'0coe J->yiits, and there caule aſweiling and paing which yer 1s nor. worthy ot the 
Rame Artbritzss And fo thoſe bat bave their Joyncs much dryed and hardened ( as ic 1s in 
the Scucvy aid other Diſ-ates ) thete Perions cannot firecch forth, nor move thote Joynrs 
wichour pain, and yer chey are noc £0 be accounced Arthiii.ick Perſons, neither do we call

And therfore the Arthritzs properly and in ſpecial fo called, is only that pain of cbe Joynes, - 
when che peculiar humor deſcribed above, bred 11 the Bowels of che lower Belly, and neaped 
up in che Veins and Arteries, by chem ſuddenly loweth inco che Joyncs,and inſfivuatech 17 felf 
more eſpecially intothe ſenſible and cender parts abouc the Joynts, aud there partly by ewin- 
ging, and partly by diſtending cauſeth pain. 


Queſt. 3, In what place the humor that exciteth Acthciris confifteth. 
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MY indeed chere are of this Opinion, that the humor the Cauſe of Arthritzs doth 
confiſt eſpecially in that Cavity or hollow ſpace chat is berwixt che exrremities oc 
heads of the bones (which by Articulation are joyned cogether ) and char che humors flow- 
ingcopether by the Veins do ficft of all flow unto thoſe Cavities of che Joynts, and thar

F And as for whatſoever they alleadp and bring for the contrary Opinion, ic may be eaſily 
anſwered. Fo firſt otaly That che bumors in Artbrits are oftentimes long ere they can be 
diſcuſſed, the cauie-is, nor thac the humors are contained in the Cavity between the bones 3 
bur becauſe they fiuck in places void of blood, and cherefore baving bur Jiccle bear in them 3 
andthe bumor it {zIf likewiſe is ſomwhac unfie to be perfetly diſcuſſed. Neicher yer ne- 
vertheleſs is this alwaies true; for ottentimes alſo the maccer 1s diſperſed and ſcacrered in a 
very thart {pace of time, to wit, when there is not much thereof, when it 1s chin, 
waen che Parc is checithed wich heat, and che maccer noc chickned by uofic To= 
icks. 
F And mareover, the pain is nor therefore excited becauſe the Joynts ace firecched forth in 
lengch, and-made longer, and ſo ace ſeparated one fromthe other, bur becauſe chat a ſharp 
humor flowing into che Membranous parts doth diſterd, and ewinge them. And thirdly, 
alchoygh. che paio be, more exciced while che joynt 4s moved 3 yec this bappeneth not chere- 
fore, becaule chaz cbe humor is cantajned in che very joyne ( for as we cold you bur even 
now, this 1s void of {enſe) bur becauſerche Membranous parts about the joynt, being before 
prececoaturally diſtendedby che humor, axe now.more ſtretched forch. Nemwher laſtly doth 
thac pcoye chat che humor doth fictt of al fal faxth into the ſpace of the joynt, becauſe that 
the pain, when che Dutaſe ficlt ſeizecb.che-parey,us perceivedro lie deep, before cheexcernal 
parcs {wel up, which wbenic happenech che pain mitigated. It 18 «rue indeed chat theſe 
chings do ofcen ſo come £0 pals, and that in che beginning chere is very liccle or no{welling 
appearing, and chas yer an che mean time thagein rageth in ghe top of ahe pack MOL _ 
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there becomech moſt prievous 3 which 1s afterwards aſſwaged when the extecral parts {wel 
up. Bur chis doth not therefore happen, becauſe that the humor fallerh into the very Cavity 
ot the Joynr, and from hence maketh ic ſelf a way unto the excerual parrs, cheexueam parcs 
of the Bones being ( 45 we {aid before) alogether deſtiruce of ſenſe 3 but it bappene:h'from 
hence, that che whol viwus humor doth firſt of all by the extremities of the 'Veſle}s flow 
un;othe Nervous and Memb:anous patts abour the Joynts, and greatly aM:C& chem ; bur af- 
terwards when part of che humor is likewife diſtcibuced inco che fleſhy parts, the pain 
becoinech more mild and*moderate; when che humor is dift.ibuced inco mari places, ic 
doth then aCt leſs powerfully ; and choſe partes are made more looſe and fo are diftended 
with leſspainthan ocherwile : like as we fee che very ſame co be in the pain of che Teeth, 
which ac ficſt is very gear and intollerable, when all che humor flowech into. he'Teech, 
and theſe Nerves inferred imo them ;* but afcerwards when pare of chit humor is diftcibuced 
inco the Jaw lying neery as likewiſe che Gums, then che pain is micigared. © Bur yer, in the 
mean time ' (as we {aid betore ). we deny not this that at length alſoeven ſome of the mat- 
cer may poſlibly ſweat through into the very Cavity of the Joynr, if che afflux continue long. 
Neicher doicthe cwo laſt Aphoriſms of Hippocrates make ar all againft our Opinion 5 whece 
(in che fixth Section ): he'thus wriceth : Thoſe (ſaith he_) that bave been lonp conflitting 
with tbe pain of tbe 'Hips, if in tbeſe the top of the Thigh fall out of the Hip-Bone, and thei 
return and fall in again, theſe have in that place a Mrcous and ſnotty fleem colletted, 
And again, tbey that by being vexed with a long continued Sciatica pain bave the toy of 
their Thigh fallen out of the Hip, in theſe the Thigh waſteth away, andunleſi they be burnt, 
they balt and become lame. For that Juynt doth not therefore tall forth, becauiſe thac the 
Bone is chruſt our of its place by the humac fallen into the Cavircy : but Cas Galen in his 
Comm. upon the Aphorilms ceachech us_) becauſe che bonds ofche Articulacion being ſoaked 
and moiltened by che flegmatick humor are cthereby rendced more looſe. 2 

Bur now what thoſe parts are abouc the Joynt chat receive and entertain che humor thac 
flowech unto them, neicher do they al fully agree in their Opinions as touching chis;*”' Ca- 
pivaccius and fome others with him determine that this aflux is made only unco che Liga- 
caeucs, and char in che Arthritzs the Ligaments are filled ful, bur not ſothe Nerves agd Ten- 
dons; fince thac ifcheſe parts were filled chere would chen be Conyulfions : for theſe parcs 
come co be affected only bythe conſent of the Ligaments, whiles thar they are preſſed toge= 
thec by theſe Ligaments beinp filled wich the humor. But che Ligaments are ſo bard and {olid, 
thac ic 15 not credible chat cheſeeſpecially ſhould receive the humor flowing unto chem; and 
be repleniſhed checeby. And the pain is not therefore exciced, becauſe thac only the Ner- 
vous and Membcanous parcs are preſſed r:opecher by the Ligaments preternacurally filled with 
the buwor. For it ch1s were che Cauſe, che pain could not poſſibly be fo fiecce and bicrer ; 
bus becaute chat a ſharp and pnawing humor doth prick and ewinge' the cender and ſen» 
ſible parts. - For as in other parcs the Membranous Pertoftia, and Nerves, are che ſubject 
of the pawn : fo likewite inche Arthritzs they concain the nigheft and moft immediace Cauſe 
of the taid pain. Burt now that there is no Convulſion excited, we have already ſhewn you 
the reaſon thereot above, co wit, becauſe thar the parts that are by Nature aſſigned for mo- 
cion are not affected, buc fuch only as are appointed for ſenſe, 'as the Membranes, or che 
Nexves likewiſe themſelves ( ſuch of chem'as are not deſtined unto moxion ) according ro 
the Membranes. Ker 
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—_ are indeed very many chat afferc this Feaver co be only ſympcomarical. But ſince 
{ympromatical Feavers are thoſe properly which follow the Inflammations of other 
parts (and more eſpecially the Bowels )co wit, when chat heat char is in che affected Member, 
or likewiſe even the putrid and footy vapors are communicared co the hearr, and kindle up 
che heat in ic, and fo che fewe] of che Feaver is in another affected part : it eaſily from hence 
appearech, - chat che Feaver which is zoyned with the Arthritzs is not Sympromacicall, but 
primary. : For in'the Feaver chat accompanieth the Arthritzs, the Fewel of che Feaver is 
nor in che-parraffedted ( chaciisto ſay, che part that Jaboreth under che Arthritzs ) bur ic 
is in chegreat Veſſels, Yea and the Feaver cicher it precederch the Arthritzs, oc elſe it inva- 
dech together with che invaſion of the Arthritis, and doth nor in any wiſe follow the ſame. 
And therefore this. Feaver-is deſervedly referred unico thoſe continued primary Feavers, 
which now adaies wecal accompanying Feavers ; to wit, thoſe thatare nor ſolicary, but ſuch 
ac have ſome ocher Difeaſejoyned wich them, andchat depending upon the very ſame cauſe 
with it 3*toindcy ' wheh by The mocion of ſome bumoc which Nature endeavorerh to thruſt 
> oy . forch 
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forth unto ſome outward parc, or incoche habic of the Body, a Feaver 15 kindle! , or ac leath 
che matter thac 18 moved untoany pare, becomerh wichall fo puctid, char ic may catife and 
kindle a Feaver. And as ic1s rm the Eryſppelas, Pleureſie, mal Pocks and Me. tels,. and che 
iike Diſeaſes; to this cometh hkewiſe ro pals inthe Arbtritzs, which (utha ike Feayer 19 
wont ofcencimes co precede, and ro invads che Party a day before; or ac the teatt, moſt tec» 
rainly invadech cogecber with itz alchouph ic be oftentimes very fmal; ard :t:creore it t; 
not ſo muchas caken nacice of by many fick Perſons, andeſpectally tuct3s alroperber hes? 
and mind nothing buc their pain, Buc now chis Feaver is continual ; which'yer vevertheleſs 
remicecch ſomwhac in the morning, bur abouc the evening recurnech again: in 3ts tu] hejgeh 5 
and chis happeneth from che ceturn of the Blood unto the inward prets; this being exher 
voluntary, orelſe ſuch as is cauſed by che coldneſs of cite ambienc Air, vecy familiar unco 2ll 
continual Feavers. 

Bur che very Feaver it ſelf according co the nature of che humor (which cogecher with 
the humot that is che nigheſt cauſe of Arthritis is ſomtimes excired)is wontto be ar;gmeuted 
day afcer day. Now chac bumor which kindleth che Feaver ts noc contained in the Veins a= 
Jone, buc fomrimes alſo in che Arteries; and chen the ſigns of purridnets are not fo evident and 
apparent in the Urines: yea in che beginnirg che Urines are ofcencimes very chir,, and like 
untocleer Warer, wanting a ſetling; which kind of Urines are likewiſe very familiar th other 
Diſeaſes chat proceed from the motion of che ſerous or whey ith Blood, 


Queſt. 5. Whether the failing of Mulberries may produce the Gout z, or whether the 
Fruits of the Mulberry Tree may Cure the Gout 2 


He Occaſion of chis Queſtion was ac ficft given by Atheneus,who in the ſecond B, of his 
Drpnoſopbiſt., chus writerh : Pithernus(as ſaich Hegeſander) bath left it behind bim 
for our 11;formation, that in his Age the Mulberry Trees did not bear any fruit for twenty 
yeers together ; and tbat then the Gout 4s a common and Epidemical Diſeaſe raged ſo 
fiercely among the People, that it ſeized upon not only Men, but even Children, Virgins, 
Eunuchs and Women : andnot only ſo, but this Diſeaſe became ſo vehemently outragi- 
ous among the ſmaller Cattle, that it ſwept away two parts of all their Sbeep. Wheceupon 
ſome thought ciiac chis happened by ieafon of che detect of che Mulbeccies for choſe cwenry 
whole yeers ; and chey accribured unto the Mulberry Fruica Power and virtue of curing 
and driving away the Gour, And true indeed ic is, chat Mulbercies do looſen che Belly, and 
chat chey afford much benefic unto a hoc and boyling Stomack : bur char chey ſhould 
have in chem any power, or peculiac viccue rocuce Pecple of their Gour, this netcher Rea» 
fon, nor Experience can perſ{wade us ro. Neicher caa this be proved from hence, chat wheb 
Mulberries were wanting for twenty yeers, the Gout gceacly raged among the common Peo- 
ple. Forit is more probable, chac by ceaton of ſome excraordinary notable fauſtinels in the 
Air ( which ſocontinued for cwenty yeers rogecher, that ic every yeer hurt the Mulberry 
Tees) vicious humors ft co generate che Gouc were heaped up. Which may appear even 
from chis, chat not only Men and Women, bur even the Sheepalſo ( which yer never eat of 
che Mulberry Fruic ) were not free from chis Diſeaſe. 


Queſt. 6. What the Cauſe of Arthritis is £ 
V VE have told youindeed chat the nigheſt and moſt immediace Cauſe of Arthritzs, 


1s the {oJucion of continuity 1n choſe pares thac are abour che Joynes, preceeding 
from a humor thac hath flown inro chem, whiles ic either diſtendech choſe parts, or elte pric- 
kech and launcech chem 3 or elfe doth both cheſe. And yet notwithſtanding as touching 
chis ching, che Pbyſitians do not a licele differ among themſelves ; and as for che nigheft cauſe 
exciting che Arthritis, ſome of chem derermine one ching, and ſome another; Which diſ- 
agreement among Phylſitians, I conceive hath not been the leaſt Caule why che Arthritzs bath 
ofcecimes been lo unhappily and unſucceſsfully cured. For when che Cauſe of a Diſeaſe is 
not (ufficiently agreed upon, 1 15 not poſlible that the Cure ſhould ever be cighcly performed. 

And ficſt of all, chere are (ome likewiſe thac do indeed ceckonup a naked and barediftem- whether | 
per among che Cauſes of Artbritj, and this is alſo afferced by Coſfteus (in bis chird Book « bere di-. | 
upon Avicen.. Fen. 22. trattate 2, Chap. 5.) for chis reaſon, becauſe chac ſomcimes there /e=per a 
| 1s 2 pain felc, withouc any {welltog at all, which is wone co be joyned unto a diſtemper with Canſe £ 
- raatcer. Buc a bare diſtemiper (le: ic be even whac it wil) isnot che vigheſt cauſe of chis AﬀeR, Actricis7 

teeing Chat che diftemper char fomcimes —_ ſo long a continuing pain, cannot poſlibly WE 
- 2 ſub-

ſubfiſt alone; neicher can ic likewiſe be che cauſe of ſo great and grievous a pain, And 
moreover, the very humor it ſelf (ofcentimes manifeſt enough) doth lufficiently ſhew char 
belides che diftemper chere is likewie preſencan afflux of che bumors. 

And although 1n che begioning there is ofcentumes no ſwelling ar al that appearech ouc- 
wardly, yet neicber doth chis ſufficiently evince chat there 1s therefore no humor within. 
Like as in che Pleurifie, che Toochach, and che many other pains of other parts, che tumor 
lyipg bid wichindiſcovereck ic ſelf by pain alone, buc by no {wellingac all. Moreover, pur- 
ging and ſweating Medicaments are of ſingular ute in che curing ard prevention of chis Dit- 
eaſez which yec are no waies neceſſary ina purediftemper. 

And althoughthac Pare: relacech a Hiſtory of his own Diſeaſe, by which he would prove 
chat a naked and bare diftemper may produce che Arthritis ; yec this ſtory of his doth 
not ſufficiently prove char there was no afflux at al of che humors-prelent ; ſince rhat che 
qualicies of che external Aic may excite an afflux of the bumorss Petrus Salinus Diverſus 
indeed ( in his Tract of the affed. of che parts) makech mention of ap Iſch1as or Arthritis 
from drineſs ; che cauſe whereof was neithec known to Galen, nor yet uncoany of thoſe that 
came atcer bim : buc Hippocrates only knew ix, as appearech in his B. of che internal Aﬀes- 
Etions. Bur (as he wricech)) we are not by drinets co underftand any dry diſtemper of che 
pares confticucing che joync ic ſelf ( co wit, of the bones, ligaments, arid cendons ) bur a 
waſting and conſumprion of its glucinous bumidity, by which it is naturally nouriſhed, and 
whereby the joynt it felt 15 oyled asic were, and made che more fic for motion. For 1ftaypon 
ay occaſion whacſoever ic fo happen that chis humidity be wholly dried up, chen che tnoc- 
on of the joynt 18 hindered ; anda difficulty of che motion, and withal a pain ſucceedech. 
And he cels us, that chis AﬀeR, if ic be 11 che joynr of the Hip, it is then by Hippocrates 
called che Iſchiadick or Sczatich pain z bucrhat he bimielf bad likewiſe caken notice clue 2c 
might be bred in any other Joync whatſoever. | 

But Galen was not ignorant of this Aﬀect ; only hedenieth it ro be the true Arthritis; 

' and hecels us char ic was only a certain kind of Impedimenc in the morion, whilſt.chac 10 cite 
thicd Section, and 16. Aphoriſmybe chus expreſsly writech : If immoderace drinefſes conſume 
che bumidity ofche joyats, 1cthen indeed cauſech a certain difficult mocion by ceaſon of the 
driveſs; and perhaps likewiſe now and chen a pain, Bur chat Chis paſſion (whichabey cal 
Arthritis ) winno wile cauſed, unleſs any one be diſpoſed co cal al che pains wbacſoever of 
'thejoyncs by the name of Arthritiz, And moreover (I ſpeak it withouc derrafting in che 
leaſt from the worth of men ſo eminent) be ic ſo indeed, chac ſuch a pain and impedimenc 
of che motion may proceed from drineſs : yer I much doubt of chis, Whether or no cbis pan 
be cauſed only by the waſting of chac bumiflicy whereby che heads of che bones are as ic were 
anotnred and oyled, For mthe whol ſpace in the which they are joyned together, he 
bones are Not covered with any Pertoſtizem, and thereupon they are wholly void of ſente 
and therefore in this place pain cannot be exciced. Bur ic-ſeemeth robe more agreeable co 
truth ( if chece be any impedimenc of the motion, or any pain exciced in the jayncs by rea-

And bere- 
upon therefore that windineſs xppeareth to be changed even ſenſibly ; and of neceſſity4t is 
that it cannot appear after this manner in ſueb as live idle and delicate liver, and in 
moiſt Bodies, and where the Veins are kept covered. And therefore whenſowver there 
attempteft the curing bereof, and the Patient Feel that pain, then if it bethe ſame, it 
appeareth to the Eyes, ay we ſaid before. Then haſten and bind both upon it, and u1;- 
der it ; and cut pon it, till the Windineſs that is pent up and kept in hath a vent and 
paſſage made fort to go forth; and Caiterize the place. But if it be ſo that thou canſs not 
ſee the place that #s affetted, and tve pain, then Cure it with the-excuſſion of the Body, 
and ſome kind of Remedy that expelleth windimeſſes, and extenuateth them. And for 
this purpoſe,very neceſſary and uſeful are the Foetid Pillr,the Pills de Sagapeno, andthe 
like.

Bur chis Diſeaſe is not Artbritzs. For neicher 1s ic only abour the Joynts,bur it ariſ- 
eth froma Windineſs, or furious ſpiric poured forch our of the Veſſels, and running 
. toand fro throughout all the external parcs of the Body. There are ſome who 
chink chat this miocion of windinefles, andſpirics, is made in the Veins themſelves. 
Andcrue indeed it 1s, that ofcencimes in-the Veflels and Bowels ſuch like windi- 
nefles do run up and down wich great violence and cuthing z like as Antonius Beni- 
wenius (in his Trad of hidden Diſeaſes, andthe Crre of the Cauſes, Chap. 81. Relat- 
eth that Lyudonicus Njcolinus was fo affetted with a winde ruſhing violencly into his 
Bowels and Sromack, char noc only his Bowels and Breaft, bur his ſhoulder-blades 
were likewiſe extended wich an incredible pain; andhe was likewiſe ſorely croub- 
led wich a greac and miſerable ftreighrneſs of breaching 3 whereupon alſo he died 
chechird day. Burt in thac Hiftory of Albucaſts, it is probable, char the Flacu- 
lenc and windy ſpiric that he ſpeakech of was -poured forth of the Veffels into che 
very fuperficies avd ourlide of the-Body. For feeing'thart che motion thereſpoken 
of was Joyned With a great pain, thar fpiric -could not be contained only in the 
Veſfels, as being ſuch chat are deſticure and'void of all ſenſe. 

And tome there are who think (and chis righely enough) that this Aﬀett, (if 'ic-be 
not oneandrhefame, yer that icy 4s very neer of kinunto that deſcribed by Wierws, 


4n-a peculiar Traft, (in a Book-he wrote in che German Tongue, touching zenknown_ 


Diſeaſer : ) of which likewiſe Henricys a Bra, wrote an Epiſtle co Petrys Foreſts , 
which Epiſtle is annexed unto 'the obſervations of Foreſtus, in his #weiityeth B. of 
Obſervations. Thoſe of our times 4offor the-moſt part refer them to inchantment ; 
and rhey tel us I know not what of Elves and Fayries thac(as they conceive ) breed 
rhoſepains;z when yet notwichſtandingtheſe and ſuch ke of-fliccing pains that run 
up and town tn che'Body may aMo have'cheic Natural' Cauſes, and they may have 
thetc'Original from/a certain ſharp Flatulency, ora ſharp hon rr ouc of a Humoc 
almoſt Scorbutick, and roving up'end down the Body by the Membranous'parcs and 
Muſcles. And from hence ic 15 alſo apparent, that they- cannot be- fiely-referred 
neither unco theD+racuncult of the Ancrentss in regard that there ts here-nu worm 
chat liech underneach. The JWeſtpbalians for the Cure hereof ule (as a-peculiar 
Remedy) Earcth-worms'z of which fee Wrerus,ih thep/a- alleadged. 

Buc we ſhall add no more touching chis affect, in regard har ic dotiiot-properly 
appercain unto Arthritis, of which 'we -&re now creating. And yet by the way [I 
chink ic nor fic ro pats over in\{ikence what Etind mentioned in theH iftories of thoſe 
that were troubled with che Ar#brits, (which Foreftus bringerh fn his 29. B. and ſo 
likewiſe in his 14. Obſervation) where we'furd menttonmade of one Tiy20 Cornelius, 
twenty eight years ot Age, who-over weariedand tired out in the imployments rs

his Husbandry, and very ſleepy as he was, laid himſelf down upon the Ground, 
and chere he ſlept for ſome certain hours ; at length awaking, in his lefc hand, abouc 
the wriſt, he felt an incollerable pain, which ac lengch ſeized his whole Arm, into- 
much that he was not able ro move his Hand, or fo much as co ſtic his fingers, which 
were now grown ſtiff as ic were : and foon after he was croubled with che fame pain 
abouc the Foot, unto which was added likewiſea very ftrong and violent Feaver, 
Ofall which notwirhſtanding by purging and alcering Medicamencs, and by the 
-adminiſtring of Topicks, he was cured in ſeven daijes cimes, or leſs. Where he 
bkewiſe maketh mencion of another, who very drunk as he was 1lzsing all night in 
his Garden upon the cold ground, when he awoke was immediatly taken with a vio= 
lenc feaver, and moft incollerable pains, of which in a very ſhort time he died. 
Bur as ir ſeems co me, thoſeaffects were noc properly Arthritick, but racher acute 
2avcrs contracted from Vapours exhaling our of the Earth, which th:y both of 
chem received by {leeping thereon in which feavers Nature thrutt forch part of the 
vicious Humor unto the exrream parts of the Body ; and ſo from this Humor there 
were not only pains exciced 1n che Joynrs, bur alſo inthe whole Arm, the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles being chere affected : and fo great was the pravicy of 
this Humor, that ic likewile ſnatch. away one of theſe two Þy a ſudden 

Death. 
whethesy Seeing therefore that neither a naked and bare diſtemper, neither yer a windi- 
a Humor, neſs alone can be the cauſe of Arthritis, moſt Phyficians indeed therefore agree In 
end wuat Chis, that ic is ome Humor chat cauſerh che Arthrits: buc what kind of Humor 
kind of this 1s, herein they greatly differ. Some of them chink chac all the four Humors 
 noogarin (co wit, Blood, TCholer, Flegm, and Melancholly) may be che cauſe of Artbritss: 
ther al thþ+ and chis they endeavour to make good-more eſpecially from hence, that in Arthri- 
fowr Hu- 215 there appear many different colors of the ſwellings, divers kinds of pains, and 
mo15 ma) . various accidents the term of che decliuation nor one and the ſame, and a much 
be the qifferent way and Merhod to be obſerved inthe Cure, according to the variety of 
_ the Cauſes. To wit, (thatT may uſe the very words of Petrys Salius Diverſus, 1n 
| his [reaciſe of the Parts affeFed, Chap. 16.) inſomethe Colour is wuch inclining 
co be red, in others yellow, and ina third ſort, whice. The ſwelling is now and 
chen of a conſiderable bignets, and ſomrimes again ic ſcarcely appearecth. Andas 
for the pain, it is fomtimes indeed very troubleſom, bur yer nor to buc that ir may 
well be born; bur then ar other cimes (according to the Humor, the cauſe rhereof) 
ic is moſt ſharp andintollerable. And then again, this pain is ſomtinges ſoon gone 
and vaniſhed, bur chat contmueth a long while. Bur oftentimes alſo divers evil 
_ $ympcoius do follow, as an extraordinary greac heat and burning in the place 
affected. Bur ſomtimes again, either there is preſent no hear at all, or on the con- 
. frary, there is a coldnefs that greacly troubleth the party 3 {ome of theſe perſons 
being offended by the Air when ir 1s over hot, and others by an Air too cool. The 
; way and courſe of Curing is ſomrimes allo yery var:ous, becauſe in ſon of theſe 
- ſuch Medicaments as heat ate found ro be moſt beneficial, and in others thoſe bene- 
- fir moſt thar cool'; the pains in choſe being the more enraged by _— chart are 
cold; bur in theſe they are heighthened by ach things as are hot. And then again, 
ſome of thele pains are appeaſed by che Evacuation of the Blood, ſome by the pur- 
.ging forth of Flegm, a chird forr from che emptying forth of the Choler, andthe 
laft kiud of them by che Evacuation of Melancholly are very much micigated and al- 
laied. All which ſeemerh co denote thus much unto us, thar the cauſe of the 
Arthritis is fomtimes hot, aud now and then cold and ſomtimes, che matcer thereof 

very various and diffterenc, | | ; 

\ Bur chefe Reaſons do nor ſufficiently prove that which they ought. For alchough 
that {according to the various treaſuring up of Humors) divers kinds of Humors 
may flow unto the pair affeed; yer theſe are not the prime and principal cauſe of 
che Artbritzs, bur together with the Serum, or Whey, they are foreibly carryed 
unco the parc affe/ted; or elſethey aredrawn thirher by the pain. And that thar 
. Humor which breedeth che ſwelling is nor the principal Cauſe of Arthritz, appear- 
. ech even from hence, char in the beginning before the part ſwellerh, ihe pain is moſt 
incenſe, and violent, bur as che part by degrees ſwellethup, ſo the pain more and 
more remiccech, Neither indeed is this opinion agreeable to the eruch. For many

For alchough when this Humor firſt beginnech co be moved there may ariſe ſome 
kind of coldneis, by which the whole Body may be extreamly Chilled. and made 
co ſhake ; yer notwithſtanding this is no ſure and certain fign of a cold matcer ; fince 
that even the hot Humors alſo (when they are moved through thole parts that have 
cheir fenſe and feeling) may by liccle and lictle produce a coldneſs, or chilneſs, ang 
horcour ; as it isallo very manifeſtly ro be feen in Cholerick Feavers. And chen 
Secondly, he errech likewiſein this, that he accounteth flegm and the Serous Hu» 
mor for all one Humor ; as likewiſe in chis, that he will have the Serous Humor 
cobeſinply a cold Humor.

Thomas 
Eraftys indeed (in his fourth Diſpurat. againft Paracelſus) wriceth that be never but.once 
ſaw ihe Gou: bred from a pure and meer flegm ; and this was in a cectain noble perſon of 
Helmftadt, who was ſick wichouc any pain at al, if he kept but his bands and feer quiet ; 
there was no redneſs ro be ſeen ; but a whice ſwelling looſe enough z alchough that his zoynes 
were not without hard knots, but had many of chem, and chat for many yeers before he had 
not been able co ſtand upon his feer. Bur chas Aﬀect ac this ciine was not indeed the 
Gourcruly and properly ſo called, but only an Oedematoys tumor,, with the which che feecr 
(by reaſon of a long and lafting afflux of the humors) were much croubled. But now thac 
in the very beginting the blood with the flegm (or racher indeed a ſerous bumor) flowed 
down into the Feet, and comupted chem , chis is confciled even by Eraſtus bums

Becauſe that it produceth pains far more ſharp and bicter -__ 
than the other humors 3 in{omuch that the fick Perſons often complain chat chey feel che 
parc affe&ed co burn as they think. 3. Becauſe chac ic is charged inco hard knobs or knots, 
which doth not happen unto any other of the humors. 4. becauſe thac it wil vety hardly give 
place or remove for any Remedies whatſoever 3 but is rather more ſtird up, exaſperated, 
and enraged by chem ; ſo that the Patients are ceady torell us, chat ic 1s far becter with them 
when they are withour any remedies ar all than when they bave them applied. 5. Becauſe 
Galen himſelf ( in his B.of Theriaca to Piſo; Chap. 15.) ſaith that Treacle is very uſeful 
for all Acthricick Pecſons whatſoever, as that (10 Pareus his Opinion ) which dullech and 
bluacech the malignity of che humor. In chis indeed Pare bis Opioion is right, that che 
common ordinary humors ( Choler, Flegm, and Melancholly Y do not produce the Ar- 

thritzs, but chat che humor which is the Cauſe of the Arthritis doth obtain and hath in is | 
ſomwhac chat is proper and peculiar, and Chis is ſufficiently proved by the Reaſons above ) 
alleadged by him : bur indeed there is noneed at all chat we thould here have reccurſe unco 

any peculiar Malignity, and occult quality ; neither do the Reaſons alleadged prove ir. 

For chere appeareth here nothing thac is Malignant 3 but the vehemency of the pain procee= 

deth from the Accimony of the bumor ; the which happeneth likewiſe ſomtimes in the pain 

of the Teeth, Ears, and other parts. And although chat Galen commend Treacle as good 

againſt rhe Arthritzs ; yer this doth not ar all argue, nor make that ic ſhould ſubdue the Ma- 

lipnity of che humor, buc cathec chac ic ſhould conſume che vicious humors z and many ochec 

Medicaments of this nature are alſo before pcopounded, in the Cure of the Arthritzs. Buc yec 

in the mean time we do not deny this, that the humor ( which is the cauſe of the Arthritze) 

may ſomcimes likewiſe obcain a peculiar Malignity 3 like as we ſee it co be in che Scurvy, ' 
and the Polonian Plica, And yet notwithſtanding we ſay, that ic doch not produce che, 
Arthritis, as ic is a Malignanc humor, bur as ic hath that diſpoſition which other bumors alſo 
( exciting che Artbrtitis ) do obcain 3 chat yer are alrogecher void of any the leaſt Malignicy, 

And laſtly, ( chaz we may likewile a liccle conſulc the Chymiſts) we do indeed very = Ebul- 
much expect and hope for ſome light co be given us by them, for che cleecing up of che poing nb þ 
now in controverſie.

We bave brietly above given you our Opinion as couching this ching is Controverſte, 
But becauſe there are many (and thoſe ſome of them of the more able and learned Phyſiri- 
ans ) thac are of another Judgment, and differ from me in their Opinion (as in cgs darkneſs 
of Mans mind it js genera}ly wont co beeven in the greateſt and moſt ſerious Controverſies } 
L ſhal nor think ic time miſ-ſpenc,nor my pains 11 beftowed, in laying before you (with whae 
brevicy Ican) their ſeveral Opinions z and in the cecital of chem I ſhal weigh chem accor- 
dingly. 

Rea fiſt I ſhal indeed begin with Fernelius ; who afſecceth that they are much miſtaken, 
who think chart che Humor: the cauſe of Arthritzs doth break forth of che more ſecret and in- 
moſt parts of che body into the Joynts. For how (ſaith he) 5s it poſſible that any pure 
and ſincere humor can from the bowels, and the moſt inward ſeats be carried through the 
Veins; or that that humor which was ſo lately mingled with the blood ſhould now ( with< 
out any mixture thereof ) by the Orifices of the veans fall pure into the blood; or if there 
ſhould alſo together with the humor flow forth any of the blood, which being colletted and 
gotten together in the Foynts doth it not excite a Phlegmone ® And why It:ewiſe doth nos 
the crud? humor «hich 1 carried into the Foynts by any other paſſages than by the Veins 
cauſe the Acthricis? For inthe Gachezie, the crude bhumors that from the bowvels fall 
down into the feet, and cauſe them to ſwell, do not yet excite the Gout in them. bur even 
Fernelius himſelt cakeib ic tor granted, and plainly affercech char the Head is che Founcain 
and Original of this Malidy, from whence ( {arch be) a fiegmacick humor (and Chis very 
chin) floweth forth intoche Joynts, And this humor (as he cels us) is not indecd gathered 
copether in che Brain (as whoſe excrements are either purged forth by the Noftrils, or elſe 
by che Palace tall down upon the great rough Artery, and che Lungs, or elle inco che 
Scomack; and che more inward ſeats ) but 2t -- (faith be) colleRed in che excecnal pars ow 
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© the Head, and ſuch as are placed withouc the Skul, and by che top and {uperficies of the bo= 
dy run along downward under the Skin. For ſeeing chat there-are many Veins running 
forth chithec chac are derived from the external Jugular Veins, he conceiveth that they may 
cherelay up their thin and ferous excrementsz and that 1n regard the Ekin of the Head t3 
thick and impenetrable (to chat the humotrs cant.oc eafily expice and bicath rhrough che 
ſame) char ckecefvie in progreſs of time they aie there ftored up, and from thence by the 
tuperficies and outlide ot the body falldown into che joynts, 

There are very many other Phyſicians chat tollow this Opinion -of  Fernelius ; of the 
which {ome of chem wil bave the humor (che Cauſe of Arthritzs )' co be collefted in the 
Head alone, berwixc che Skul and che Skin of the Head ; and they cel us chat is che one on- 
ly place from whence the matter floweth down unto the Joynts : bur there are others of 
chem, whoalchough they likewile add other waies, yer notwithſtanding they do wichall 
zoyn this way of Fernehzus : and there are very few or none of them, who do not believe 
but that this marger doth withall flow down hkewite from-chis place of che Head. 

But in very cruth, what Ferneſzercomplaineth of :oucking the other Opiaton ( thac by 
reaſon of ic it {ſo came £o pals char the Archricis was almoſt leit as a deſperace and incu- 
rable Diſeaſe, and was cermed che Opprobium or diſgrace of Phyſitians ) I concerve (with- 

- out diſparagement unto ay mans Judgment_) that it may moretruly be afficmed of chis his 
. own Opinion; and I am of Opinion chat that Phyſician who ſeekech for the Spring and 
| Fountain of chis Nalady in che Head only Cveplecting in che mean crime thetrue Fountain 
and ſourſe thereof } is icarcely ever likely to cure the Arthritis For albeit it be indeed 
true, that certain various fluting ard wandring pats may be here arid tizere excited by the 
ſerous}humor falling down from the exctenal paic of the Head under the Skin, by the our- 
ſide and ſuperticies of che Body ; yer notwithſtanding the Arthrites is never from heiice pee 
nerated z neither is chat matter wont co ſubſiſt abour che Joyncs, bur for the moſt part a= 
bout the membranes of che Joyntrs Bur now the generating of the humor that 1s the Cauſe 
of the Arcbritzs is very different, and of a far ocher nature. For this is pznecrated in the tan= 
guification, by reaſon of che Errors in Dier, and the weakneſs of the Bowels : ard 10,,mes 
likewiſe 1c13 {upplyed from che {uppcetlion of the Covries in Women, and the 1udden ſtop- 
page of the Hemorrrnoids u; both Sexes 3 and chen it is heaped up inthe Veins and Acceries : 
whereupon 2110 to ivon as ever 17 begraneth tobe moved, and co become 2s 1 were boyling 
hoc, there 15 almoſt alwajes a Feavec juyned with the Artbritzs : yea and fomtimes che 
Feavers ace cernumares mn cHtte fad arthrites; and bencenthkewite cometh ro pats, that in 
the Arthritz che UF «© prvech 1octh mull luie ard maniteſt figis aid Tokens ot the humor 
ca2T 15 Pe6can: 10 the Veins, And heiice i: 15 thas Galen himiclt reacheih us {1 the thud 
Section, Apiorum 20.) that m hittle tvellingsand pains of the Juy ns, the decpti partsof 
the Body ace curougniy purgedgthe vitruus humors being thruſk trom che wore priiicipa; parts 
unco che ou: tide and tuperticies ot the Budy : Nenher can there aviy thing eltc be proved by 
firm and ſonud Reaions. Al which being true as is alleadped, and the care ltancing thus z and 
1c beinp mwft undeniable, that che Hum: che cauie or tne Arthritis 1s contained 31 the Veins 
and Arceries, there can no rea{on be iendered of any ueceſlicy (either in Nacure, os elite inthe 
Diſeaſe) why theie Humors ough: neceiiarily ticft of al toaſceir; up ri the Head before 
They be carried inco the Feer 3 11 regaid more etpecially cat cheie is ai open au ſtrait way 
by which chemay be moved chrough che Veins end Arteries, ard {© carricd into rhe Joynts. 
And that the matter, the cauſe of Arthritzz, is carryeduntso the Joynts through the 
Veſlels and not wichour them, appeacreth alto even from hence, that the Veins in 
thoſe joynts that are like co be invaded by che Arth;i;r, iwelup and grow big when 
ic firſt beginneth 3 and in that the Humor exciting the Arthritzs ( it Repelling Me- 
dicaments be unſealonably applied) runneth back again inro the Veins and Arte- 
ries z and is either tran{mitted unto the Noble parts, and there exciteth Acute Fea- 
vers, anxigties of heart, and other dangerous and deadly Symptoms ; or elfeitis 
ſuddenly conveyed into another joynt; whereupon the pain which but ere while 
infeſted the Foot, inftancly, (if Repellers be unadvifedly adminiſtred) thrufterh 
it felf forth and appeareth in the hand 3 which could noc be done, were it not that 
the Humor were moved chrough the Veſſels, For ijtis nor. at all peflible that the 
Humor which but juſt now was 1n one of che Toes, ſhould under che Skin be fo 
ſuddenly carried upinio the hand. And if the Humor ſhould in ſome {pace of time 
mount up chicher under the Skin, yer ic muſt of neceſliry cauſe pain in all thoſe parts 
through which ir paſſerh, as we may ofcen cake nocice in thoſe pains that ar:te from 
che Serous W hey 1h Humor dclcending without the Skul, that che painis firit of all 
iache Head, andchen afterward ir is excrued in the Nec, and then in the ſhouider 
blades, 
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Queſt. 7. Y/here the Humor the Cauſe of Arthritis is genertted, &c. 
blades, and a et and thar at the length both che Humor ard (he pain de- - 
ſcend evenunco the Thighs; which doch noc ac all bappeu in the Artiiricis.

1d fur humorc, it the 
Original of cheHumor were alwaies 11 the external part ofthe Head 3 gheu uf necei= 
firy chere would be prelſenc lik-wife ſome ligns thereot heaped up i.cre, and detcen- 
ding , which yer inche molt arc nor ar al rakennorice of, theu Heads botng «koge- 
cher ſafe and found when yet their Joynts are invaded by the Arthritis. + ernzlins 
indeed among other the fligns of che Humor heaped Lp, YECKONELH tice hcavincds of 
the Head for one, as allo overmuch deure of ifleep, an exterual pain of ihe Head, 
and which 3s ſtird up only by the couchivg thereot, (cipceially 14 the Lairs be kem- 
bed back bur never 1o lictle) an Vedemacous waterith twelling, like uwco toft wax, 
lying under the Skin, moreectpecially in the hinder parc of ite Head : but he rec; 
koneth up for ſ19ns of th? Humor flowing downward, a pain iitung up and 
down f:om the Neck, or by the ſhoulders, :nto rhe Arm and Hands; or clerturnd 
down by lictle and liccle aloug the back incothe Hips, Knees, 21d tcer, there ariling 
ſomtimes ſome kind of lenſe and teeling of Cold. Bur indeed ic cannoc at all be 
demed, that the figns are prelenc, when there is a Serous aud Wireyith Humor 
heaped up together inihe H-ad, and falling down by the external parts of the Bo- 
dy : buc they very ſeidom appear 11 the Arthritis, it being moſt manitelt by expe- 
rience, thar ſuch as are troubled with che Aribritzs are yer for the wolt part very 
wel in their Heads, HNeither do ſuch as are caken with the Arihritzs alwaies per- 
ceive that deflux of Humors trum ihe Head, and che pain proceeding ckerefroin, as 
bur even now wecold you. And grant indeed chat it be to, char in the beginning of 
the Arthrii;s the lead may likewite in toine Cwhere it 15 bur weak ) be offended, 
and that there may beg kind of hcavinets and pain perceived cherein, Y et neverthe= 
Icls neither doch this ſufficiently prove that che Humor (che caute of the Ariritzs ) 
3s generated in the head, (in regard thac the very tame oiten happeneth in Feavers, 
alchough che caule of the Feaver be nor generaicd in the Head) buc rhe head is then 
offended by ics conſent with other parts. For when the Humors boyi with heat in 
the Arteries and Veins, and chat they begin to be moved, they partly rove and 
run up and down by their own 1mpecuous motion (this being proper unto ctiem, 
when they abound and {wel up) and partly they are by Nature chrutt forth hicher 
and thicher; andihen chery moreeſpecially liez upon the weak parts, until ac the 
length chey teat and iix chemielves in one certain place. And cheretore it 1s nor at 
all ro be wondered ar, thar in ftuch perſons as have weak Heads, andhcads thatare 
ocherwiie very ſubject to excice defijuxions, in the firſt invalicn of the Arthritis 
ſome of rhe Humors (now about to ruth forth unco the jJoyuts, ) ſhould be poured 
out by the <apillary Veins under the Skin, in the head, and there excice pain, and 
other Symproms. Which yer notwithſtanding doch nothing at all patronize this 
Opinion of Ferneliys, fince that even thole very Humors are not bredand collect- 
edunadcr the Skin of che Head, (as he would have ir) but they are tuddenly pou- 
red forth thicher by the Veins and Arceries that are ſent unto the head from the ex- 
ternal Jugcular Veins and Arrerivs. And grant it indeed to be rrue, that the Arthri- 
rick pains properly ſo calied were excited in the Neck, as he faich : yer neverthe- 
leſs this is not done by the marrer that by degrees is collected under the sKin, and 
by liccle and liccle flowerh chicher, but becauſe che humors are poured out thither 
chrough the Capillary Veins by which choſe Joyats are nouriſhed. For like as 
chofe hun:ors are carried down tothe Feet by che deſcending trunk of the great hol]- 
low Vein and Artery ; ſo the {:me may be ſent upwards unto the head and che parts 
lying ncer abour ic by the ſame rrcunk aicending. And that rhere appearecth fome 
kind vt difference of che Symproms in the lick perſons, it happenech trom hence, 
that the hnmor floweth and is moved, fomcimes by the crunk of the hollow Vein 
and 
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and Artery aſcendivg, and ſomtimes by the ſame trunk deſcending (this being more 
uſual then the other) and now and then by both. For when it 1s moved upwards 
by che aſcending, before ever it cometh to the hands by che Axillar braniches, 
ſomching may ealily be thruſt forth by che Jugulars (as well the excernal as the in- 
cernal) aſcending up into che head, as alfo into the Brain, and under the Skin z 
where ſome of theſe ſick perſons may be infeſted with reſtlefſnets and want of fleep, 
'  andothers of them with a drowſineſs, and exceffive propenfion to ſleeping aud 
flumbring, and others of them by other Symproms. Bur chart that Humor which 
infeſteth che Toes ſhould be collected under che Skin of rhe Head, or poured forch 
thither our of the Veins andArteries, and from chence flow down unto the Foecr, 
this cannot be proyed by any firm Reaſon. , For whar is thac right and ftraight way 
by che which it may ſuddenly flow ſtraight down from the head, under the Skin, 
unto the Feet and Toes ? For when the niacter deſtillech from the head under rhe 
Skin, itis diſperſed hither and thither; and here and chere it exciceth pains ;z bur 
ic doth not tend directly and ftraight downward unto the extream parts of the 
Feec : neither likewiſe if it ſhould flow down by this way, could it pollibly (as of- 
centimes it happeneth ) ſo ſuddenly aſcend up into the Hand, by changing its 
Way. : 
And in ſpecial, as for what concerneth che exceſſive ſleepineſs and drowſineſs we 
oftentimes find 1n the ſick perſon, (and if there be any other Symptoms of this 
Kind, that ariſe even in the very brain ic (elf) chele do neither appear in every Ar- 
zbritzsz neither if they ſhould 'appear, would they at all conficm the Opinion of 
Fernelins, but rather confute it, as teaching us, that the matter is not generated 
- and moved without the Skull, bur that it is poyred forth of the very Veins them- 
ſelves. For this ſleepineſs and drowſineſs is cauſed from the matter thar is heaped 
up within the brain, and not colleted withour rhe Skut ; which if ir be preſenc in 
the Arthritzs, it teacheth us chus much, to wit, thar there 1s likewiſe ſome matter 
by the Veins and Arteries poured forch intothe brain it ſelf. 

And Laſtly, it is manifeſt alſo by experience, that even other Diſeaſes (and eſpe- 
cially ſuch as are acute, whoſe matrer ſticketh in the Veins, and about the Bowels) 
are changed and curned into the Arthri'zs ; and chen the chick Untius are a ſign and 
argument of the Arthritis nigh at hand. And Averroes ( 7. Collig. Chap. 3.) cefti- 
fiech char he himſelf became Arthrztick, from an acute Diſeaſe, when Nature by che 
Critis had driven frth the Humors unco the Joyats, and efpecially unto the Fee: 
which had not been, if the Artbritzs were generated from a marter flowing dow: 
from the Head : touching which we ſhall likewiſe ſpeak moce hereafter, when we 
come co examine the Optnion of Platerxs. 

Neither are thoſe things of any great moment that Fernelins bringeth againſt the 
other Opinion, which we mencioned above, and conceive to be very agreeable to 
the truth. For when he demandeth, how a fincere humor can flow unto the Toynrs 
by the orifices of the Veins, he calleth that in queſtion which we may every day ſce 
done in perſons that are fick. For Nature reteinech the blood as the creaſury of 
life 5 and leſt thar ic ſhould be defiled and corcupred by che virious humors, ic ex- 
pelleth them divers waies out of the Veins and Arteries. And cerrain it is thar in 
che ftuxes and Purgarions of the belly ic chruſteth forth the vicious humors alone 
our of the Vena Cava (or great hollow Vein) unto the Meſaraicks, and from thence 
unto the Inteftines : and by Critical ſweats it expelleth the vicious Humors (and 
theſe indeed {omrimes fincere, bur moſt commonly ſtinking and of a very ill color) 
by che orifices of the Veins ending and terminated in the Skin. And the ſame ic 

doth in che Eryfipelas, Scabbineſs, ſmal Pocks and Meafles, and many other Diſ- 
eaſes zin which Nature(thart ſo it may preſerve the Budy ſafe and ſound)ſeparaterch 
che vitious humors from the good blood, and expelleth them by che Orifices of the 
Veins. And yer notwichſtanding neither doth chat Serous humor alwaies flow 
lincereuntoche Joynts, bur ofcentimes it likewiſe carrieth forcibly along wich ic 
the blood, and many times alſo other humors. Bur as for what Ferneliys add<th, 
thac if che blood ſhould flow forth together with the ſaid humor, icmuſt necefſari- 
ly excice a Phlegmone, this indeed often happeneth as he himſelf confeffeth, whil- 
eſt as couching the Chiragra, or Gout inthe hand, he rhus wriceth : There js (faich 
he) #n this affet a beating pain, with a Swelfing, Redneſs, Heat, and for the moſt part 
with ſwoln and ftrutting Veins, And touching the Podagra, or Goutt in the Feec ; 
toere 
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there 3s. (ſaith he) a ſwelling preſent here like as in the Chicagra as alſo a Redneſs, Heat, 
and beating pam both in the part, as alſo in the Veins lying round about it: al which are 
tigns of an Inflammation. Whereupon likewiſe ir is that Hippocrates (in the fixcth 
Seaion of his Aphoritms, Aphor. 49.) attribucerh chis name unco che Arthritis, 
when he ſaich char ſuch as have the Gout are troubled likewiſe wich a Phlegmone. 
And yet neverchelets every lnflammarion is noc neceſſarily ſuppuraced; and that in 
che Artbritzs the humors ate not ſuppurared, this ſheweth nuc unto us the place 
from whence they flow forth, but racher argueth the Nature of che humor ic felf, as 
being alcogether untic for ſuppurarion 3 co wit, ſuch as is ſerous, ſalt, and rartarous;z 
che chinner parc whereof is difcufled, bur the chicker part thereof that is lefr behind; 
is converted into hard Knobs or knots. For there is nothing ſuppurarced bur the 
blood, or that which partaketh of che nature of blood, and hath fomching chereof 
mingled cogerher with ir. | | | IR 
Neither yer doth this likewiſe prove that the humor deſ\cend:th from the head, 
co Wit, that this Dileaſe doth fointimes invade the party with a ſhating and rrem- 
bling, or-ac leaft wich an ordinary and flighr kind of Chilneſs and Cold. For this 
quaking and cold is no fignatal ofthe humor deſcending from the head under the 
Skin, bur rather of the humors being poured forth out of the Veins, like as we fee the 
very {ame to happen in feavers, and che Eryſtepelag. | 
Ochers alto there are (as Erutftachins Rudiys) who think indeed that this marter 
floweth down from the head; bur chen thar ir doth flow unto the Joynts, nor only 
wichour che Skul, (berween the Skin andthe pericranium, by the tpaces that are 
under the Skin) bur that ic detcendeth wichin the Scul alſo, by the exrream ſuper- 
ficies of the ipinal Marrow : others chere are alfo that rell us, how that it flowerh 
down through che very middle of the ſubſtance of che ſpinal Marrow; Bur if 1c 
were thus, as they tay, there ſhouldrathera Palſy or Convulſion be from thence 
exciced; andin the middle ſpace ( by the which che humors ſhould flow) che Ner- 
ves ſhould likewiſe be affected. | PN 
Others chere are who Joyn both theſe Qpinions together ; and theſe telus thar the 
Humor doth partly flow from the head, and parcly are conveyed through the 
Veins; and this is indeed che molt common Opinion; which cherefore Platerys is 
very large inthe explaining thereof; who teacheth us that the Humors exciting 
the Arthritick, pains may fal down eicher within oc withour the Veins. Within the 
Veins indeed, when the bloody humor caufeth the hoc Arthritze, Cas ſome cal ic) 
having che Feaver Synochys Joyned with it. For as by a ſubtile and chin blood 
oured forth inco the ſuperficies of rhe Skin Eryfipelas*s (that are accompanyed 
with the reaver Synochys,or a continual FeaverJare excited ; {fo likewiſe while it 18 
poured f.rch into rhe ſears of the Joynts, the pain of che Joynts (which the ſame 
feaver likewiſe doth accompany) is bred 53 1ſo that indeed whoſoever they be 
that are Obnoxious unto borh theſe Dilcaſes, when they are fiezed upon by the 
Gour, they may then comfort themſelves with an Opinion and concett that ir 
is No more then an Eryſipelay ; All which things are indeed moſt crue and 
Certain. TEALPEG 
And yet notwichſtanding he determineth likewiſe that the Serous or wheyiſh Ex- 
crementitious humors being heapedup togerher may excice the Arthritzs 3, and thac 
cheir Original is from the head, and thac che Source and Spring of defluxions hath 
there its exiſtence, and char from it they flow down into the parts lying beneath : 
bur that they are chere ſomtimes heaped up together in irs incerior ſeat, berwixt the 
Skul, the crude and impure Blood affording matcer untoic. For then that parc 
of it that is altogether unuſeful for Nutrition, and Exccementicious, is by ſome 
and ſome heapedup in the brain, which when efrerwards ir fallech down it then 
breederh the pains aforeſaid ; which are accompanyed with a heavineſs of the head, 
and ſomcimes with a'great pain therein, and other accidents, the ſure ſigns and co- 
kens of the matrer there heaped up rogether., And he cels us that the Excrement- 
cious blood is cauſed by the vice anderrour either of che firſt; or the ſecond,or even 
of the third Concoaion that is made in the brain; by reaſon, to wir,of ſome diſtem- 
per or weakneſs cherein. And withal hetelterh us, chat al chis filrh and excremen= 
ticious Humors that are heaped up in the head, do either by Reaſon of their coo 
grear abundance, when they are ſticredroandfro, flow downwards, or elſe they 
are preſſed forth, and poured all abroad by che excernal cold and the moyſtyets 
of 
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of the Air ;' ocel{e tha they are ſticred up by the hear of the Sun, orſome Bath, tite Poces 
aud paflages being opened, and the expullive faculcy provoked. 

And yec be dererminech likewiſe, that the very ſame ſerous and excrementitious humor 
may likewiſe be ſtored up wichour che Skul, becwixt ic and the Skin, and char ic may from 
chence flow-down intothe inferior parts, F 

Buc be ceacherh us that the waies and paſſages (by which this defluxion is from the Head)J 
are very various. As for the bumor colle&ted within the Skul in the Baſis of the Brain (cone 
fiſting of three Cavities endivg in the very bottom of the Skul) hertels us chac iis ſomcimes 
ſtrained chrough by the hole ot the Bone they call Cribroſum (bearing ſome kind of reſem= 
blance with a Sieve) and difti]lleth our of the Noſtcils, and that it chen excirech that diſtil- 
lation we cal Corzza, or the Poſe: and thac ſomrimes likewiſe it is carried into the widdle 
Cavity, which is full of holes, and lookech toward che' Palate ; and thar then ic 5s either 

blown forth by che Noſtrils, or brought forth of the Jaws, and ſpic our by ſcreaming and 
retcbing 3 or thac deſcending into the ſeat of the Eyes, it exſtiJleth forth by cears: ard thac 
ſomcimes ic followeth the conveyance of the Nerves in the midft of this fear (of which tome 
ofthem paſs through by theſe holes.:) and that ſomtimes it being carried wro the hinder 
Cavity of che Skul (wbich is lower and wider) it deſcendeth through the great hoje ( ut the 
hinder part of the Head ): of the Spinal Marrow, into ſome place of the habir of che Bedy g 
and that ic ftoppeth eicber in the fleſhy parts any where, or abouc the Region of the Joynts, 
and chere cauſeth che aforeſaid pains of defluxions, or of the Joynrs. | 

Bur as for the bumor colle&ed wichour che Skull, and flowing downward under che Skin 
Cas it infinuateth ic ſelf eicher inco the Joynts or the tleſhy feats) he endeavoreth co produce 
divers kinds thereof : all which beexplaineth ac lacge. 

But in very truth, as we willingly admic of choſe things that he produceth covching the 
moxion of the humors wichout the Veins ( in which heagreeth wich Erſtachins Rrudins ) 

' fo we cannot be induced to believechat the Arthritzs is generated from chence, For fictt 
of all, rhe matcec that 18 generated inthe Brain, and exciceth the Corz5a, or abundance of 
ſpiccle, and is caft forth by the Noſethrils and the Jaws, it is of a far different nature from 
chat which breedeth the Arthritzes ; and it could not poſſibly otherwiſe be, bur char if a mat= 
cer ſo ſharp and fiery, as ir were, ſhould be generared in the Brain, ic muſt needs produce 
moſt grievous ſymproms. And moreover whether this humor deſcend according tothe paſſage 
of che Nerves, or according to the conveyance of the Spinal Marrow, ic could not be; but chat 
ic ſhould firſt of all in us paſſage cauſe either a Convulſion or a Palſey, or ſome kind of pain, 
before ever it could come untothe extream part 6f the Feet and Toes, and ſhould there ex- 
cite pain 3 whereas notwithſtanding on the contrary we oftentimes fee ( ard eſpecially in 
che beginning of this Diſeaſe ) char ihere is ſuddenly a pain excited inthe Fee, no pain ac 
all, or ſymptoms elſewhere appearing. And furthermore I }ikewite willingly indeed pranc 
that from the matter heaped up under the Skin of the Head the pains of Defluxions ( as 
Platerus righcly calleth chem,and dift inguiſhech them from che Arthricick pains;although he 
be miftaken in this that he decermineth that theſe pains and Defluctions are only in the fle- 
ſhy parts ofthe Muſcles,whereas indeed they are equally about che Joynts)may be excited in 
the fleſhy places and Membcanes of the Muſcles : but yet I cannot perſwade my felt that the 
Artbritzs properly ſo called, recurning by certain incervals, and having alwaies one time of 
duration, ſhould thence be generated. For if the bumor ſhotild fall down berwixt che Fleſh 
and the Skin, it mult firſt of all ſeiz upon the parts nigh unto the Head, and upon the 
Joynrs; ſeeing that (as Galex expreſly ceacheth, in his 2. B. of the Difference of Fea- 
vers, Gbap. 11. ) thoſe fluxions that are from the Head are wont in che ficft place to in- 
feſt che parts neec unto the Head, at the Ears, Eyes, Teeth, Gums, and the Glandules thar 
lienexc, or the Breaſt and Lungs, and the Muſcles of the Bick 3 whereupon tuch like pains 
from a Defluxion preſently in the very ficſt beginning of the deſcent ot che humor from che 
Head are perceived in the neck ( before and behind ) and inthe Shoulder blades ; bur chey 
ſcarcely ever deſcend into the Toes (which indeed are moft of al infelted by the Arthritis) 
thac ſame thin ſerous humor vaniſhing by che way 3 which bappenech nor in the Arthritis, 
in which the painsare wonrfirſt of all (and thac very ſuddenly) co be exciced for che moſt 
part in the very ends of the Toes. For what Solenander wcireth concerning a certain neble 
nerſon (as we may find itin the 24. Conſil, of his fourth Setion_) who being troubled 
with the Arthritis about the latter end of the Winter, had C as be ſaich) the humors there- 
fore moved from the Head, becauſe chey were not ſuddenly augmented , but encrezſed by 
liccle and lictle, and cunning from Joyne co Joynt, from Foot to Foot, and trom chence ins 
tothe Knee z and that from hence they aſcended and ſeized upon the Hands,. and = chis 
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Queſt. 7. Where the Humor the Cauſe of Arthritis generated, &c. 7 
t9{inuared themiclves neo che Joynts of che Elbow ; this I ſay ſeemech unto mea thing very 
improbable, For if the Humor had flown trom che Head, it ought firft of al co have infe= 
fted the Elbows, and then che Hauds ; ficſt che Knees, and then the Feet ; whereas here the 
quute contraty was done. It ſeemerh more apreeable co truth, that chis was done from the 
nacuce of the humor, and the grear abundance chezeof. For when ic was more thick in the 
Wuncer cime it is was moved the more {lowly : but when once there was great ftore thereof 
heaped up, Nature ficlt of al drives ic forth unto the extream parts, which when they could 
not poſlibly receive all of ic, ſhechen afcerwards chruft it forth hkewiſe unto the more neer 
neighboring parts. Neither indeed can I fee any way, by which chis humor heaped up 
wichour che Skul, fhould be cacried down ftraijght and direQaly unto the Feer, 
ard not ramble and rove upand down, hither and Chicher, like as do choſe 
pains from Defluxions. And be it lo indeed that the Brain doth likewiſe fowtimes {uffer 
cercain ſymptoms; and that the pain may firtt of all begin in the nook of che Neck, and 
may afcer this fezz upon che Shoulder, afcerwards upon the Elbow, and laſtly, upon the 
Hand ; yec norwitbſianding char 15 not at all yer proved which oughc robe, co wit, thac 
this humor defcendech wichour che Skul, berwixc che Skin and che Fleſh, For firſt of all 
bow che Gaut Podagra comes to be bred in che Feet, is nor ſhewn in this manner. - And 
moreover, albsic che humor flow within che Veins and Arreries, chere may the very ſame 
{ympcoms þ2 praduced 1n che Brain ( whick coutd noc ac alt be if the humosg were moved 
withour the Sku!, under che Skin) and alſo the lame pain 1n che Nock, Shoulder, and E- 
bow. Far while nature is endeavoring toexpe] that vitious humor by the aſcendivg Truak 
of che greac hollow Vein, and Artery, there may very ealily by che Jugulac Veias and Arce- 
ries fomciing tlaw 3nco the Bratn, which may there excite ſomR kind ot ſymproms 3 and' be- 
fore evci ic came io far as the Hands, it may eaſily happen, that Nacure may by choſe 
Branches chat are diſperſed chraughqut the Nook and the Shoulders chcuft farch ſomching 
inco choſe parts. Aid whereas all the Joynrs in the whol Body, as alſo che paws that lie 
about them receive cheic nouriſhment trom che Veins and Arteries, there is no Joynt in the 
whole Bady inco which likewiſe the humor ( the Cauſe of Arthritze ) may not flow iti 
by the very ſame Veſlcls, fochat rhere wil be no needac all of feeking for blind and hidden 
waiesand patliges even from che mo#t remoce parts. And that I may im che laft place hke- 
wifc pgranc this, that it may poſſible be, chac ſuch like fecous humors abouading in the Veins 
may allo be wcuft forth into che Head, and pouted out under the Skin, and upon the ap® 
proach of the Archiitick Paroxyſm, and Nacue leCrinp her felt upon che woik of expulſion, 
they may likewile be moved, a:d by che Neck may deicend into che Back : yer,noewnhftan- 
ding tbele are not thoſe humors that breed Arthritzs z but deſcendivg under che Skin, aud 
pulling the Membranes 1 che outfide of che Body they excice chote covipg aud flicewg pains3 
yea and ſomcimes allo they breed a ſpurious and baſtard Pleuritie ; but chey ace very efily 
caken away by frictions, dilcufliog Medicaments, and Swears, the Arthritzs yec ſti] trequiting, 
Francijcus India (a Philttian ot Verona) in his firft B, of the Gout,Chap 4. rendcech this 
ching very intricate, whiles he wriceth chac the members chae ſend torh chete ſupecfluiTies are 
various and vsry Many, 2nd eſptcially che Head, the Scomack, the Inceſtines, che Liv, and 
the Kidneysz and that thuie Fluxtons are indeed more eſpecially #rom che Head,and from the 
Brain z becaule chat aichough thoſe humors draw theic Ociginal trom the Inceftmes, and 
trom che Scomack and uther Members, betore chey flow unto the parts of che Joynts, they 
ficft of al aicend into che Head,and fron) ic are afterwards tranſmitred unto the parcs lyIng uns 
Cerneath ic, But yet he doch nor indeed deny chat chole humors proceed from the whole Bos 
dy. For if ( (atth he;) che Body were altogether free from fupertiuicies, no bumor would at al 
flow in. And yec nevertheleſs he deaiech that che maccer doth inimediacely flow from che whol 
Body unto the Joynrs, teeing ic cannot potlibly be, thac the humor which is found in the Seo» 
mack, oc che luceftzues, or inthe Laver, or Spleen, thould fo ſuddenly trom thele parts flow 
untoche Joynis, uBlzis by the incitatzon Ct Nacure ic were driven torch by thoſe waies that 
lead uno che Joytitss Now he dececmineth thar cthole wates are ihe Veins, Muſcles, and 
Nerves. The Veins, to wit, that are deſtined for the nouriſhing of che- Hands and Arms, 
do catry the excrementitiuus humors (hag have their exiſtence chroughout tbe whole Body 
unto the Ligaments ofche Fingers, the Tendons, and the Joynts. But the Mufcles that arife 
from the S$ha1lder-blades, and che very coppf the Spina and that ace implanted Into the 
Shoulders do receive the ſame exccements from che inter1or parts of the Body, and derive 
chem untothe Ligamencs of the Fingers, Buc as for that matcer which flowech trom che 
Head, Nacure thcuſterh ic forch unco che Foynts of che Fingers by Chute Nerves chac Ceſcend 
from the Head. And ye. nocwichftanding "2s be dentech (hat che bamocr 1; carried _ 
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Where the Humor the (auſe of Archritis is generated, 8c. Que ſt. > 


the Head alone unto the inferior parts of the Body 3 as for Inſtance, urto the Knees, the 
Thighs, and che Ligamencs and Joyncs of the Toes; bur thac by the conlenc of che Veins and 
Nerves of che Spina or Back-bone, and by reaſon likewiſe of the confent berwixt the Kid- 
neys and the Knees, Thighs and Feec, ir is ſomcimes allo carried from the faid Spina of 
che Back and from che Kidneys unto che Ligamencs of che Knees and uncoche Joynrs of che 
Toes. 

Bur in this Opinion there are contained many things that are falſe, For firſt of all, 
whereas it is ſaid chat che maccec flowech from the who] body unto ſome one place, we are 
not hereby counderſtand al and every part of the body, she ftomack, che Inceſtives, the Li- 
ves, the Kidneys, and other parcs, buc only thoſe kind of parts in the whol body that are 
filled with Veins, © For although thac cheexcrementicious humors may be pgenerared in the 
ftomack, Inteftines, Liver, and Spleen : yer when they are heaped up, chey are chen diſtii= 
bured inco the great hollow Vein, as alſo inco the Arteries, with thar perpecual flux and 

flage co and again of the blood ; and from hence chey are chruft forth unto che excernal 
parts of the body, as in the Scabies we may ſee, and (o l'kewiſe in very many other Aﬀecte. 
And therefore if vicious bumors be heaped up in Arthricick pectons, there is no need ar all 
tbac chey ſhould be derived unto the Joynts by to many turninps and windings, by che Mul- 
cles, and by the Nerves; ſeeing thar chere is a neec and direct way through the Veins and Ar- 
cecies, from which as al other parcs of che body, fo likewiſe the Joynts ceceive their oouriſh- 
menr. And furthermore it is no way agreeable corruth that che humors ſhould flow unto 
the Joynts by the Nerves: for neichec do the Nerves ealily admis of, and receive fo preat an 
abundance of humors; neicher were 1: poſſible, it chat marcer were received by the Brain,and 
ſhau}d flow unco it thcough the Nerves, bur thac ic ſhould ficlt of al excite moſt grievous 
Maladies, before ever the Arthritis could ariſe and appear. India indeed {eeks by al means 
c0-avondd al cheſe inconveniences, whiles in his fix: Chipt, he writeth, chat che maicer which 
flowech doth nox fillthe Nerves within 3 but only diſtend: the fame curwardly, Bur tbis 
5 not £0 flow m_ che Nerves: neither doth he in chis manner ſhun thoſe inconveniences, 
whiles be doch not ſhew us how by a continual pafſage from the Head (according coche pro- 
greſs of che Nerves) this matter may flow, ſochat yer. notwichftanding ic may in ics way and 
paſſage excite neither Convulſion nor Palſey, nor any other pain. And indeed co what end 
15 bere any need of choſe ambages, and turnings and windings about (chis way and that way ) 
by the Muſcles 3 when (as we have alceady often {aid) there lieth a diced and ftraighr way 
out of the Veins ard Acceries into the Joynts ? 

Adrian Spigehius (in his B. of the Arthritis) bath a peculiar Opinion as being held by 
hica alone : who when he would acknowledg thac this afflux is altogether made by che Veins 
and Arteries, and yet nevertheleſs would not alcogether deſerc thac Opinion which deter- 
mineth chat che bumors flow down from the Head, and would withal pive us notice, char 
thac flux cannot poſſibly be either without che Sku), or within ic, and ſo from che Brain 3 he 
therefore decerminetb, that the fluxion is both from che Mead, ard trom the Liver : buc 
then 1n. chis he difſevceth from ail others, that he teacherh us thac the aforeſaid Aluxion 
(which he canceiverh co proceed trom the Head) is very ſeldom under the Skin (as Fern: 
livs tels us it is) and never by the hole of che Spina] Marrow (by which the Spirics are kept 
rogether) or by the hole of che Nook, above che external Membrane of che Spinal Marrow 3 
buc that by the Veins and Jugular Acceries (not only the externa], but Jikewiſe che 19:erna), 
by the which from the lower pares, eſpecially che Liver, the humor is carried oro che external 
and internal pares of che Head ) it floweth back again into the grear hollow Vein, and the 
great Artery, or its branches chat have their exiftence under che Throatz avd chac fo from 
thence they ace devolved inco the Joynts. 

And the very euch is, char Spzgelizs his Opinion is indeed righc, T hat che flux of humors 
in the Arthritis is by the Veins and Accecies z which he mighc wel learn even tom this, by 
obſerving chat if before che univerſal evacuation of che body there be applied unto che Foor, 
or che Hand, any external repelling or cooling Medicaments, Chat then the maccer flowed 
back unto che noble parts,and excied acute Feavers, and other Maladies, Burt that the macrer 
doth from che Brain firſt of al cegurgirace into the Veins and Acteries, this he doth not at ai 
prove, but produceth it without any firm ground and reaſon. For on the concrary rather, 
choſe chings that happen unto Acthricick perions do reſtifie char this humor is neigher genera. 
ted in che Brain, nor heaped up there, nor thence regurgitates inro the Veins and Arteries ; 
fince that if chis ſhould happen, a humor ſo ſharp as this 15, and able roeffett o preat pa ins, 
muſt needs excite che moft grievous Aﬀects in the Brain. Spigelius here {eels tor ſhifts, ſre- 
ing chat mapy things teach us that chele bumors are bred inthe Liver and Spicer, tl: places 
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and ftore-houſes of Sanguification, and chat from chence they are heaped up in the Veins 
and Arteries, and by chem ac length chruſt forch into che zoynts5 fo that there 15no need at 
al of deriving them from the Brain. 

Some there are who decermine chat the bumors ace poured forth un:o the zoynts from the 
who] body. But theſe by che whol can here undecftand nothing elſe buc the Veins and Arte- 
ries, diſperſed chcoughout the who] body. | 

Buc chat we may at che length conclude chis long and cedious diſputation, and contract it 
intoa few words ; this in the ficft place is certain, cbac the maccer che cauſe of Arthritis is 
generaced in che Bowels of the lower belly ; yea, and char ofcentimes ic is long ſtabled up 
(as ic were) abour the Spleen the Inceftines, and the Liver, until at cbe I: ft it 1s cransferced 
into the great hollow Vein. And Mercatys wricech moſt cruly, chat as he himſelf had ſeen 
when che pains of che zoynts bad ariſen from che pains of che belly ; ſo he likewiſe found 
the ſame co bethe Opinion of Authors none of the meaneſt 3 and I my felt have. alſo obſer- 
ved it morechan once in ſuch perſons as were Hypochondciaca), and ſuch as have had the ſcur- 
vy : andfrom hence likewiſe ic ts, that Diarrhea fluxes unſeaſonably ſuppcefſed are curned 
inco the Arthritis. And that there may flow from che Colon Inceſtine a bumor excicing 
che Artbritzs, we are caught both by Galen and Hippocrates in 6. Epidem. Com. 4. Text.3. 
And as for che waies and paſlages che thing is very plain (as we likewife cold you before, 
couching che Scurvy : ) co wit, that from che Colon this humor may by che Meſecaick 
Acteries be cransſerced into che Trunk of che great Artery, and from hence be chruſt untothe 
Joynts. 

And Secondly, T bis allo iscrue and certain, (andchart which is granted by all che moſt 
learned Phyſicians) chat che Humor the cauſe ot the Artbritis is moved through che Veins 
and Arcecies ( fome of chele fay alwaies, bur ochers of chem very ofcen, and they are thoſe 
chat deterinine chat the humor floweth down likewiſe from the Head ) and the thing is ak 
cogecher ſo plain, that 'Thomas Eraſtus C who notwichRRanding in his 4. Diſputat. againſt 
Paracelſ. Page 261. defendech likewiſe another way from che Head) writech, chat he on- 
ly can.doubt of chis ching who doth nor ſufficiently atcend, and cake notice of what is day*® 
ly done, or he chat hath his minde prepollziled with a prejudicace Opinion. 

And teeing thac theſe things are true and certain, the doubc now lieth in this, Whether 
this way be nocſuitcienc ? and whether chere may any other be aſligned ? and whether che 
humors alſo flowing down from the Head, under che Skin, may excite the Arthritzs, yea or 
no? And yet notwithſtanding (tn the chicd place) I conceive thac this is alſo moſt true and 
ceccain, and ſuthciently proved above, that tomcumes che beginning of the fluxion is nor 
from the Head, For wheceas both che parc cranſmicting, and che part receiving, do both of 
them diſcover chemſelves by their ſeveral and proper ſymptoms; and chat in many Acthci- 
tick perſons there appearech no heavineſs of the head, no pain, neicher any other ſymptoms 
as ſigns and tokens of any humor gachered cogecher and heaped up chere ; ic cannot chere- 
fore be concluded chat the humor flowech down from the Head, And moreover, neichec 

haththac Artbritzs which is from the Collick its ociginal from che head, or from che brain, as 
before we ſhewed you : as likewiſe neither chac which proceedech from a D:iarrbea unſea= 
ſonably and unduly ſupprefſed. And cherefore fourthly, this cemainerh chat may cruly be 
doubted of, co wit, Whecher or no the Arthritzs may ſomtimes have its original from a 
mafcer heaped up under the Skin of the Head, and from chence flowing down ? Which 
indeed very many of che moſt learned and able Phyſicians do affirm, whom I leave free unco 
cheic ownjudgments : bur yer for my own parc I cannot be perſwaded co beleeve ic , for the 
reaſons before alleadged 3 which here co repearc, I hold it alcogecher needleſs, in regard eſpe- 
cially that I amable very wel to render a reaſon of al thoſe ſymptoms thac befal unco Arthri- 
rick perſons ; although I determine that che humor the cauſe of Artbritzs is moved only 
Within the Veſſels, and chac by chem ic flowech inco the joynes; eſpecially if this be well 
heeded, thac chis bumor doch ſomtimes moſt chiefly flow chrough che deicending Trunk of 
the hollow Veia, and che great Artery, and ſomcimes likewiſe chat it withal flowech by the 
aſcending Trunk z and char from thence various ſympcoms are excited abouc che head. 
What need is there cherfore chat negleing thoſe waies which Natuce bach ordained as Chan- 
nels for the motion and flux of che humors, we ſhould ſeek for unknown and unheard of 
waies? Andchereis one thing that I cannot buc ar leaft couch upon 3 and ic 15 chis, Thac 
Eraſtus indeed Cinthe place alleadged_) bath this for a ſure and cercain fign of che humor 
its flowing from the head, char che ick perſons do for themoſt part manifeſtly teel and per- 


ceive the humor £2 flow dowa from che head, by the neck, {ides, and back, hke unto a —_ 
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with a kind of ſhaking, trembling, or a flight kind of cold. Bur this fign ſeems noe unto me 
any whir firm: for chat ſhivering and quaking happeneth nor only in the Artbritis, bur of- 
centimes likewiſe in Feayers, the (Eryſipelas, imal Pox, and Meazels; and it is a fign and 
coken chat theſe Diſeaſes are very nigh at handz when from the Trunk of che hollow Vein 
and Accery (eſpecially in che back) by the branches that ariſe from chem, and the extre- 
miciesof the Veins and Arteries, a vapor fromthe vicious humor, or likewiſe the thinner 
part thereof is thruſt forch into che parts of the back. For although chae withour doubc 
alſo the very ſame happeneth even in other parts, yet nevertheleſs chis Chilneſs and rrem= 
bling is ficſt of al exciced inthe back, by reaſon of che Spinal Marrow, and che very many 
Nerves there proceeding from the ſaid Spinal Marrow, and being endued with a moſt 
quick and exquiſite ſenies by the which Spinal Marrow a Chilneſs and ſhivering is Ikewiſe 
ſeen (omcimes co aſcend, and ſomtimes co deſcend : touching which ſee more in Hippocra- 
tes his fifth Section, and 6p. Aphoriſm. And thus much may ſuffice as couching chis 
Contrcoverlie. 


Queſt. 8. Whether there may any thing be gathered together in the Foynts that may 
make any thing unto ths producine of the fit. 


Or only Paracelſus and bis followers ( who derive che Arthritis from the ebullicion 
of Synovig ) have given me occafion io think of this Queſtion ; bur likewiſe thoſe 
ftcange and admirable Cures chac have now and chen been made in the Arthritts bave chief- 
ly pur me upon che debace hereof, Guilbelm. Fabricius ('m his ficſt Century, Epift. 47. 
and 48.) relatech chac ſome by cortures have been ſo freed from the Arthritis that they 
were never Known afcerward co undergo any fit thereof, Indeed by affrightment, as alſo by 
yoy, it is a thing very wel known that many have been freed from the Arthritick Paroxyſms. 
Buchow a man ſhould in this manner perpecually be freed from the Arthritis or joynt- 
Gour, ic is not ſo eaſie a thing to render che ceaſon thereof, unleſs ic be ſoughe for in the 
place affefted, And there are likewiſe other Hiftories of this very thing. That famous 
and eminenc perſon, Dn, D. Doringins related unto me, that there was a Citizen of Giefſa, 
who (through impatience by reaſon of bis pain) with & haccher cue off the great Toes of both 
his Feet ; and ever afcer Chis be lived alrogether free from che Artbritis Andreas Libavius 
likewiſe (in his 73. Epift. co Scbingerss ) relateth ſuch a ftory as this. There was (ſaith 
he) a Patienc, an Hoſt, or publick lpholder : A cercain Phyſitan (a Chevalier, a perſon of 
great quality) happening co be there, baving agceed with bim for three hundced Florens, 
promiſed che Cure; and when he had received a Writing under his hand for the ſaid Sum 
ſers uponit. The Patient is commanded co pur his feet upon a Wooden Trunk. There 
were preſeor the ſervants of this Noble Knight (able and ftcopg men) that were commanded 
co bold him down in a fitting poſture. The Knight himſelf being provided of an Iron Maller, 
with ſix Nails faſtened his feet unco this Trunk of Wood 3 and immediately with all the 
ſpeed that be could, leaving his Patient crying our in a moſt miſerable manger, cakttb his 
Horſe, and away be ridecb. But inche mean cime he oftencimes privately maketh enquiry 
whether the Diſeaſe had ever after returned, And baving underſtood (afrer the ſpace of 
chree yeers) tbac the Patient had never again been groubled with the aforeſaid Diſeaſe, he 
recurneth back unco che Inn ; and chece making himſelf merry with his Hoft, be came fully 
£0 know that the Diſeaſe was cured. And thereupon be puls forth the Writing chac be bad 
undec the Mand and Sea] of bis Hoſt,and demandeth che Money chat was promiſed bim,baviog 
made ic appear that he was the Phyſician chat had wrought the Cure. His Hoſt (alchough 
be had been moſt cruelly bandled by bim ) conſenterh to ſatisfie him; and accordingly be 
— has and bis Followers ſo lang, umil they bad eaten and drunk out the three hundred 
ens, 

Fram al which Hiftocies it ſeems that we may colle(t thus much z3 Thax in the place affe- 
Red here liech bid ſome kind of Mine, which in ics own time maketh much for the exciting 
of che Pacoxyſm. Bur akhough ic be very bard to determine any thing of a cerraincy as 
couching this ching 3 yet norwichRtanding 1 wil acquaint you with my own coughs (acleaft 
an che way of a Paradox) unco which —_ tO engage any Wan £0 give his con- 
lene bre hall leave every one unto hig awp Judgment and Opinion.

All che parts of the Body, as chey ace nouriſhed by an Aliment fic and conveni- 
ent for them; ſo likewiſe in ſick and Crazy Bodies, the Humors that bear a certain 
Analogy with them are carried up and down unto the other parts; whereupon 
there PL ppenech a vitious and corrupt Nutrition. In theſe that are found thar 
which is unuſeſul for the nouriſhmenc of the other parts is ( in men) waſted and 
conſumed in the Nails and Haices; and in Bruices alſo it is converted into the mar- 
ter of cheic Hoofs and Horns. Inſuch as are unſound and ſick, the vitious Humors 
are alſo carcied uncothe parts appointed for them ; which as it happeneth in other 
Diſeaſes, ſo we may ſee ic more eſpecially in the Plica Polonicaz in which that vi= 
cious Humor is not only driven forth unto the haires of the head, which ic clammeth 
and as it were gleweth faſt cogerher, bur likewiſe unto the Nails of the Feer, which 
are thereupon made hard and black. Inthe FraQtures of the bones the ſtone Ofteo- 
colla being taken cendeth unto che bones z and paſſech into a Callus, Cand this fom- 
cimes overgreat) as Guilbelmys Fabricius makes it appear unto us by examples, in 
his firſt Cent. Obſervat. 90. and 91.) if therefore Humors fir for the generating of 
the Arthritis be mingled wich che blood ; it is very probable chart they are carryed 
unco the Joynts, and chat with che Aliment of the bohes chey infinuace themſelves 
inco the very ſubftance of them and that there the Excremenc proper unto che 
bones is colleded, as a Mineral and Rudimeurt of the Arthritis that 15 to follow. 
And Galen ſeemeth co ceachus this very. manifeſtly, whiles inthe 39. Aphoriſm. 
of the 5. Se;on, he telleth us that each parr of the Body as ic hath its Nutrimenc, ſo 
it hath likewiſe its Excrement z andthac there is a ſuperfluous Humor lefc behind, 
like unto the Nature of the part where it remainerh, And indeed ic is a thing very 
likely and agreeable unto the cructh, that chere ſhould be ſuch a Tartarous excrement 
colleed, eſpecially in che appendances of the bones, which are more porous then 
the Reſt of the parts of che bones ; andcherefore (as Andreas Lavrentiys hath it in 
his Second B. and 4. Chap.) they are ſo framed, that they may be as ic werethe 
bellies of the Bones, in the which the Aliment of the bones may be concoRed, 
which by degrees may be m—_— chrough into their Caverns. If therefore any 
ſuch humor, or Excrement, ſhall be collected in the bones, che like humor flow- 
ing chereunto, ic boylech as ic were with heat 3 which being done, ir is difftuſedinro 
che pars lying neareſt ; and chere ic excicetha pain in them : and his is eſpecially 
done in the Epipbyſes or addicions of the bones, out of which che Ligaments ariſe, 
and by which the ſenſible parts abour the Joynts are knic rogether. Bur if the ſaid 
Humor or Excrement, be diilpared,or poured our in any orcher manner,it is credible 
char the ſick perſon is then altogether freed from the Arthritzz. Whereupon alſo it 
is not wickout good cauſe that ſuch Medicaments as conſume che humors abour the 

oyncs ( and ey dry chem up) are here greatly commended, And this might 

ikewiſe have been brought for che confirmacion of this Opinion, that ſuch as are 
Arthricick are prognoſticators of the weather (as they ſpeak) and they perceive in 
cheir Feet change of Air, and Alteration inthe weather z and as the common peo- 

leuſeto ſay, they have an Almanack intheir Feer. Which indeed Fobannes An- 
glicus (in his Roſa Anghca) chinketh to happen, becauſe chac Air may enter into 
the Joynts the more freely by Reaſou of their Vacuity and Dilaration. Bur this 
Reaſon is of no ntomentr, 1n regard that the pain is not in the Cavities of the Joyntsz 
and becauſe likewiſe that other parcs have greater Cavities, which yer feel no ſuch 
thing ; buc withouc doubr, this pain doth cherefore ariſe, becauſe thac che neer 
approaching Changes of the Air do forcibly ſtir up aud moverhe Excrementicious 
humors ſticking in the Joynts. Sh : 

And if any one would interpret che Opinton of Paracelſus and his followers in the 
beſt ſence, he may even here have a good ground tor his ſo doing. For Paracelſus, 
and Petrus Sev:rinus, ceach us that the Arthritis 3s generared from the extraordi- 
nary heat and Ebullition of the Syno7ia 3 where if by Synomia they underſtand a 
Humor not Natural, buc ſomthing that is Excrementicious collected in the Joynes, 
chey chen ceach us the very ſame chac hath hicherco been ſpoken of. Bur _— 
In bis Confil. of the Gout mn the Foynts, and tbe Stone, doth explain the ſame tac more 
cleerly ; where he decermineth, that the Tartar that is heaped up rogether, and 
conceined in the Joyncs is the nigheſt and molt immediate Cauſe of the Arthritzs ; 
and chat ic is ſomtimes conteined in the Joynts, and there remainech idle: bur ſo 
ſoon as there is any new fluxion, (which farcibly movech it) ic chen excicech _ 
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roxyſm; no otherwiſe, then as ir'is when Water is poured upon burning Line, 
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there is then a certa'n Ebullicion, and hear. . 


Queſtion, 9. Whether Botes, Eunuchs, Virgins, and Women may be troubled 
with the Gout. | 


Ippocrates indeed writeth (in the Szxth Sei. of his Apbor. Apb. 28) Bunuchs 
H are never troubled with the Gout, neither do they ever become bald. Andin che 
ſame Set. Apbor. 29. A Woman (faith he) zs not at alltroubled with the Gout, un- 
leflber monthly Courſes fail ber And ibid. Apbor. 30. Boyes are not affetted with the 
Gout, before theuſe of Venus: Bur Galen in his Comment upon the 28, Aph, writeth 
the very truth in this manner. It was true indeed (ſaith he) that in the time of Hip+ 
pocrates Eunuchs were not at all troubled with the Gout ; but it is not novo found to be 
a truth, as well in regard of the idlenefl, as the intemperancy of their lives. For in 
the time of Hippocrates there were very few of any condition that were affetted with 
this Difeaſe, by Reaſon of their temperate liver, and their Extraordinary Woderation. 
But in this our Age, (wherem there bath been ſo great an augmentation of delights, Lux- 
wry, and pleaſures, that there cannot well be any furtber addition unto them) there zs 
an infinite multitude of ſuch as are troubled with the Gout 5 ſome never ſo much at exer- 
cifing themſelves, but ill digeſting and concof#ing their food, and continually diſtempe- 
ring themſelves with all ſorts of drink, without taking any Meat at all before their drin- 
king of ſtrong wines 3 and overmuch additted to wenery z and otbers of them Cif they of- 
fend not in all and every of theſe particulars, yet) in ſome one or otber of theſe exceſſes 
taking too great aliberty. And inthe 29. Aphor. touching Wemen, he writeth : This 
was formerly atruth (ſaith he) that Women (before their monthly Courſes failed them) 
werenot at all ſo much as attempted by the Gout, by Reaſon of thoſe few Errours and ex- 
ceſſes they were guilty of in tbeformer Age. Put now adaies by Reaſon of thoſe many 
Exorbitancies wherein they offend, there are ſome of theſe Women affiitted with the G ont. 
And Seneca (in his 95. Epiſt.) writeth notably co this purpoſe. IWomen (faich he) 
taking the like liberty and licence with men, and equalling them therein, have thereby alſo 
made themſelves equal unto men in their ſufferings, and Diſeaſes of their Badies. Far 
they come not a whit behind men in their nightwatchings, they drink,as much as men, and 
they even provoke men to exceſs in Oyls and ftrong Wines; they equal men in caſting up at 
the mouth whatſoever thy had cramb'd into their ſurfetted Bowelc; and all the Wine they 
drin': is by vomiting returned back again in ful meaſure : and they equally with men taks 
dehght in qualifying tbe boyling beat of their inflamed Stomacks by melting of Snow in 
their Mouths 3 neitber come they ſhort of men in their wantonneſs and lufts, at being born 
to ſuffer. And tberefore vobat reonder 5 it that the beſt of Phyſitians batb been found in a 
lie, in regard that there are ſo many Women troubled with the Gout 2 They bave by their 
vitiows lives loſt the benefit of their ſex; and baving put off Womanbood, they have con- 
demned themſelves unto mens Diſcaſer. Thus Seneca. Unto which even this alſo 
may be added, that the Gour which ar this day is ſo frequent and common, is from 
che Grand Parents and Parents derived upon the Children and Nephews of bath 
Sexes. And many fuch examples there are every where extant, thac much dero- 
gate from. the truth of whar __— ſaich in his Aphoriſms. I knew a youth 
(a Noble mans Son of Szlzfia) who not many years fince coming hicher co ſtudy, 
before he was eighteen years of Age, (although I verily believe him co be alroge- 
ther free from Veneriy) he was oftentimes aMicted with firs of the Gour. Antoni- 
ys Myſa (upon the 31.Apbor.of the Sixth B.) writeth thac he had ſeen one Alphonſus 
Daſſonius (a Noble youth and one of great note) nor above fifteen yeers old, and 
yet troubled with the Gout ; who denied that he had ever excerciſed himſelf in the 
School of Venus. And Hollerivs (upon the fame Apbor.) writeth that he had ſeen a 
Boy (not aboveten years old) much rroubled with the Gour. And Michael Paſ- 
chalins (in his firſt B. of the Meth. of Curing Diſeaſes, Chap. 15. ) tels us that he had 
ſeen a Noble youth (nor above ſeven or eight years of Age) croubled not only with 
che Gour in his Feer, bur with che Arthritis alſo, or the Gout running up and down 
inallche Joyntcs of his Body ; and yet notwithſtanding this Diſeaſe in his Joynts 


was Rot acall hereditary, his Parents and Grand Parents having never been afflited 


therewith, Antonius Muſa Braſſavolus Cupon the 28. Apher. of the ſaxth B. cf 
Tippocrates) relateth, that he ſaw ar Venice an Eunuch (almoſt fourty years of Age) 
a Turk, 
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a Turk, who was extreamly tortured with the pains of his Joynts.. . Arid the wricer 
of the Scholia upon;the 63. Chap. of the firſt B. of Hollerius, (touching internal Diſ- 
eaſe) tell us that he ſaw the ſame. And there is noneed ac all, neirher is it, worth 
while to relate any examples of Women troubled with the Gour, fince char they 
are every where fo obvious, and apparent before our Eyes. - 


Queſtion, 10. IWhetber the Arthritis be Carable. 


6 is the common and received Opinion of many, thet the Arthritzs is alcovether 
incucable. And the very truth is,there have been many found thus affected, whom 
the aforeſaid Diſeaſe hath atrended all their life long, andeven unco cheic dying 
day.” Whereupon it likewiſe happeneth that many of chele Arthricick p<rious 
(conceiving their Diſeaſe co be defperate) will not at al ſeek unto the Þh y lirian for 
his advice 3 and for the ſame reaſon alſo they refuſe co abftain from any Errors in 
Diet. Bur on che contrary, there are many examples co be found of {uct as either 
by che aſſiſtance of Phylſitians, or by a good Diet, or by fone tudden and unex pe- 
Red chance and accident have been freed from che Gouc, and have ever afcer lived 
alcogether free ſom che ſame. Porphyry (1n che life of Plotrnus)) wriceth, . that 
fRogatianus, a SENAaTOur of Rome, a Placonit, and Scholar of Plotings , by his 
frugal and ſparing Dyet attained ſo much beneſic in this affect, that when as before 
he was very violently handled ana vexed wich che Gour, fothat he could nor fo 
much as go one ſtep forward, bur was fain co be carryed in his Chair, he hereby 
reaſſumed his ſtrengcn again 3 and whereas before he was no: able co ftrerch forrh 
his hands, he by this his trugality and temperance became 1o wel recovered, that he 
had now more command of his hands, and could upon all occaſions uſe chem more 
expiditely then ſuch as did their dayly dcudgery with them. Anda fo likewiſe above 
Cour of Trincavel his 12. B. and 2. Chap. Toxching the manner of curing the affetts of 
all the par ts of Mans Body) werelated a ftory of a certain Phyſician ( an old man) 
at Venice, who by his abſtaining from wine by the ſpace of hve years was delivered 
from the Artbritis or Gout during his whole life, even unto the very day of his 
Deach. And we likewiſe related unto you before (out of Franciſcus Alexander) 
of one Francis Pecchius (a man much croubled wich the Gout) who being caft into 
priſon, and chere decained for twenty years, was 1n the end freed both from his 
impriſonment and all his Arthricick pains, and io continued free from all firs of che 
Gout for ever after during his Natural life ; And Marcus Gattinaria ( in that Chap. 
of his Book, touching the Cure of the pains of the Foynts from a bot Cauſe ) writerh as 
concerning himſelf; char when he firſt began co ſuffer che fics of the Gour, this was 
the Courſe he took for che recovery of his healch, and eaſe from his fits : co wir, 
firſt of all, he impoſed upon himtelt an abſtinence from Wine for cwo years, and e- 
very month heempried his Body by Evacuacions, and chen he cook fome Pill or 
other for the diverting of the Humor, (che caule of his diftemper) and chis he made 
uſe of twice inthe week ; that ſo Nature mighre be diverted in her ccanſmiccing che 
matter unco the Joyncs, aud thac fo ſhe miighc rather evacuare ic by the way of 
ſiege : and by uſing this courſe for a while hea was fo throughly Cured, char he was 
never afcer that croubled with any ſuch like pains. And Carolys Piſo allo (in his 
Book of Diſeaſes from Serous or Wheyiſh impurities, 1n his Confil. touching the Arthri- 
tis) wricech, that a certain man who had lived all the rime of his youth infeſted 
with perpecual pains of the Aribritss, and making his moan and continual com- 
laincs thereof z by che counſel and advice of Nzcolaus Piſo, in the flower of his 
Age, ke wholly deriyeth unto himſelf che uſe of Wine, alchough he were the prin- 
cipal of thole chat were ſet over and had che charge of a Wine-Cellar (a rare ex- 
ample indeed of admirable remperance) and ſo by thus doing he kept himſelf for 
chircy years cogecher (al therime of his life afcer) altogether free fromthofe pains. 
And Hiſtories likewiſe teſtifie, that ſomeeven by a due and orderly regulating of 
their lives, and others again by their being reduced unco poverty, aud ſo neceſſica- 
ced unto a frugality in point of Dyer, have chereby been wholly freed and deli 
vered from the Gout. And chis withal is a thing moft ffrange and wonderful 
( of which Guilbelm. Fabrics relateth rhree examples, in his Firſt Cens. 
and 79. Obſervat. ) that fome cerrain Arrhricick perſons there have 
been, who upon ſufpirion of ſome Nororions Offences by them 
| commurred, 
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commuted, have been ofcencimes ſer upon the wrack, and put upon the extceameſt of 
all exquiſice Toreuresz bur when they have conftancly @aincained cheir own MnOCeficy, 
they have at once been abſolved and for ever ſet free from their Crimes, and wichal fron:(hs 
firs of che Gout, withthe which chey bad formerly been moſt grievouſly zflited. And 
wendertul alſo is chat example which the ſame Auchot (ip bis ficft Cent. Epiſt. 47.) relaceth 
of a certain enyious and malecontenced Perſon tha lay tick of che Gour 3 who chough he 
were faftened unto his ſick Bed by bis paiotul Diſeaſe, could cot yer cetrain from cracucig 
apd ſpeaking il] of others. * Which when a merry conceited Fellow there prejent percei- 
ved ( who had alſo himſelf been lafht by the petulaucy of the otbers Tongue _) abouc che 
dusk of cae Evening ( taking his opporcunity when che fick Perſon was left 33] alone by all 
tis Family ) encecs che fick mans Hculeprivily in a ftrange diſguiſe that he had porten, 
Ikeunto an A hiopan or Blackmoor, and thus diſguiſed he goeth heer unto the Bed-{;de of 
thefick Perton 3 who aftonithed with che wwutualneſs of the form, his own tolicarigeſs, and 
wichall cert :fhed wwh che darkneſs of the place ic ſelf chat he Jay in, demandeth of bum who be 
was, and from whetice he catne, The Whitler anſwering co none of his Queſtions, bur mas 
king bus approach cloſer unto che Bed-fide cacchech him by ce Arms (which were likewiſe 
much croubled and pained with the Arthritzs)and having thus laid beld on him he chcowerh 
bim upon his back, and 1o hanging upon che fame and crying out with all the noiſe be could 
make, * he Cartieth him out of the Chamber where be lay, ever and anon cruſhing his Feet 
againſt the Stairs by which he was cogpodown. When he was come into che Yard, hethee 


ſets down his burden, pucting che ſick Peclon upon his Feer, ſpeaking not a word co him all 


this while, only ſtaring b1m tul in the Face. And then fuddenly again be runs cowards him 
and made as chough be would once aiore baye ſexzed upon bim, and fo bave carried bim out 
of che Houte. But now he who before could not io much as tec his Feec to che Ground, by 
reaſon of bis Diſeaſe, nor walk ac all upon plain Ground, much Jeſs get up aty whicker 
by the Sceps, now runs as faſt as he could up Stars, andto thetop of chem he gets, and ſo 
iaco his Bed-Chbamber be comes, and thorow the Window with the loud noiſe be made all 
the N*igbbochood was raited, and ſo come running in unto him to fee what the matter was. 
He vuc of Breath as be was, and half dead wich affrigbrment, tels chem chat he was by a 
Ghoſt dragg'd our of the Bed where he lay, and then being carried forth of hs Lodging-rocm 
he was muff miſerably handled g and chat bad he not ofcen called upcn and ingeminated 
the name Feſes he had without doubt been gone, had chere been no more men in the world ; 
And wonderful indeed it was, that he who was before ſo ſorely efll:Qed with che 
Gout ſhould hereupon recover his health and ſtrength, and never afcer be croubled with any 
rhe leaſt fic of his former Diſeaſe. Fabricius hach there likewiſe another Hiftory of a cer= 
tain Malefactor chat bad che Gout, whobeing broughe forch and led unto Execution ( his 
puniſhment being co have his Head cuc off) by chat cime be was come halt way cotbe place of 
EXecution there was brought him an unexpected Pardon granted him by the Clemency of his 
Gracious Pcince. | The miſerable man was ſoaffeted with this good tid:ngs, that he who 
tilnow wanted che uſe of almoſt all his extream Members, now on a fuddain calt himſelf og 
tis Feet with a quick and (peedy motion, and lived after this for many yeers wholly free 
fromall kind ot pain and crouble that formerly he had undergone by 1caton of che Gouts 
And Imy felfremember Jikewiſe that we had here with us oor lorg tince a Noble Youth, 
much troubled with the Gout 3 \chis Youth, the neer nelghboring buuſes bappening one 
Nighe co be zllon Fire, and the Houſe wherein he was in danger co be burar, he ſuddenly 
tor fear gets bim out of bis Bed, and down a Ladder he runs ; and intending co fly into ano= 
cher Houſe, he fell ( with that Foot where hisgrief lay ) inco a pit which che Widters Ice 
had made, it being now ful of Water; and fo by this means was freed nat only from the 
preſen tic, buc lKewiſe from al other pains of che Gour tor the future ; and ſo he lived many 
yeersafter. Neither have we only exagiples of thoſe who either by an exact and accurate 
Daec, or by atfcightmene, or Joy, and the like meais, bave been delivered from the Gour ; 
but we have examples of them 1:kewiſe who bave been recovered by che belp of Medicaments. 
Cardanus (in his B. of admuable Cures, Numb. 16.) relatech four examples of ſuch as he 
Himfelt bad cecoyered of the Gout. And-we bave likewiſe other examples mentioned; of 
which we fiod certain of them in Schenlpys. his fifth Book of Obſecvats And Solenander 
alſo (in his 5. Set, Confil. 1.) wricech mn this mapper : As webave (ſaith be) known mas 


' ny that bave been cured by others, ſo we bave alſo our ſelves ſet many free from the Gout 


for divers yeers together ; and this we have done by curing them without any great ado, 
evho before every balf yeer ( and ſomtimes oftner) were greatly afflited with the Gout : of 


zphan ſome are yet alive to teſtifie the truth of what T ſay, And vecy remarkable 3s char

which Carolus Piſo (inthe place alleadged ) relacech in chis mannes 2 One Cornelius Per- 
deus Picardus (a man well sl;lled in Bhetorick, ) was ſubjet unto the Gout, from the ſe>. 
venth yeer of his az2, and ſo forwards, the Arthritis returning ofteniames every yeer, ad. 
much hindering tm m tbe proſecution of bis ſtudtes. This Fatient adviſing with Gato- 
lus Pio, and beſeeching him to afford what eaſe be could unto 3s intollerable pain, has fo 
comfortable an an{oer from bim, that it much cheered the yong man : for. he promijed {in 
bis defure, if be would but only yield obedience wito theſe feww Precepts of ks ; 
to wit, If be world indeed by degrees with-hold from humſelf a third pars at the 
teal? of # da;ly allovearice, and more eſpecially in that of his Drink; and inthe jirſb aid. 
chief place, if be would aliogetber abſtain from Wine ; and then mm the next place, if \2 
would almwaies as carejully and exattly keep himſelf from the injuries of the Air, and e{þe- 
cially from ihe cid , and morecwver aiſo if inthe night be would cover b:mſelf ſufficiens'y 
wit! Bedcioawr, joibat conftantly every morning, about the end of bs (econ flevp were 
mig! appear upon bis body, if not a ſweat, yet at jeajt a moiſin:fs and dewineſs as 1t were 3 
and 1; (lujily) beroutd with the Syrup of white Roſes (taken three or jour times every 
moni) purge out of bis body al: the ſerous or wheyiſh ſuperflutties. The yong m2n yieis 
deth cbed:ence unto theſe Precepts for two yeers and ſomwhat more; and by this means 
Cbeyond ail inens expeFations) be prevented and cut off all the matter and feroel cf bis 
D:ſeaje, and ſo lived altogether free from all pain what{oever in bus jojits. 

Ard chuiretore cenain 11s trom dayly experience, and the ubiervations of Phyſicians, that 
many there have been troubled with the Arthritis, who have not been recovered and cured 
thereof 3 and on the contrary Iikewile char very many bave been pertectly recovered of the 
{213 Diſeaſe, Now who they be chat ace Curable Herppocrates teacheth us, 2 Prorchet. 
I am confident (ſaich he) and1I ſpeak it ſo far asT know, or ever yet h:ard of Crouching 
thoſe that are troubled with the Gout) that whoſocwer-oj them are either aved, or have 
Catlous aridvard knobs and knots growing about their goynts, or ſuc 0 them as live 
carefu' and {orrovwful lives, having their bellies bard and coſtive.that al ana wery of hiſs 
are ( 'or 011998 I know) altogether incurable by tbe art of man. Iudeed we Dyſeriery Caf 
it chance to happen upon it ) 1s tbe beſt curer of tboſe ſack, perſons; and ſo indeed aiſo are 
ether (courinrs very beneficial and profitable in ihis caſe, if they reach znto the lowey parts, 
But :: for ſuch as are yong, and have no bard knots as yet growing about their Foy;its ;, if 
they {:-.2 accurately and carefally in point of Dyet, if they be ſuch as love to ftir by Iavorino 
and exerc:jmg themſelves, ard ſuch as have a good mind to obey the Preſcripts of Phyſutians 
(every one 45 be 1s able, according to his ſeveral employment aud fiudy ) theſe withort 
doubt {if they adviſe with an underftanding and expert Phyſinan, may be perfettly cured. 
Tims Elzppocrates. Yer nevertheleis we may very tightly aid detervedly account che hore= 
diary Arthritis among thoſe Gouts char are altogether incurable. For as al othec Diiea- 
{es chat are Hereditary, folikewife che Hecedicary Arthri:i.s 1s not © be renigved and over= 
come without much difficulty, ifever ic be done. | 

Now there are many Reaſons co be given, why divers of Thoſe that ate of chemfelves curae 
ble, are yer never cured, For ficft of all, the cauſe is oftentimes in the Phy lititan, whe it 05 
ſufficiently experc in the Nature of this Diſeaſe, ard the cauie checeof, For when as tiere 
ace fo many Payſicians chat think amiſs of the Nature of this Diteafe, and checith it theme 
{elves talie and erroneous Opinions couching che fame ; ic 18 10decd ho wonder, that thete da 
not riphtly cure ic, ſince chat of a Diſeaſe urknown (and che narwe 2vd cauſe chereot 19h 
underftood) chere can be no right and mechodicat Cure expected. And there atemany Phy- 
fi:tans likewiſe chat with Leaden Weapons (as I may lo 1zy) tipht againft an Eneiy i pos 
wertul and obftinge. Aud then apain fecondly, che cauic may be 1n the fick periiius clicme 
jeives; who uſually offend in chreethings. For meft of chem are periwaded char ras cheije 
Maladv is incurable ; and cheretore chey never crouble their heads with chovoh's of Phy fires: 
an or Pixyſick, neicher wil they advite with the skiltul Arcift, bur tutfec the 23uenis (har 
at firft miphe Have been cuced) to take ſuch deep root that It 15 now become 3hoger her mous 
rable.

And laſtly, this is alto a chief and almoſt the principal cet:{e of Arthritis 
ns being ſo ſeldom cured, Thar there are buc very few who wil be perſw4d-& ro keep an 
exquiſice and accurate Dyec ; and they wil chuſe cacher to endure che Arthricick pins, unto | 
which they have been ſo long accuſtomed and inured, than ſubmicthemtelves unioche Laws 
end Rules of a mare ſtrict and tevere courie of Dyer. And very few there are of thei tac 
will deny themſelves the uſe of Wine, che drinking of which unleſs it be omitted, rhore 35 in 
very many Patients no hope at al of a perfect cure. And from herce it hap enects, chic 
there are more of the Rich, and perſons of Qu13lity thar are rroubled with rhe Gor, thin 
there are of the poorer ſort of people, and Peatantsz integard chat theſe laſt k-ep a very 
ſpare dyer, and drivk no Wine at al; wherras thoſe former gi:z2'e in Wine toofteely ; and 
in many orher points of Dyet offnd far more than the poor. Nether yer notwiuhſtanding 
s thisat all co be denied, T hat there are {ome, who although they do nor comm any notor i= 
ous errors in the courſe of cheir Dyer, ye: they can bard]y be freed irom the Gour, brcaute 
that the preaceſt parc of cheic Alimenc { by reaſon of the weaknels of rhe bowels ) 3s con- 
verred into vicious humors, ke as we ſee thac there are in others alio victous kumors elf where 
colledted. And therefore in regard that it is ofrentimes impoſſible cocorret thar weaknets 
of the bowels, the Arthritis likewiſe trom thence proceeding wil ſcarcely ever be cured. 
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ff rn are divers and different Opinions of Phyſicians as touching this point, Far ſome 

chere are who affticm chat in the very firſt beginning of che Paroxyſin purgesare there= 
fore tobe adminiſtced, that ſoby chem che Humors may be drawn back from the Jopnes, aud 
that ſo the pains may be lcfſened; and the firs made ſomwhat ſhorter, And chey appeal like- 
wiſe unto Experience z by which ic appearech that upon the adminifting of Purparions in 
the beginning of the Pacoxyſm the ſick perſon hath been delivered from al che parn char ar- 
tendech che firs like as before we cold you of Petrus Bayrus, who writech of himſelf, char 
he was ſo weak and impotent, that he could move no part abour him. bur only his Torgue 3 
and that he was carried and put upon bs Clote-ſtool by four men 5 but having taken his 
Caryocoſtine EleQuary, and afcer that his belly had been chereby tive cimes loolened, and 
made ſoluble, he found ſuch eaſe from al his former pains, that now he couid goand eate him- 
ſelf without any help ac all, and ſo in like manner cecurn from the Cloſe-ftool;z and thar 
he was able alſoche very {ame day to walk from one end of his ſtudy unro che other. 

Bur others chere areg,that maintain the concrary Opinion 3 and cheſe cel us, That if che hu- 
mors be moved by a purging Medicamentr, chey ch*n cuſh unco the Joynes and che pare affe- 
Aed more vehemently, and with preacer force and violence, as alto ii) gr. ater abundance 3 and 
ſo they excite and cauſe the greater pains. And thele aJlo reter chemteives unro Expryrience, 
by which it wil be tound, chac by the uſe of Purging Medicameints rhe pans have nor only 
been augmented, bur that likewiſe if the Pucges wece ever a whit more 1:0 , and fironger 
than ordinary, the bumors were then inflamed by chem, and rawn untothe 1ncernal and 
more noble parts, and chere excited burning Feavers tar were boch dov:iecous and deadly.

Achs are by many Phylitians commended unto Acthricick perſons ; and many alſo thus 
affected becake themſelves unto Cheſe Barbs, as unco the ©: ſacred Anchor of their 
" Hopes, and a moſt ſure Refuge, as trom whence chey expedt ar: ea/ing of al their pains ard 
corturess But yer on the conrracy, Experience hath ofcen Calipnc us, that forme even in 
choſe very bachs have fallen inco che tics and pains of che Gour 3 3:4 chat chers likewiſe by 
che uſe of the ſaid Barhs have become much che worte. Ard theroſnre leeing that there iv a 
Tcuth in both cheſe Afſſercionsz ro wit, Thac Bachs ace fomrimes wictul and good for A;- 
chricick perſons, and now and then likewiſe very huicful for cheap we nut firſt of alt 
know thac from Baths alone there was never yer any thac ever recavered Ce could icmuch 
as probably hope for) his pertect healch and ſtrength. Nei her allo do.b the Aribrae 
(as we ſhewed you before) proceed only from the weaknels of the jovics; newher is it ful- 
ficient co ſtrengthen che joynts, that the ſick perſon may be cviced of the Gour. And more- 
over, that che Bachs do ſometimes help, and (oracimes hurc che pecton thus atfected, this is 
not co be aſcribed meerly and ſimply unco the Baths, buc unco the conſticuonon of the fick 
perſon, and likewiſe che courſe of Dyec by him obſerved whilft he m.ic nie of coſe Bachs, 
For if che Body ſhal be firſt rightly evacuated, fo thar chece ace vvly rhe reliques and re- 
mainders co be conſumed, and chat the Joynts be co be ftrengthened, Baths inay then be al- 
lowed as very fic and proficable for che ſick perſon, For they do more powerfui'y dif[olve 
and diſſipace the remainderFof che Humors in che joynts chan do any Medicainevrs whatſoe- 
ver, and ſo ſtrengehen che parts; and wichal (if che uſe of them be cempecace_) chey che 
riſh and preſerve the Native heat of che Body. But ifthe Body be ſtill impure, and as yec 
ful of vicious humors, the Bachs melt and pour al abroad theſe vicious bumors 3 whereupon
